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Tow firm probed 


D.A. and Newton Police investigating ‘possible felonies’

NEWTON — Negoshian’s Tow- 
ing has been suspended from the 
Police Department tow list due to 
allegations of ‘‘possible 
felonies,” according to Police 
Chief William Quinn. 

And, sources have indicated 
that police are taking extra 
precautions to protect McCar- 
thy’s Towing — a company that 
unsuccessfully sought to get on 
the tow list — against possible 
repercussions. 

Quinn would not say what the 
charges against Negoshian are. 
He added his department is 
reopening an internal investiga- 
tion after “new information” 
came to light. 

While the probe involves 
suspects outside the department, 
Newton police officers are being 
investigated as well, Quinn said. 
He would not say which officers 
are involved, 

The chief said State Police and 
the Middlesex County District At- 
torney’s office will join the in- 
vestigation. 

Thomas Reilly, first assistant 
district attorney for the county, 
would only confirm that his office 
has been asked to participate in 
the probe. 

Reached late last Friday, 
owner Edward Negoshian said he 
had not been informed that his 
company was being removed 
from the tow list and added he 
knows nothing about an in- 
vestigation. 

“It's all news

Police review 
board on hold

NEWTON - Alderman Paul 
Coletti is planning to ‘“‘put on 
the back burner” his request 
that the Board of Aldermen 
establish a citizens review 
board to investigate future 
complaints against police. 

The aldermanic Public Safe- 
ty & Transportation Commit- 
tee was scheduled to hold a 
public hearing on creating a 
review board Dec. 8. 

But Coletti last Friday said 
he would ask Chairman Arthur 
Reilly to delay the hearing 
now that Police Chief William 
Quinn has announced he will 
reopen the Police Depart- 
ment’s investigation into the 
city’s tow operations. 

Officers were alleged to 
have received gifts in ex- 
change for favoring one or 
more of the four companies 
that tow wrecked, illegally 
parked, or abandoned vehicles 
for police. 

Three weeks ago, Quinn 
released the results of an in- 
itial investigation to the local 
press and then left the city on 
vacation before reviewing the 
matter with Coletti. 

Coletti finally had a chance 
to look at the report last week 
and said it was much more 
thorough than he originally 
suspected.

Patrick Hannon, now general 
manager for McCarthy’s towing, 
confirmed that police are protec- 
ting his business against possible 
retaliation. 

“It was suggested that we 
might hire a (police) detail,” 
Hannon said. 

Negoshian’s currently is being 
investigated by the state Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities (DPU) 
for allegedly overcharging 
customers, providing improper 
business services and failing to 
cooperate with investigators. 
Negoshian has said those charges 
are unconnected with the initial 
Newton probe. 

On Nov. 21, Marsha Molay, 
DPU spokesman, said it could be 
a month before the department 
makes a judgment on the 
Negoshian case. 

Timothy Shevlin, DPU director 
of commercial motor vehicles, 
said he was unaware of the new 
probe. 

A spokesman for the State 
Police referred all queries to the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Allegations of improprieties in 
the Police Department’s 
management of tow operations in 
the city first surfaced several 
weeks ago. 

Unnamed officers were alleged 
to have received gifts for favor- 
ing one or more of the four tow 
companies -- Negoshian’s, 
Tody’s, Testa’s and Newton Auto 
Body — that haul wrecked, il- 
legally parked or abandoned 
vehicles,

Busing revisited 


Newton author recalls the furor of desegregation

A Newton schoolteacher has wrested a power- 
ful book from the belly of the beast that, when it 
first roared in South Boston in 1974, was heard 
throughout the nation. 

That same beast reared its ugly head again 
just a couple of weeks ago when the City of 
Boston was dropped from a list of the country’s 
16 “most liveable” cities because of the 
backward state of its “race relations.” 

Ione Malloy, a longtime resident of Newton, 
taught at South Boston High School from 1970 to 
1977, During her last three years there, she 
witnessed a furious, frustrating attempt to im- 
pose federal desegregation rules on one of the

BOSTON -— State Auditor-elect 
Joseph DeNucci will name an 11- 
member panel next week to 
prepare for a smooth transition 
when he assumes the $60,000-a- 
year watchdog post on Jan, 21. 

The transition team will be 
comprised of professional ad- 
minstrators from the public and 
private sectors, including 
members of “Big Eight’’ accoun- 
ting firms and an unnamed 
Bentley College professor, 
DeNucci said. 

The special panel will work 
with the advisory committee that 
guided DeNucci’s campaign to 
review the procedures and per- 
sonnel requirements of the 
auditor's office.

Survey to determine elderly needs

NEWTON — Cooperative Liv- 
ing of Newton Inc,(CLN), a non- 
profit housing advocacy group, is 
sponsoring a survey of the city’s 
elderly to determine their hous- 
ing needs. 

The survey, which will be con- 
ducted by members of the Boston 
University sociology depart- 
ment, will begin in January. The 
goal, according to CLN executive 
Virginia Robinson, is to figure 
out ways of providing more hous- 
ing for the elderly 

“We are trying to develop 
avenues for providing affordable 
housing for low- and moderate- 
income elderly,” she said. “This 
survey will help us determine 
who is out there and what their 
needs are.” 

CLN, according to Robinson, 
was formed in 1977. In 1983, she 
said the organization opened up 
the first shared-living house in 
Newton on Newtonville Avenue 


his transition team’s members 
will not be made public until the 
group's first formal meeting on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Technically, DeNucci’s transi- 
tion will only require moving two 
floors from Room 22 in the base- 
ment of the Statehouse, where he 
worked as state representative 
since 1980, upstairs to Room 230, 
where the auditor's executive of- 
fices are located. 

But the West Newton Democrat 
made it clear that something 
more than a superficial house- 
cleaning is in store. 

“It's difficult coming into an of- 
fice with an existing staff and 
structure and it’s very difficult to 
tell people that they no longer 
have a job. I’m struggling with 
that,’’ DeNucci said. 


The shared-living, she said, is 
intergenerational, but provides 
the seniors who live there with 
companionship and cooperative- 
style living arrangements. 

Yesterday, CLN members met 
at City Hall with four BU 
sociology professors, city of- 
ficials and representatives of the 
private sector. 

BU's Robert Hudson said 
queries will be sent to 1,100 
seniors in the city, with responses 
expected from 550. Those people, 
he said, will set up appointments 
to be interviewed by a trained 
volunteer with a questionnaire, 

The questions, he said, will 
help CLN officials get a better 
handle on the demographic 
makeup of the city’s senior 
population, which Robinson — us- 
ing city census figures 
estimated to be nearly 10,000 
strong 

Specifically, Hudson said the 
survey will attempt to determine 
what type of housing and services 
exist for seniors. In addition, the 


“But I want this transition to be 
achieved in a very professional 
way and I want to retain the best 
people.

One measure of comfort can be 
found in DeNucci’s intention to 
bring his entire legislative staff 
into office with him.

“I’m under a_ tremendous 
amount of pressure in terms of 
applications for positions,"’

Olympian speaks on sports excellence 


UT HILL — Donna de 
two-time Olympic gold 
medalist and ABC Sports Com- 
mentator, will speak on ‘Striving 
for Excellence” Dec. 8 at Pine 
Manor College. 

Sponsored by the college’s 
Visiting Committee on Student 
and Athletics, de Varonas’s lec- 
ture begins at 8 p.m. in College 
Hall. The lecture is free and open 
to the public. 

The college is easily accessible 
by public transportation, and am- 
ple free parking is available on 
campus. 

In addition to working as a 
sports commentator, de Varona 
is also chairman of the Public 
Relations Committee for the 
United States Olympic Commit- 
tee. In 1982, she was appointed by

With a broadcasting career 
dating back to 1965, de Varona 
became the first woman on net- 
work television in the sports 
broadcasting field. After break- 
ing 18 world records, she capped 
her competitive swimming 
career by winnng gold medals in 
the 400-meter individual medley 
and the 400-meter freestyle relay 
at the 1964 Summer Olympics in 
Tokyo, That same year, de 
Varona was named outstanding 
female athlete in the world by 
Associated Press and United 
Press International.

Barney’s Boston office, 
anyone interested in the initial 
offering would have to buy a 
block of 50 shares. 

“There is a lot of paperwork 
involved in this kind of offer- 
ing,’ he says. “Anyone who 
wants to buy a smaller amount 
can do so once the stock is 
traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange, but we have to sell 
at least 50 shares on the initial 





purchase.” 
The shares, he adds, will 
cost between $19 and $21 


before open trading begins. 
The advantage of buying ear- 
ly, he says, is the volatility of 
the market. 

“Tf they jump in price, then 
you are saving money by buy- 
ing through the initial offer- 
ing.” 

One local stockbroker, Gor- 
don Nelson — vice president of 
Shearson-Leaman Brothers’ 
Newton office — says Celtics 
stock will be more than just a 
collector's curio. 

“T disagree with the way a 
lot of people are lambasting 
the thing,” he says. “It’s not a 
ripoff. The Celtics are the 
most successful team in the 
history of sports.’” 

A great national demand, he 
adds, will help push up stock 
prices. 

“There are people in Utah, 
Nevada and all around the 
country who will want to buy a 
piece of the most successful 
team in sports history,” he 
says. ‘If I buy a block of 50 
shares and you buy a block of 
50 shares and we keep them as 
collectors items, that will keep 
the prices high because that is 
the way the stock market 
operates.” 

Owens warns that prospec- 
tive stock owners should act 
quickly.

Another outrageous excuse 
was given by an employee of Hit 
or Miss, a woman’s clothing store 
in Newton Centre. This 
employee, according to manager 
Cheryl Welch, went out to lunch 
one day and failed to return. 
When she showed up the next 
day, the employee said she had 
been hit by a car during her lunch 
break. 

That employee, according to 
Welch, ‘‘showed up the next day 
without any bruises at all.” 

Many managers recalled 
employees who lamented dearly 
departed relatives. The only trou- 
ble, according to the manager of 
Benetton, in Newton Centre, is 
that some employees seem to 
have families with very short life 
expectancies. 

“I have this one employee 


whose family members keep dy- 


ing,” the manager said. “It 


seems that every member of her 


family has died.’ 

A manager of Jordan’s Fur- 
niture in Waltham said babies, 
boats and pets were the main 
reasons some of her employees 
did not show up for work, 


“One guy called in on his ship- 
to-shore radio from his boat and 
said the waves were too big and 
he couldn't get to shore,’ the 
manager said. ‘Another guy call- 
ed in and said his baby spit up all 
over his shirt just as he was walk- 
ing out the door and another call- 
ed up and said he had to find his 
pet snake, which was loose in the 
house.” 

Pets, it seems, play a predomi- 
nant role in today’s absenteeism. 
Many employers had stories of 
employees not showing up 
because of pale parakeets, rasp- 
ing rabbits and floating fish. 

One man said he had to wait for 
an ambulance because his pet 
dog jumped through a bathroom 
window. Bob Marcou, co-owner 
of Marcou’s Jewelry in Waltham, 
said he didn’t come to work one 
day because he had squirrels in 
his attic. His boss at the time pro- 
bably thought he had bats in his 
belfry. 

The funny thing about these ex- 
cuses is that people swear up and 
down that they are true. One par- 
ticularly coniving cook at a 
Newton deli offered many varia- 
tions of the same theme for not 
working on a particular day. 

‘My sister,"’ the cook said with 


a snide smile. “She’s always hog- 
ging the bathroom and I can 
never get in.” 

Not all excuses are the fault of 
the worker, though. Ira Seskin, 
owner of the Langely Deli in 
Newton Centre, offered the 
following scenario: 

“One of my employees came in 
one morning drunk as a skunk,” 
he said. ‘‘We told him to go take a 
nap downstairs and report to us 
for his afternoon shift. The pro- 
blem, however, is that the morn- 
ing people left and forgot to tell 
the afternoon people about the 
guy sleeping it off downstairs. He 
didn’t show up for work, no one 
knew where he was and it wasn’t 
until someone discovered him 
curled up in a corner, quite by ac- 
cident, that we found out.”” 

But, when you get right down to 
it, there are just those times 
where you get into a jam with no 
way of getting out before the 
work bell rings. 

One slightly embarassed 
Newton cop remembered one of 
those times. 

“TI got arrested,” the cop said, 
“by another police department 
and spent the night in jail. I 
couldn’t make it to work because 
Iwas behind bars.””

“As far as the review board, 
that may have to be put on hold,” 
Coletti said. The request for a 
review board ‘‘was a reaction to 
anaction.” 

Several aldermen interviewed 
after Coletti raised the idea 
sounded skeptical, questioning 
the need for such a board. “I per- 
sonally agree that citizen review 


boards are only necessary as a 
last resort,’’ Coletti added on Fri- 
day. 

A related public hearing also 
scheduled for Dec. 8 is expected 
to be held as planned, Coletti 
said. 

At the hearing, Quinn will ex- 
plain his suggestions for improv- 
ing police management of tow 
assignments, which he has called 
“sloppy.”

to tow for police. Quinn has 
acknowledged records over a re- 
cent four-month period show 
some discrepancies. 

Quinn’s announcement last 
Friday came two days after a 
five-hour meeting with Alderman 
Paul Coletti, who initially 
relayed at least some of the 
allegations to the chief. 

Three weeks ago, Quinn releas- 
ed to the local press the results of 
the initial internal investigation, 
which he said showed no 
evidence of officer misconduct. 

Because Quinn immediately 
left the city for a two-week vaca- 
tion, Coletti had no chance to see 
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the report or to discuss it with 
local authorities. 

Coletti, who has been close to 
the local tow situation for two 
years, said at the time he would 
challenge Quinn if the report of 
the probe showed no evidence of 
improprieties. 

A few days later, Coletti called 
upon the Board of Aldermen to 
establish a citizen review board 
to investigate future complaints 
against police. 

But after his meeting with 
Quinn this week, Coletti said ‘“‘the 
investigation was much more 
thorough than I was led to 
believe.” 

He would not comment any fur- 
ther on the investigation but did 
say he was putting his request for 
a civilian review board on hold.

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$1 million to reopen Bigelow

cost more than $1 million to 
reopen Bigelow Junior High 
School should the School Commit- 
tee approve grade reorganization

school officials. 

This year the School Depart 
ment saved $415,617 in personnel 
and operating costs by closing 
Bigelow in the spring. But the 
one-time cost of bringing the 
building up to par for school use 
would be more than double the 
amount saved. 

While many School Committee 
members agree the figure is 
high, it is another component 
they must weigh before making 
their decision about grade 
reorganization in January. 

Included in the $1 million figure 
are capital improvement pro- 
jects — estimated to cost $402,700 - 
- and furniture and equipment 
purchase, according to a 
facilities study presented to the 
committee at last Monday night's 
meeting. 

“Most of Bigelow’s furniture 
and equipment was moved to 
other Newton schools to replace 
old and worn out furniture,” 
Silluzio wrote in the report. ‘In 
addition, the closing of Bigelow 
presented schools with the op-

portunity to obtain equipment 
they had been unable to purchase 
in the past because of budget con- 
straints.” 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
the cost to reopen Bigelow is a 
“significant sum” but he does not 
want to judge the committee too 
harshly because of the “dilemma 
they face and the pressures plac- 
ed upon them by the public for 
lower pupil to teacher ratios, 
smaller class sizes and more 
space. 

“The School Committee now 
has to consider whether that 
money could be better utilized for 





other educational purposes,” 
Mann said. 
Committee member Lynne 


Sullivan said that the ‘‘immense 
cost of reopening the Bigelow is a 
bit discouraging.” Three other 
members contacted yesterday 
said they had not expected the $1 
million cost. 


Newton Highlands Alderman 
Rodney Barker — an outspoken 
advocate for reopening the Hyde 
Elementary School, which the 
committee is not considering - 
said $1 million is ‘‘a high price to 
pay for an educational gimick 
(grade reorganization) that has 
little or no support from parents 
in the city.”

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Barker steaming over 
‘hideous’ street lights

NEWTON -— Aldermen have 
asked the Urban Design and 
Beautification Commission 
(UDBC) to review alternatives to 
‘sodium lighting. 

Sodium street lights, according 
‘to Alderman Rodney Barker, are 
“hideous and too bright for the 
neighborhoods.” The city, he ad- 
ded, has been “going around, put- 
‘ting them up without informing 
us.” 

Roy Lamotte, director of the ci- 
ty’s traffic department, was 
unavailable for comment. 

Aldermen Susan Basham and 
George Mansfield docketed an 
item asking the UDBC, a citizen 
review board made up of ar- 
chitects and other design profes- 
sionals, to find alternatives to the 
high-pressure sodium lamps. 

“George and I have been con- 
cerned for some time that the ci- 
ty seems to be installing sodium 
lighting randomly as a cost- 
saving measure,” she said. “It 
has been appearing in areas 
where it is noi eesthetically ap- 
preciated by the neighbors,” 

Because some neighbors are 
asking the city to upgrade 
lighting, Basham said the UDBC 
review is ne 'y to find an 
alternative that is both cost effec- 
tive and unobtrusive. 

“Although the sodium lighting 
is cost-effective,” she said, ‘‘it 
gives off an extremely bright 
yellow light that is used generally 
in high crime areas because it is 
so bright. I don’t think they 
belong in residential 
neighborhoods because that is 
not what Newton is all about,” 

UDBC Chairman Glenn Morris 
said his commission will consider 
four options; high-pressure 
sodium lighting, low-pressure 
sodium lighting, metal halide 
lighting and mercury vapor 
lighting. 

The two main options, he said, 








are the high-pressure sodium 
lighting and the metal halide 
lighting. While not necessarily 
brighter in terms of candle 
power, Morris said the high- 
pressure sodium lights use far 
less wattage then the halide 
lights to achieve the same 
measure of brightness. 

The less wattage, he said, the 
cheaper it is to operate the lights. 

The low-pressure sodium lights 
are much too bright, he said, and 
the mercury vapor lights are 
much too expensive to operate. 

In addition to the operating 
costs, Morris said his commis- 
sion will also consider installa- 
tion costs. 
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City applies for early development grant 


NEWTONVILLE = The School 
Department could be awarded as 
much as $200,000 by the state 
under the School Improvement 
Act — Chapter 188 —to develop in- 
novative early childhood educa- 
tion programs this year. 

Last year the school system ap- 
plied for the grant that was 
available for the first time, but it 
was not approved by the state 
Department of Education. In- 
stead Newton was awarded a 
$10,000 planning grant to develop 
this year’s proposal, according to 
Melvin Hines, director of elemen- 
tary education. 

This section of Chapter 188 
calls for program enhancement 
for pre-schoolers, 
kindergarteners and transitional 
first-grade classes. 


“Programs which seek to 
develop creative approaches to 
combine early childhood educa- 
tion and day care programs, in- 
cluding but not limited to extend- 
ed day programs and day care 
programs in the schools,’’ the 
state outlined in its application. 








Hines is submitting a proposal 

based on the following objec- 
tives: 
First, to create and support links 
between the public schools and 
community early childhood pro- 
grams to enhance developmental 
continuity and coordinated ser- 
vices. 

If the proposal is approved, the 
schools plan to establish an early 
childhood office in the public 
schools with a coordinator to 
work with school and community 
groups on long-range planning, 
Hines said. The intent is to ‘bring 
the two sectors — the commmuni- 
ty and the schools —together,”’ to 
kle the day care needs and 
shortages in the city, he added. 

And second, to provide for 
equal access to services for pre- 
schoolers, tuition stance to 
community programs for low- 
income families of pre-schoolers 
and to stimulate employer sup- 
ported day care. Should the pro- 
posal win approval, the schools 











will be awarded the funds 
sometime in February, Hines 
said. 


Projected crowding at Brown in 1993-94 


NEWTON -— The combined pro- 
jected enrollments for grades 
six, seven and eight show that the 
junior high schools can ac- 
comodate three grades through 
1995 should the School Committee 
approve grade reorganization, 
according to school officials. 

If grade reorganization is ap- 
proved in January, the three 
junior highs — including the now 
closed Bigelow — will be con- 
verted to a middle school system 
grouping together grades six, 
seven and eight. 

Brown, Day and Bigelow junior 
high schools have an estimated 
capacity of 2,225 students. It is 
anticipated that the schools will 
be at about 80 percent capacity in 
Septmenber 1988 — the first year 
of proposed grade reorganization 
— according to a facilities study 
prepared by Vincent Silluzio, 
assistant superintendent of Plan- 


ning and Operations. By 1995 the 
combined capacity of the three 
schools will be at 92 percent. 

However, because 
“enrollments do not distribute 
themselves proportionally 
among the three middle schools, 
Brown’s enrollment would slight- 
ly exceed its capacity beginning 
in 1993-94 and some adjustments 
would have to be made,”’ Silluzio 
wrote in his report. 

For a more balanced distribu- 
tion in the 1990s, moderate 
redistricting would be required, 
he said. 

According to the report, 
Bigelow has the smallest capaci- 
ty, at 600 students, Brown ac- 
commodates 800 and Day 825. By 
1993 Brown is expected to exceed 
capacity by 30 students. Neither 
of the other two junior highs 
should exceed their capacities, 
Silluzio said. 


Older buildings protected by ordinance 


NEWTON — An ordinance to 
protect the city’s older buildings 
from indiscriminate destruction 
was unanimously passed by the 
Board of Aldermen last week. 

The demolition ordinance will 
give the Newton Historical Com- 
mission a chance to review re- 
quests to tear down certain struc- 
tures. The aim, according to sup- 
porters, is to give the commission 
time to work out alternatives. 

The ordinance will cover 
buildings listed on the National or 
State Registers of Historic 
Places; located within 150 feet of 
any federal, state or local 


historic district; or constructed 
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50 years or more prior to the ap- 
plication date of the demolition 
permit. 


The Building Department will 
now have to forward requests for 
demolition permits to the 
Historical Commission, which 
has 30 days to determine if the 
building has any historical 
significance. 

If not, the demolition permit 
can be issued by the building 
department. 

If the commission determines 
that a building is historically 
significant, the petitioner must 
appear before a public hearing. 
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Mann's 20-year trash 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann will have to keep his 
eyes open for the best deal, but he 
has backing from the Board of 
Aldermen to negotiate a 20-year 
contract with a New Jersey firm 
to dispose of the city’s trash. 

The Board of Aldermen last 
week unanimously backed 
Mann's request to enter into a 
“letter of intent’? with Vicon 
Recovery Systems, one of the 
three firms recommended by the 
city’s Solid Waste Task Force. 

A letter of intent is an agree- 
ment to negotiate in good faith, a 
nonbinding step toward produc- 
ing a contract. 

The mayor did not require 
board backing to begin negotia- 
tions, but some officials said it 
would improve his bargaining 
position by showing Vicon that 
aldermen are behind him. 

State law requires Mann to 


contract approved 


come back for final board ap- 
proval on any contract longer 
than five years, and last night’s 
vote does not relieve him of that 
responsibility, some aldermen 
said. 

The board’s support was condi- 
tioned on the mayor's keeping the 
task force alive as an advisory 
body during negotiations and a 
willingness to negotiate with any 
company that produces a better 
offer than Vicon 

The New Jersey company has 
presented preliminary estimates 
saying its 20-year deal, based on 
a 5-percent annual inflation rate, 
would cost the city between $54 
million and $56 million. 

The task force has also recom- 
mended the Holyoke Energy 
Recovery Company at an 
estimated $57 million and Signal 
Environmental Systems at $94 
million. 












Traffic concerns over Marcy plan 


UPPER FALLS — Some Upper 
Falls residents still fear the pro- 
posed Marcy Estate development 
will bring too much traffic to a 
dangerous spot on Chestnut 
Street. 

And at least one said the 
development will effectively take 
from the community some 
valuable open space residents 
and their children now enjoy. 


But attorney Howard Levine, 
representing Newton developers 
Morris Tarkinow and Harold 
Ellison, said the proposal 
represents a good compromise 
for Upper Falls residents. 


Levine and architect Frank 
DiMella met last week with ap- 
proximately 15 residents at the 
Upper Falls Depot to go over the 
latest plans. The aldermanic 
Land Use Committee has 
scheduled a public hearing on the 
development Dec. 17. 


Under present plans, the 
developer would build six 
buildings containing 33 two- 
family condominiums. The other 
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six dwellings would be located in 
the Marcy Estate farm house, 
barn and grain house. 


Tarkinow and Ellison will 
rehabilitate those three struc- 
tures and give the city’s Historic 
Commission a facade easement. 
This means no changes could be 
made to the exterior of the house, 
barn and grain house without the 
commission’s approval. 


Willard Marcy, a 19th century 
Newton political and civic leader, 
built the estate in 1869. It has 
been nominated for placement in 
the National Registry of Historic 
Places. 


The developers are “restoring 
the treasure to its former quality 
with a guarantee of 
maintenance,’’ Levine said. 


The alternatives would have 
been to do nothing while the 
estate continues to decay or to 
construct two-family homes 
there, a plan which might have 
forced a builder to move the Mar- 
cy buildings, Levine said. 
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Addressing elderly housing needs 


For those who might have missed 
the news stories, Cooperative Living 
of Newton (CLN) is undertaking a 
project that promises to assess the 
housing needs of the Garden City’s 
elderly residents. 

As our population gets older, partly 
because few young, growing families 
ean afford to buy homes in a city 
where the average sale price last year 
was a quarter of a million dollars, the 
results of the CLN survey promise to 
become essential for future planning. 
Add the fact that the city’s elderly 
population is now estimated at 10,000 
and an immediate survey of their 
housing needs becomes crucial. 

City officials recognized, years ago, 
that elderly residents had special 
needs and they moved aggressively to 
fill them. Our network of senior drop- 
in centers, meals on wheels, home 
health care services and outlets for 
creative and physical expression 
ranks among the best in the state. 

But, given inexorable nature of 
“market forces,” our efforts to per- 
mit those who have lived in the city all 
their lives - those who actually helped 
build it and make it the attractive 
place it is - to spend their golden years 


in their home town have fallen short. 
Some successful housing plans have 
been executed, but they have not kept 
up with a growing need. 

Lack of awareness that a bad situa- 
tion is getting worse showed up 
recently when it was discovered that 
elderly housing units in the city were 
sitting empty. They were waiting to 
be repaired while elderly residents 
bided their time on waiting lists that 
are so long many hesitate even to sign 
up. 
"OLN already has proven its worth 
with a cooperative living experiment 
in Newtonville that far exceeded 
everyone’s hopes for it. The home is 
shared by a mix of young and old, and 
the atmosphere is one of variety and 
vitality the likes of which many might 
find attractive. 


There are other alternatives, some 
of which have yet to be discovered. 
The CLN survey could end up a model 
for other projects throughout the 
country. We urge all our older 
residents to participate in it. A solu- 
tion to their complex housing needs 
will be easier to achieve once we have 
a definite picture of the problem. 


Duke, Shamie plotting strategies 


By far, two of the most interesting 
- intriguing is the better word — 
political figures in Massachusetts are 
Michael Dukakis and Raymond 
Shamie. 

Our governor is getting the atten- 
tion he deserves as a_ possible 
presidential candidate. The affluent 
Walpole businessman, who has struck 
out twice in two major campaigns, 
still craves either the State House or 
the U.S. Senate. 

It’s the best of all possible worlds 
for the Duke. He can go about running 
a state that is still at boom level 
despite a relatively modest decline 
and enjoy the speculation given a 
potential nominee for the White 
House. 

His choice is whether to continue to 
be a full-time governor or an avowed 
national campaigner. The guess is he 
will be neither. This means tending 
the store back home to the degree 
necessary while accepting most op- 
portunities for exposure outside the 
state. A resourceful, indefatigable 
fd he is solidly prepared to do just 
that. 


Administration shifts of personnel 
will provide clues to whether he is get- 
ting ready to mount a formal drive. 
His commitment to aides and obliga- 
tion to the voters who kept him in the 
corner office calls for some kind of 
early disclosure of intent. 

For Shamie, there are no definable 
goals for candidacy as yet. He has a 
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long-range plan that is starting with 
an attempt to rehabilitate the mori- 
bund Republican party. His offer to 
take over State Committee chair- 
manship, a thankless and so far im- 
possible task over the past quarter 
century, should be accepted. 

That 80-member body decides in 
December who will succeed hard- 
working Andrew Natsios. Ray Shamie 
is uniquely qualified since he has the 
time, the money and the organization 
to advance the conservative cause he 
embraces. The liberal-moderate GOP 
wing in control for so long has come 
up empty over and over again. 


Sale of his high tech business was 
part of a grand design. Within his new 
fiscal structure is a full-fledged cam- 
paign organization already in shape. 
He has aligned himself with former 
Gov. John Volpe in a Fund for a Two- 
Party State that will recruit can- 
didates. Then, there’s the Shamie 
Foundation, a public interest wat- 
chdog kind of operation already at 
work on several fronts. 


Those State Committee members 
reluctant to accept his leadership of- 
fer see a Shamie takeover as a one- 
man band proposition. Indeed it is. 
But with or without the committee 
role, Shamie will press forward like 
John Volpe did in his “Vote the Man” 
campaign away back. Republicans 
could have a future with the Walpole 
crusader.

Costs of reopening Hyde School questioned 


To the editor: 


At their meeting on Nov. 10, Mayor Mann told the 
Newton School Committee that it would cost over 
$350,000 to get the new Hyde building ready to be 
reopened as a school. Since the previously publish- 
ed cost of reopening was only $30,000 (see Nov. 5 
Graphic), where does the mayor get this larger 
figure? 

The new Hyde building was never damaged by 
fire (the damaged building has already been sold), 
and it was damaged very little by weather and van- 
dalism after it was closed. It has a new roof, and is 
one of the soundest structures in the city. It was 
considered perfectly suitable for the children 
before it closed; why is it, according to Mayor 
Mann, suddenly unsuitable? 

As any homeowner knows, one can spend any 
amount improving a building, but what drastic im- 
provements are necessary that could account for so 


great a price? 5 

The School Department has said that about 
$30,000 was needed to restore that building to school 
use. By now quoting a figure over ten times as 
great, the mayor is steering the School Committee 
away from one of their cheapest options, and into a 
six-through-eight middle school system (which 
would cost more and might not cure all the 
crowding) or else building on to all eight crowded 
schools, at untold expense 

I hope it will be explained to the taxpayers how 
the two figures were arrived at, and why the 
smaller one is no longer possible. Since the city was 
going to give the new Hyde away for $1, it might 
make economic sense to use it instead. When we 
desperately need more space and smaller classes, 
why not examine the space we already have?

Duke is biding his time

Before Gov. Dukakis lets it be known he’s in- 
terested in running for US President, he’ll need to 
be pretty confident he can get enough potential 
delegates to the 1988 Democratic national conven- 
tion in his corner to make it worth the effort. ° 


Dukakis’s political organization is good at 
headhunting. Its skills have been fine-tuned in the 
course of several grueling statewide campaigns. Its 
key operatives should be able, at the right time, to 
fan out across the country to make discreet con- 
tacts with likely delegates (actual delegate selec- 
tion doesn’t begin for another 14 months). No 
reason why they can’t do nationally what they’ve 
done locally so well. 

A reliable source close to the governor confides 
that at this point in time, Dukakis does not appear 
yet to have the fire in his belly for such a 
nervewracking bid. 

This is not to say that fire might not develop over 
time, especially if President Regan’s magic hold on 
the nation continues to erode. Nor that the fire is not 
glowing, though banked, in the gut of several of his 
advisers who already fantasize about life at the top 
and practically taste the sweet smell of victory. 

Gov. Dukakis has acknowledged he’s going to 


give some thought to going national. But numerous 
variables must fall into place before he can give it 
even a tentative nod. 

Practically overnight, President Reagan’s ex- 
traordinary teflon-coated leadership appears to be 
coming apart at the seams. Which Democrat could 
have anticipated the bizarre combination of events 
that have so dramatically reversed expectations 
and increased Democratic prospects? Is Reagan's 
erosion a temporary flash in the pan or a portent 
that the conservative revolution has run its course? 
To what extent has the time come for a skilled 
Democrat from the East with a portfolio of 
precedent-setting accomplishments and a vision 
about “opportunity for all’’, one of Dukakis’ catchy 
watchwords? 

Whatever the general assessment of political cur- 
rents, practical politics demands that any potential 
knight in shining armor would have first to secure 
the loyalty of his own troops (get all his party’s 
nominating convention ducks in a row) before sally- 
ing forth for popular support among the natives. 

Look, then, for signs that Dukakis loyalists are, in 
fact, easing out beyond Bay State borders, however 
they camouflage their journeys.

The president held a news con- 
ference, at which it was sure to 
appear the press was ganging up 
on him, but the effect was diluted 
by the evident fact that he knew 
even less about what was going 
on than the reporters. 

WHAT DO WE CALL 
WHATEVER IT IS THAT'S GO- 
ING ON: Early on there’s a rush 
to find a short, punchy name for 
the scandal: The Pardon, Bay of 
Pigs. Nixon gave us the all- 
purpose suffix, gate. Watergate 
led to Koreagate and Billygate. 

For the current mess, Tass pro- 
poses Irangate. Others, Con- 
tragate, Northgate, The Iran Af- 
fair is popular, White House 
Shakeup did for the short-term. 

PROMISE TO TELL ALL: 
This is a multi-step process 
beginning with; Laying out all 
the facts. Next is; Laying out 
even more of all the facts. That's 
followed by full disclosure, which 
in turn is followed by fuller 
disclosure, and by ‘‘No kidding, 
this time we're really telling 
everything,”” When that doesn’t 
work, declare everything said up 
to this point “inoperative” and 
return to Step 1 and promise to 
Lay Out All the Facts. 

THE DETAILS, DETAILS 
DEFENSE; It’s a big govern- 
ment and the president can’t 
know everything that’s going on. 
Just as he isn’t aware of every lit- 
tle sewer grant given by the 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development, he can't be ex- 
pected to keep track of every lit- 
tle war his National Security 
Council staff is running.

INVESTIGATION: To make sure 
the investigation is fair, above all 
to yourself, put an old friend in 
charge.

That’s sad, isin’t it? Really sad. 










(Editor's note: Sunday, Dec. 7, marks the an- 
niversary of the Japanese raid on Pearl Harbor 
and America’s entry into ‘‘The Great War.'‘) 


Can one ever arrive at the Holy Land? Is the very 
struggle to arrive there meaningless? We talked 
about the Christ Child and religious feelings. God? 
Fantasy? The futility of war. These were me of 
the thoughts we discussed in our group, as reveal- 
ed in these thought-provoking books. I don’t really 
know what came to the fore in the other groups 

The formal discussions were over and now we 
all came together for wine and cheese. No one 
wanted to let go of this inspiring day 

“Wonderful leaders.”’ ‘‘See you again next 
year.” 

I had a glass of wine and reached for a piece of 
cheese. A slender, beautifully groomed, blonde 
woman, about sixty years old, also reached for a 
piece of cheese from the same dish. I smiled and 
shared the cheeses with her. 

She did not smile, She took the cheese, nibbled 
and sipped her wine. ‘I’m human." 

She had not been in my group. I did not know 
her at all. I wasn’t even sure that she was talking 
to me. ‘‘What did you say?" 

“T’m human.” 

“Interesting d ** I commented 

“I’m German,” she said. 

I smiled ‘‘I live in Newton. Is this the first time 
you have come to a Great Books meeting?’ I was 
friendly, too. 

“My daughter married a Jew!”’ she said apropo 
of nothing at all 

“Did your group enjoy the discussions?”’ 

The urgency of her voice made me stop my 
chatter and listen more closely. 

“I’m German. My daughter married a Jew. My 
daughter has a beautiful little baby. We killed 
babies like that. I’m human.” 

When I realized what this woman was really 
saying I froze in horror, started to sweat. This 
woman had been part of Hitler’s Germany. I look- 
ed again at her pale face, pale eyes which could 
no longer cry tears. I was too stunned to ask, 
“Were you at Auschwitz? Dachau? Treblinka?”’ 

I pity the well-groomed grandmother who killed 
little Jewish babies. Forty years have passed and 
her human heart still pushes a stone up the 
endless mountain. It is ironic that her first grand- 
child is Jewish. I wonder how she justifies herself 
to her daughter, son-in-law, beloved grand- 
children. 


Children in grade school should be reading 
“Pollyanna” or ‘‘Night of Wonder” and doing other 
things that belong to the special world of childhood. 

















It is too late now. I can find it in my heart to pi- 
ty her. Yet I feel that it is only just that she suf- 
fer. 

At odd moments, I find myself remembering 
the sound of her voice, ‘I’m human.” She said the 
words at least five times. Her blue eye ed no 
tears. The tears were in her voice. She was begg- 
ing me for forgiveness. But I did not understand 
her pleas. “I’m human and it is too late now.” 

Why? I wish I had been able to ask her at the 
time, but the moment passed too quickly, and I 
had run away from the intensity of her feelings. 

“T’m human.” 

The first time she said the words I wasn’t sure 
that she was talking to me. 

“What did you say?”’ 

She repeated with a plea in her eyes. “I’m 
human.” 

I had never seen the woman before. Why was 
she telling me this? Of course she was human. 
Aren't we all human? 

It was a lovely, crisp Saturday in October, 1984, 
that I met this strange woman. I do not know her 
name and shall probably not see her again, nor do 
I want to. We were both attending the yearly 
Great Books conference held at Dana Hall in 
Wellesley, Mass. 

All this diverse, highly literate group had in 
common was that we all had read the same 
books. The sixty or so people had split up into four 
small groups. We met in separate rooms, getting 
together for lunch and again for wine and cheese, 
to socialize and talk a bit before we went our 
separate ways. 

We spent the morning discussing The Myth of 
Sisyphus by Albert Camus. ‘‘The Gods had con- 
demned Sisyphus to an eternity of rolling a rock 
to the top of a mountain, whence the stone would 
fall back of its own weight. They had thought, 
with some reason, that there is no more dreadful 
punishment than futile and hopeless labor,’ ac- 
cording to Camus. 

In the afternoon session we discussed The 
Pilgrams at Sea and The Holy Land by Par 
Lagerkvist, two books that, for me, might have 






“Night of Wonder" hasn’t been published yet, but 
I have the author’s manuscript on my desk. It's a 
delightful fantasy of a young girl, about the age of 
Pollyanna, who is whisked off one starry night, like 
Dorothy in ‘‘The Wizard of Oz,” to strange and 
marvelous places in our country’s past — an Amish 
village, George Washington’s house in Mount Ver- 
non, an Indian encampment out West, a Pilgrim 
settlement — where she lives with the people and 
families who made American history. 
























“Night of Wonder” is a kind of literary history for 
children, an ‘‘admirable stimulus to the sluggish 
youthful mind which is none too apt to develop en- 
thusiasm either for history or for literature,’ as 
G.M. Trevelyan said about literary history. It 
makes of learning an adventure. 


















More than that, though, books like ‘‘Night of 
Wonder” keep alive children’s imagination and in- 
nocence. Elie Wiesel, who has just won the Nobel 
Peace Prize, said the world today is not a place we 
would wish to bring children into. Yet we must, he 
said, for the world desperately needs the innocence 
which childhood brings. 















Yes, except that nowadays we take that in- 
nocence from children too soon. We force into the 
life of youth the experiences and thoughts of age. It 
is no blessing to children to see life as an older per- 
son sees it. They are denied what makes being a 
child so wonderful — a time of life that is carefree, 
light-hearted and without fear. 










Do I sound like Pollyanna? I am glad. And 
Pollyanna would be happy with me for playing the 
“glad game” with you. 







You know, I hope, the story of the 11-year-old or- 
phan girl who comes to live with her Aunt Polly in 
Vermont and changes the heart of an entire town 
with her happy outlook. She did it by teaching the

The very best gift for your child 
this Christmas cannot be found 
on the shelf of the toy store. It 
isn’t a talking bear or a high- 
powered mini-sub. It doesn’t run 
on batteries or contain 62 plastic 
pieces. 


It is the gift of self-esteem. 

Children who have been givena 
feeling of worth and a sense of 
specialness head into life with the 
wind at their backs. 

If you read the case histories of 
battered women, kids on drugs, 
pregnant teens or juvenile 
lawbreakers, your chances of 
coming across the phrase ‘has 
low self-esteem” are about 99 in 
100. Not feeling good about 
yourself is a no-win ticket to 
nowhere. 

A Lubbock, Texas, couple, 
Billie and Dan Duncan, have put 
together a three-part series of 
booklets and tapes to help 
youngsters acquire self-esteem. 
She is a speech pathologist, and 
he’s a family therapist. 

The booklet and tape, for 
youngsters 5 and younger, em- 
phasizes such positive self-talk as 
“T am one of a kind,” “I am 
special,”’ and ‘‘It is OK to be dif- 
ferent.” They learn of their 
specialness by comparing thumb 
prints, looking at themselves in 
the mirror and thinking about all 
the different things they can do 
with their bodies. 

Says Billie Duncan: ‘When

For six hours, we shared our thougtts and our

young children realize they can 
do things in special ways, they 
feel good about their bodies, and 
that is a positive experience.” 

In the second of the series, titl- 
ed, ‘“‘That Special Person Is Me,”’ 
children ages 5 to 9 are encourag- 
ed to think of themselves as win- 
ners: ‘Winning is walking to 
school by myself,” ‘‘Winning is 
swimming faster today than 
yesterday.”’ 

Throughout the series, 
negative self-talk (‘I can’t do 
that,”’ “I never get anywhere on 
time’’) is replaced with phrases 
such as “‘I like doing a good job,”’ 
“Tam proud of my work,” and ‘‘I 
can do it.” How we talk to 
ourselves often determines our 
success or failure. 

In workshops for adults, the 
Duncans explore everyday situa- 
tions and how parents react. 

Example: A child insists on 
having the training wheels on his 
bike removed and falls off 
repeatedly. His mother says: 
“Fred, let’s put the training 
wheels back on until you're older. 
It's just too hard for you right 
now.” 

A better way to handle this 
would be to ask the child what he 
would like to do. ‘‘Shall we put 
the training wheels back on?” 
“Shall I hold the bike for you?”’ 
That gives the child a chance to 
take responsibility, and mother is 
not dictating what to do. 

If Fred has learned positive 


self-talk, he may say, ‘‘I’m hav-

ing trouble riding this, but I'll do 
better next time.”’ 

Research gathered by the Dun- 
cans shows that kids who feel 
good about themselves are more 
achievement oriented, show im- 
proved work habits and ability to 
concentrate and are generally 
healthier.

The meeting smoldered in the 
beginning as McGrath asked 
Health Commissioner David 
Naparstek to manage the leaf 
composting program — targeted 
for the city’s Rumford Avenue 
dump - instead of Hickey. 


The pressure mounted and 
tempers erupted when he said he 
wanted the city to include a 
definite timetable for using the 
loam generated there to seal the 
dump. 


The city has said the topsoil 
generated by composting could 
be used to cap the dump in 
phases. McGrath and fellow 
Ward 4 Alderman Polly Bryson 
want a commitment that the city 
will do that. 


FinCom eventually voted to 
hold a $12,000 request to fund the 
composting program and locate 
Hie the Rumford Avenue land- 
ill. 


Despite the criticisms, 
McGrath said he will not change 
his direct, and at times, confron- 
tational debating style. ‘I can’t 
help it if they're intimidated,” he 
said of city officials and board 
colleagues. “It’s their problem, 
not mine.”” 


“The only thing that ever gets 
broken during a scene like nat) 
is people’s egos and feelings,”” 
said.

“T will say I’m somewhat guil- 
ty — once I see them losing their 
cool — of aggravating the situa- 
tion,’ McGrath said.

She put the blame for com- 
posting delays squarely on the ci- 
ty. Officials could meet with 
aldermen individually to argue 
the need for the program or they 
could go ahead without board ap- 
proval py funding composting out 
pf the operating budget, she said. 


The program would reduce the 
amount of trash generated as 
disposal costs are rising and 
Jandfill area is shrinking, Shick 
said, The issue should be as non- 
controversial as “giving money 
to the Girl Scouts,” she said 
Composting sites should be 
jocated throughout Newton. 





Kelliher stressed the same 
urgency. Recently, 60 trash 
haulers met with state officials to 
look for alternatives after Rhode 
Island closed some of its landfills 
to out-of-state trash and a 
resource recovery operation in 
Haverill shut down, he said. 


Kelliher said he does not regret 
shis attack on McGrath, but he 
refused to elaborate on his 
remarks.

Hickey will monitor compost

NEWTON = Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann wants Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Commis- 
sioner James L. Hickey to 
manage the city’s proposed leaf 
composting program, despite 
pressure that the job be given to 
someone else. 

“Mr. Hickey is in charge of 
that department,’ Mann said last 
week ‘‘He is doing a fantastic job 
or the city. He’s well respected. 
He is thoroughly capable of doing 
that job.” 

Alderman Richard McGrath at 
last Monday’s Finance Commit- 
tee meeting called on the city to 
delegate management of the leaf 
composting program — to be 
located at the Rumford Avenue 
landfill — to someone else. 

He suggested Health Commis- 
sioner David Naparstek, Parks & 
Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran or Forestry 
Supt. Richard Metro be put in 
charge. 

McGrath charged the city and 
the DPW with mismanaging the 
dump in the past, adding another 
chapter to his long-standing feud 
with Hickey. 

The two have clashed on such 
issues as the renovation of the 
Crafts Street garage, efficiency 
of DPW snow removal opera- 
tions, and the city’s use of the 
stoneseal process to resurface 
some streets. 

After last Monday’s Finance 
Committee meeting, Richard 
Kelliher, the city’s chief ad- 
ministrative officer, accused 
McGrath of carrying out a per- 
sonal vendetta against Hickey. 








Closings saved $26.7 million

NEWTON -- The School 
Department — by closing eight 
elementary schools, three junior 
highs and three other school 
buildings in 13 years — has saved 
a total of $26.7 million, according 
to school administrators. 

Between 1961 and 1977 elemen- 
tary school enrollment declined 
by 3,017 (30 percent). The 1986 
enrollments declined an addi- 
tional 32 percent below that of 
1977. 


“Obviously it wouldn’t have 
been possible to maintain an an- 
nual budget increase of only 4.37 
percent over this 13-year period 
had it not been for the school clos- 
ings ... consolidation of ad- 
ministrative buildings and staff 
reductions closely paralleling 
enrollment decline,’ said Vin- 
cent Silluzio, assistant 
superintendent of Operations and 
Planning. 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann laud- 
ed the School Department for the 
savings acrued from school clos- 
ings. 

“The bottom line is the School 
Department saved itself $26 
million which has allowed the 
schools with declining enrollment 
to continue one of the highest per 
capita commitments to educa- 
tion,”’ Mann said. “It’s one of the 
highest commitments in the 
Commonwealth. The schools 
wouldn’t have had the funds 
available to put into education 
had it not been for these school 
closings.”” 

Because of steep enrollment 
declines, fiscal constraints 
resulting from a state-mandated 
tax cap, ‘‘Newton School Com- 
mittees were faced with a choice

when, for the third time in the 
past two months, members 
decided not to act on the mayor’s 
request for $12,000 to fund com- 
posting at the dump 

“TI just hope the state will not 
turn on us,’’ Mann said. 

The city needs the program 
because of the increasing shor- 
tage of landfill space in 
Massachusetts, Mann said 
Rumblings from New Hampshire 
and Vermont officials indicate 
those states may stop accepting 
Massachusetts’ waste in their 
landfills. 

Composting, recycling of paper 
and other materials and plans for 
a 20-year contract with a com- 
pany that will convert Newton’s 
trash to energy represent the ci- 
ty’s three-pronged approach to 
the solid waste disposal problem, 
Mann said. 

McGrath supports the idea of

Mann said the city has a plan 
for phasing out use of the landfill 
and that even now, only limited 
kinds of materials — such as tree 
stumps and street sweepings 
generated by municipal opera- 
tions — are deposited there. No 
garbage is dumped at Rumford

The city, however, is not cer- 
tain exactly when it will cap the 
landfill. Officials will first have 
to find a new landfill to accept the 
waste the city now deposits at 
Rumford Avenue.

WALTHAM = Four Boston 
area women ate turkey for eight 
recently, thanks to the success of 
a new fertility technique being 
émployed by doctors at 
WalthamWeston Hospital & 
Medical Center. 

All of the women and their 
husbands had struggled for years 
to overcome the problems of in- 
fertility before turning to the 
breakthrough medical procedure 
known as GIFT (Gamete Intra- 
Fallopian Transfer). 

Since late July, 19 couples have 
undergone the relatively simple 
operation at WalthamWeston 
fesulting in five conceptions, ac- 
cording to Dr. Michael Alper, 
research director for Boston IVF, 
the medical team specializing in 
GIFT. 

One of the five women suffered 
a miscarriage within three weeks 
of her GIFT operation, but Alper 
hoted that miscarriages occur 
formally in 40 percent of all 
pregnancies. 

“The remainder are all 
healthy, uneventful pregnancies 
that are progressing nicely. The 
expectant mothers are all very 
excited, of course,” Alper said. 

“Many of these women have 
had frustrating infertility pro- 
blems for many, many years — 
some of them for up to 10 years. 


They’re still adapting to the con- — 


cept that they’re finally preg- 
nant.” 

Unlike in vitro fertilization, 
which stages conception in a 
laboratory test tube, pregnancies 
created by GIFT occur naturally 
within a woman's reproductive 
organs. 
© Performed on an out-patient 
basis, the two-hour procedure in- 
volves extracting maturing eggs 
from the female patient’s 
ovaries, mixing them with the 
husband’s sperm in a special 
operating room and re-inserting 
fhe mixture into the woman’s

In 
fact, that rate is in keeping with 
the best GIFT centers in the 
world,” Alper said,

Tiger Milton 
Britton, after having a 33-yard 
TD run called back very early on, 
scored twice — once on 54-yard 
end around — in the opening 
frame to keep it close.

SUDBURY —= Newton South 
football coach Art Kojoyian’s 
team had just been beaten by 
Thanksgivng rival Lincoln- 
Sudbury, 28-14. And he could not 
have been more pleased. He was 
not pleased by the losing score, 
but rather the effort that his team 


put out in the process 
At the beginning of the day, the 


South Lions were prohibitive

Bagley Spring Valley pro

SHARON = Newton native 
Steve Bagley has reached yet 
another milestone in his short 
golfing career, After serving nine 
years as an assistant pro at 
several clubs throughout 
Massachusetts, the 36-year-old 
PGA member was recently nam- 
ed head pro at the Spring Valley 
Country Club in Sharon. 

“It’s nice to be able to come 
back to the area,” said Bagley 
who has spent the past year liv 
ing on Cape Cod while working at 
the Oyster Harbors club in Oster- 
ville. 

The 1967 Newton North 
graduate is more than pleased 
with his promotion to Spring 
Valley, an 18-hole private course 
that was the sight of the 1981 
Mass. State Open. ‘It’s a very 
nice course,’’ he said. “I hope to 
stay there until I retire, 25 years 
from now.” 

Making the headlines is 
nothing new to Bagley, who made 
news last October with one 
mighty swing of his two iron on 
the 12th hole of the Halifax Coun- 
try Club. The shot came during 
the Holovak-Logan Celebrity 
Tournament and earned him not 
only a hole-in-one, but also a 
$15,000 car — the reward offered 
by a local dealership for the ace 
as part of an advertising promo- 
tion. 

Winning a car and scoring an 
ace in the same minute is one 
thing, but Bagley’s greatest golf- 
related accomplishment came in 
1979, while he was attending the 
PGA school. 

To qualify for a full-fledged 
PGA membership, an apprentice 
student must first succesfully 
pass in two seperate, highly com- 
petitive business schools (each 
with a 40 percent flunk-out rate), 
and then pass a players test — 36 
holes of golf in less than 7 over 
par. Bagley was the first and only 
person in the history of the PGA 
to pass both schools and the play- 
ing test allin the same year. 

“They give you six years to 
complete the tests,’’ Bagley said. 
“I just wanted to get it done 
with.” 

In getting it ‘done with,” 
Bagley just happened to finish in 
the top five perecent of his class 
with the fourth-highest written 
exam score in the nation. 

Ironically, while he was a stu-

dent at Newton North in the mid- 
1960’s, Bagley was more in- 
terested in baseball and hockey 
than in golf, and didn’t even play 
on the school team.

“I was interested in 
baseball, and didn’t consider golf 
asa career at all before then.” 

Bagley was first introduced to 
the sport he would one day 
master when he was 14, as a cad- 
dy at Woodland Country Club in 
Newton, where his father had 
been a pro years before. In fact, 
the young pro-to-be may have 
had golf in his blood from the 
beginning, as the senior Bagley 
was also a head pro at country 
clubs in New Hampshire and 
Maine in his earlier days.

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Settlement try 
in retirement case

Curry are attempting to work out 
a settlement that could return the 
retired foreman of the Wire 
Department to his job 

Curry turned 65 last month and 
the city, under state law, was 
forced to retire him at the end of 
October.

City 
Solicitor Gary Blau to settle the 
issue, Curry said.

A city employee for years, 
Curry filed an age discrimination 
complaint against the city two 
months ago because he wants to 
work and feels he is still physcial- 
ly capable of doing his job. 

The state Legislature is now 
considering a change in man- 
datory retirement laws and 
Curry’s plight has attracted the 
sympathies of the some 
aldermen — most prominently 
Richard McGrath - and State 
Rep. David Cohen, among others. 

McGrath has argued that 
Curry’s knowledge of the city’s 
250 miles of fire alarm and police 
call box wiring makes him an in- 
dispensible employee. In fighting 
mandatory retirement, Curry is 
paving the way for other 
employees who want to continue 
work after usual retirement 
ages, McGrath has said. 

City officials, however, have 
said Curry’s job as a_ signal 
maintenance man and Wire 
Department foreman is 
dangerous for someone over 65. 
He is often forced to work in in- 
clement weather on utility poles 
within 30 inches of live Boston 
Edison wires. Blau has also noted 
Curry suffers from high blood 
pressure. 

Other Wire Department 
employees and Fire Chief Ed- 
ward Reilly consider the job 
strenuous. Reilly, who said he 
does not have the expertise to 
determine retirement ages, has 
asked the city physician’s office 

































to render an opinion on whether 
65 is the appropriate age to retire 
a signal maintenance man 

Supporters of Curry have 
argued that a person should not 
arbitrarily be forced out of a job 
because of age. Their argument 
says that Americans on the 
average are living longer and, as 
health care improves, workers 
are feeling more capable of conti- 
nuing employment beyond the 
traditional retirement years. 

On Nov. 17, attorney Harold 
Lichten, representing Curry, 
argued in federal court for a 
preliminary injunction that 
would restore Curry to his job 
while his case is being decided. 

U.S. District Judge Douglas P. 
Woodlock was told that Cohen 
has drafted a local bill that would 
exempt Curry from the state’s 
mandatory retirement laws. 
Blau, however, said Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann would not sign 
it as it was originally worded 

Woodlock did not issue the in- 
junction, but ordered the city to 
explain why Curry should not 
have his job while the case is be- 
ing decided. 


Since then, discussions have 
begun and Mann at his weekly 
press conference confirmed the 
goal is to get Curry back on the 
job. 

Conditions, which cannot be 
revealed while negotations are 
underway, have to be worked out, 
the mayor said. 

“That's why we're working on 
private negotiations with Mr. 
Curry,” said Mann. ‘People are 
living longer, more productive 
lives. Therefore, age should not 
bea barrier. However, conditions 
have to be met.”” 

“There is a friendly attitude,”’ 
Mann added. “This is a friendly 
negotiation.” 

Contacted by phone, Lichten 
said he and the city have agreed 
not to release specific details 
while negotiations are underway. 

He did, however, express 
“some optimism” that negotia- 
tions would produce satisfactory 
results. 

All Curry wants is to return to 
work. “If it’s agreed to by both 
parties, that ends the case,’’ he 
said. 


Bid on cell project 
under the estimate

WALTHAM — A Burlington 
firm has beat a West Newton 
company for a state-sponsored 
project to suicide-proof the 13 
prisoner holding cells at police 
headquarters. 

Shah Construction Company 
Inc., one of only two interested 
bidders, yesterday submitted the 
apparent low bid for the work, ac- 
cording to Purchasing Agent 
Rosario Mula. 

Shah’s bid of $9,950 for the pro- 
ject came in $2,000 below the ci- 
ty's estimated price tag. The only 
other bidder, Van Noorden Com- 
pany, of West Newton, offered to 
do the job for $15,300. 

Mula said he will ask Shah of- 
ficials to submit a performance 
bond, even though the firm has 
performed numerous construc- 
tion projects for federal law en- 
forcement agencies in Boston. 

The cell renovations are need- 
ed to bring the department’s 
detention facility in line with a 
1985 law known as the “Detention 
Center Suicide Prevention 
Retrofit Program.” 

The law calls for the bars on 
each cell to be covered with high- 
impact, transparent plexiglass, 
known as “Lexan,” and each cell 
to be equipped wth adequate 
ventilation systems. 

An electronic audio system 
disguised as a light fixture and 
manufactured by WCRB Sound 
Systems Inc., of Waltham, also 
must be installed in at least one 
cell in each lock-up. 

Waltham is among 212 cities 
and towns that must complete 
detention center renovations by 
Dec, 31 


Shah Construction also came in 
as the low bidder when Newton 
purchasing officials opened bids 
for their suicide-proofing project. 

Police officials hope the 
retrofit program will prevent a 
reoceurence of the several 
suicides that have occurred in the 
Waltham lock-up within the last 
decade 

Once work begins, the 11 male 
and two female holding cells at 
Waltham Police Headquarters 
will be equipped with approx- 
imately 455 square feet of Lexan 
panels, two security time clocks, 
11 light fixtures, two audio/light 
fixture units and one audio con- 
tvol console 

E.C. Hilliard Corp., of West 
Newton, is the statewide supplier 
of the clip angles and fasteners 
needed to attach the Lexan 
sheets to the cell bars. 

The suicide prevention pro- 
gram is being undertaken at no 
cost to Bay State cities and 
towns 

The state Division of Capital 








Planning & Operations has paid 
for the $10-million worth of 
materials needed to implement 
the project statewide. Subse- 
quent labor expenses will be bill- 
ed to the state by the private con- 
tractors chosen for each com- 
munity’s retrofit program. 











“Frank says that Reagan will ax Meese —

U.S. Congressman Barney 
Frank predicted yesterday 
that President Reagan will 
yield to mounting pressure 
and remove Attorney General 
Edwin Meese from the probe 
into National Security Council 
activities involving arms sales 
to Iran and the transfer of 
funds to the Nicaraguan 
rebels. 


The Newton Democrat also 
said Congress will act after the 
holidays on proposals to cut off 
the existing $100 million Con- 
tra aid package; to place 
future arms sales under con- 
gressional control; and to 
make the post of national 
security advisor subject to 
Senate confirmation. 


Frank, who joined 10 other 
Democrats on the House 
Judiciary Committee last 
week in calling for an indepen- 
dent counsel, said Meese can- 
not be expected to conduct an 
impartial investigation. 

Meese, former White House 


chief of staff and one of 
Reagan’s top advisors, was 
named to lead the probe: 


But because of his close rela- 
tionship with several officials 
targeted in the investigation, 
“it’s not fair to Meese to ex- 
pect him to be independent,” 
Frank said 

“Meese is boasting how 
they're going to get to the bot- 
tom of this,” he said, ‘‘while, if 
reports are true, (Lt. Col. 
Oliver L.) North is shredding 
documents in his White House 
office.” 


He was referring to reports 
that North, a National Securi- 
ty Council aide, destroyed 
papers relating to the Contra 
funding operation between the 
time he was interviewed by 
Meese last Sunday and his fir- 
ing. 

North, the principal aide to 
Reagan’s National Security 
Advisor, Vice Adm. John M. 
Poindexter, was allegedly the 
person who arranged for 
millions of dollars in profits 
from secret Iranian arms 





sales to be diverted to the 


rebel Contras fighting in 
Nicaragua. 
Both ends of the deal 


together may have violated as 
many as 10 U.S. laws, in- 
cluding the Boland Amend- 
ment that prohibited all aid to 
the Contras without specific 
congressional approval 


No final determination of 
possible illegalities has been 
made, say White House of- 
ficials, which is why they are 
resisting the naming of an in- 
dependent counsel. 

Under a law passed after the 
Watergate scandal, an in- 
dependent counsel, or special 
prosecutor, should be assigned 
to investigate cases in which 
high government officials are 
implicated in criminal acts. 


Frank said it is already evi- 
dent from statements made by 
administration officials that 
Poindexter, who qualifies as a 
high government official, was 
aware of the illegal deals be- 
ing made by North. 

The Judiciary Committee 


can formally request that an 
independent counsel be ap- 
pointed to the case, which 
Frank said will happen if the 
White House doesn’t act soon 


The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee will be holding 
hearings into the affair star- 
ting Dec. 8; the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence 
might also hear testimony 
from North, Poindexter and 
Poindexter’s predecessor as 
national security advisor, 
Robert C. McFarlane. 

But plans for other congres- 
sional inquiries are uncertain 
now, as Congress sorts out the 
various options and individual 
lawmakers decide on an ap- 
propriate response. 

Frank said he supports cut- 
ting off aid to the Contras and 
also wants to see procedures 
for selling arms to foreign na- 
tions tightened up.

Don’t buy skates that are too big 
with the thought that you are 
leaving room for the feet to 
grow. That's the worst thing you 
can do. A skate should fit like a 
glove 

Good-fitting skates should grip 
firmly around the ankles. That 
will help to hold the feet upright 
and make it easier to maintain 
balance. 

Another supposed reason for 
buying bigger skates is to leave 
toom for lots of socks to keep 
the feet warm. But it doesn’t 
work that way. With several 
pairs of socks, laces must be 
pulled too tight. That may cut 
off blood flow to the feet and 
make the feet feel cold. Thin 
socks or tights are better. 
(That’s also what should be 
worn when trying on new 
skates. ) 

Finding a pair of skates that 
fit properly can take a while. A 
skate that fits properly will be 
from ‘2 to 1% sizes smaller than 
your shoes. 

These tips should help you 
determine that the skates fit 
properly: 

First, lace the boot firmly and 
evenly, but not too tightly. 
There should be a 1-to-2-inch 
gap between the eyeholes for the 


Light the 
lights

¥ou can determine the max- 
imum number of miniature 
lights needed for your 
Christmas tree by multiplying 
the tree’s width in feet by eight 
times its height, say General 
Electric lighting specialists. 

They have these other sugges- 
tions for decorating the tree: 

— You can set the tone of your 
ty gathering by using either 
arm’ colors — red, orange, 
yellow or white — or ‘‘cool’’ — 
blue and green. 

— You can create an illusion of 
wind rustling through the 
boughs by interspersing 
miniature sparkling lights with 
regular 

— You can get more sparkle 
and glitter with transparent 
light bulbs, rather than color- 
coated bulbs, because of the 
glistening filaments, 

— There are four basic ways to 
place bulbs on an evergreen: 
place randomly; create a 

‘tepee”’ of light strings over the 
tree; create a spiral of lights, 
overlapping two strings and 
keeping an even spiral; or drape 
light strings in horizontal loops 
around the tree. 

GE says you can also write a 
holiday message in lights, by 
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laces. 

With your child’s foot in the 
boot, hold the blade to the floor 
If your child’s heel slips up and 
down a lot inside the boot, it is

Be sure the blades are on 
straight and set along the center 
or slightly to the inside of the 
center of the boots. This will 
help prevent ankles from turn- 
ing in. 

There shouldn’t be much 
spare room at the toe of the 
boot. But toes shouldn’t feel 
cramped; they should be able to 
wiggle a little. 

Tell your child to stand with 
the skates on. The skates should 
feel comfortable and be snug 
and firm at the instep, ankle 
and heel 


Feel the outside of the boot 
with your fingers. It should feel 
stiff at the toe, instep and heel 

Many coaches recommend 
skates with leather boots 
because of the strong support 
leather provides. While they 
may feel a little uncomfortable 
at first, after a while the leather 
takes on a foot’s shape, which 
makes skating easier. 

Some inexpensive skates are 
made of imitation leather or 
vinyl, but most coaches don’t 
recommend them. Imitation 
leather boots usually aren’t well 
made, so they don’t give good 
support. 

In addition, the blades on in- 
expensive skates usually aren’t 
all steel. They won’t stay as 
sharp as the all-steel blades on 
better skates. 

Besides all-leather skates, you 
might want to check out molded 
plastic skates that are recom- 
mended by a few coaches. The 
boot is a shell made of hard 
polyurethane plastic with a soft 
removable liner inside. One 
hockey coach told Penny 
Power’s editors that molded 
skates give strong support and 
are very durable. They’re good 
for beginners.

NEWTON — Now that more 
and more women are driving N 
compact trucks, Ford Motors 
has suddenly found itself sell- 
ing more trucks than cars 

Men still prefer standard 
pickups, like the nation’s top- 
selling standard Ford F- 
series, But 4 out of 10 drivers 
of compact trucks, such as 
Ford’s Ranger or Bronco II, 
are women 

“Tf you watch the compact 
trucks along Route 128 or the 
Mass Pike, you'll see a lot of 
them are driven by women,”” 
said Gerald L. Donnelly, 
Ford’s new 2a sales 
manager. ‘ include the 
Bronco II (smaller version) 
and Aerostar vans in that 
group.” 

According to Donnelly, who 
is headquartered in Waltham 
Ford in 1986 sold more trucks 
than cars for the first time in 
the company’s history 

Donnelly told automotive 
writers at a Pillar House lun- 
cheon that Ford sold 63,276 
trucks in this region for the 
1986 model year, up 21 per- 
cent. His district sales area 
covers all of New England ex 
cept the southern part of Con- 
necticut. 

Nationally, Ford sold 
1,170,267 trucks since January 
to lead the industry. October 
was the company’s best 
month with 101,728 vehicles 
nationally and 5,541 regional- 
ly, Donnelly said. 

The F-Series truck was the 
industry’s top volume vehicle 
in October, with Ford cars 
Taurus and Escort coming in 
second and third. 

Women like a vehicle like 
the Bronco II, Donnelly said, 
“because they are an all- 
weather vehicle with lots of 
versitility and adapted to out 
door and winter conditions.” 

According to Donnelly, 
Ford caters to womens’ sense 
of luxury by carpeting its 
compact trucks and vans and 
having a variety of plush 
seats and interiors. 

For the 1987 model year, he 
added, Ford will be pushing a

sporty version of its Ranger 
compact truck aimed at both 
the youth market and women 

Ford is basing its design 
and sales strategy in 
response to a series of ‘‘focus 
groups” — groups of 15 to 20 
consumers gathered around 
the nation so they can give

Toyota currently is the 
market leader in small 
pickup trucks, but Ford is 
hoping to make inroads in 
that area — as well as main- 
taining its status as the 
leader in standard pickups. 

Major improvements in the 
1987 models of the F-Series 
pickups and the Bronco and 
Bronco II models are a rear 
antilock breake system — a 
first in the industry, Donnelly 
said. 

For full-sized pickups, utili- 
ty vehicles, vans and Club 
Wagons, a 4.9-liter electronic 
fuel injection in-line six 
cycliner engine is offered. 

According to Donnelly, the 
new brake system uses an 
electronic sensor with an on- 
board computer and special 
control valves ‘‘to help the 
driver bring the vehicle to 
straight stops, regardless of 
load or road conditions.”

Thomas Paulini, a 
neighborhood activist represen 
ting the residents, says he will 
legally challenge the permit, 
issued to Willow Street Trust, on 
the grounds that the petitioners 
did not file a perimeter plan with 
the Registry of Deeds. 

Construction began in July on 
the traingular parcel of land at 
1148 Centre Street, next to the

A perimeter plan protects the 
zoning classification of a parcel 
of land for three years. Normal- 
ly, the mini-mall would have 
been prohibited by the 
moratorium, which blocks com- 
mercial construction starts after 
March 17, 1986. 
however, 


A perimeter plan, 


nullifies the effects of the 
moratorium if filed in time. 
The developer filed a 


perimeter plan with the Building 
Department March 14 and 
Paulini is claiming that it should 
not be allowed because it was not 
filed with the registry and it was 
filed with the city too late to block 
the moratorium’s restrictions. 


“T went to the Registry of 
Deeds and I could not find 
anything under Willow Trust,’’ he 
said. “I am claiming because the 
perimeter plan was not filed with 
them, the building permit was 
issued illegally.” 


Leonard Saroff, the project’s 
architect and spokesman for the 
developers, was not available for 
comment.

You don’t have to surrender 
half your living room for big- 
screen TV. The modern marvels 
stretching more than two feet 
from corner to corner are not 
much larger than their picture 
tubes. And although they can’t 
qualify as portables, they’re 
great for sturdy shelves or roll- 
around carts. 

Most of these big units are call- 
ed monitors, and you've probably 
seen several kinds already if you 
look over the shoulders of local 
news anchors. But don’t let the 
name or big-studio reputation 
scare you away. ‘A monitor just 
bypasses the tuner when using a 
VCR, ays Kuong Wong, buyer 
for a San Francisco audio/video 
store. With cable or a good anten- 
na, these monitors give you the 
most exciting picture this side of 
Cinemascope. And they’re easy 
to use. 


What to look for 


Reliability. ‘‘Products now are 
being built better than ever,” 
says RCA’s Don Unger, mer- 
chandise manager for Northern 
California. ‘‘There’s more quali- 
ty control in today’s models than 
five or 10 years ago. They'll last 
every bit as long — or longer — 
than TVs made 10 years ago.” 
Even with the additional features 
on the monitors, he says, 
reliability is better today on vir- 
tually every manufacturer’s line. 

If, though, you’re replacing a 
lemon and don’t want to get 
squeezed by repair bills, you 
have two options. Buy something 
smaller and cheaper, and throw 
it away if it fritzes out in three 
years. 

Or, check with several repair 
shops near your home. Ask them 
what brands they service and to 
rate their reliability. You may 
feel more secure in asking a 
number of friends and relatives 
how they've done with their cur- 
rent TVs. The Better Business 
Bureau can provide data on com- 
plaints about some repair shops 
or particular brands. And public 
libraries have copies of con- 
sumer magazines outlining many 
of your concerns. 

Cost. Go with a maximum 
price in mind. Buy nothing if you 
can’t stay within your limit. 
Don’t worry about upsetting a 
salesperson. If the set is marked 
at a sale price, it’ll be hard to 
bargain in dollars, but you might 
be able to dicker in some cables 
or videotapes. 

Some customers drive hard 
bargains and shop several stores 
to save a buck. They end up 
wasting time and tire tread. 
Others claim a better deal than 
they drove. You'll have to decide 
your own course of action. Just 
don’t do anything that'll make 
you feel lousy or angry in the end. 
Remember that the clerk wants 
to make a sale and the company 
needs to make a profit. You don’t 
need to be abused or forced. 

If you're planning to spend less 
than $500, you can buy an ex- 
cellent 19-to 22-inch television 
with plenty of features. Stereo is 
going to add about $100 or $150. 
Monitors with stereo and screens 
larger than 24 inches will pro- 
bably cost more than $650. Set 
your maximum price with these 
features in mind. Remember that 
a fancy cabinet adds nothing to 
picture quality, but may fit better 
with your furnishings. The extra 
connections for stereo VCRs, 
cable and so on are essential for 
the best picture, though 

“If you’re going to make a $700 
to $1,000 purchase today,'’ says 
RCA’s Unger, ‘“‘will it fit your 
needs for the future?’’ He recom- 
mends that consumers anticipate 
whether they’ll later connect a 


video disk or computer, and buy 
for that eventuality. 

Design. Do you want to include 
a television as part of your 
decor? Anticipate the cost in- 
crease involved in maple or other 
hardwood cabinet work. Then go 


Features. He where the 
cost rises. Sony Trinitron and 
XBR, Mitsubishi’s Diamond Vi- 
sion or RCA’s Colortrak 2000 are

to the type of store most likely to 
carry the style you want. Fur- 
niture and department stores 
probably offer more of the fancy 
cabinet work and video stores 
will have huge selections of the 
basic packages (although there is 
some overlap at each). 

Designed and packaged as fur- 
niture, console televisions don’t 
sell as fast. So dealers need to 
buy and hold a few in each of 
several styles to meet customer 
needs. Buyers should expect to 
pay more for this kind of selec- 
tion and workmanship at fur- 
niture and department stores. 

Picture. Video showrooms 
have most of their sets tuned to 
the same channel for a reason: 
direct comparison. Try to do your 
initial sampling during the local 
evening news; you'll see a signal 
unadulterated by tape playbacks, 
shot with the best cameras the 
station has. If all the sets are tun- 
ed to a self-taped movie, you may 
see garbage from a bad film 
print, the network’s tape delay, 
satellite and phone-line connec- 
tions, a dirty recording head in 
the VCR, and maybe even a 
worn-out tape. It’s as bad as put- 
ting a $3 poster in a $600 frame. 

Now’s the time to compare con- 
trast and color between sets. For 
fairness, both should be facing 
toward or away from the same 
lighting. Then watch the dark 
areas to see which shows more 
detail. ‘‘The best test,” says 
Wong, ‘‘is to use a laser disk and 
see if there’s a difference. And 
the customer should ask the 
salesman to adjust the set; not 
enough customers check ad- 
justments.”’ As an alternative, he 
suggests resetting both models to 
the factory preset and comparing 
that way. 


the same size. Can a consumer 
easily see the difference? Not 
always. If the picture seems 
about the same between one set 
and another — but the price 
doesn’t — there are probably 
other features involved. 

Stereo, one of the main reasons 
these big monitors sell so well, 
adds less than $100 to the cost. 
But if the monitor doesn’t have a 
three-plug connector for a stereo 
or hi-fi VCR, the value of the tape 
player is lost. Have two tape 
players? You may want the extra 
connections to avoid extra swit- 
ches and boxes dangling behind 
the set. 

There may be times you want 
to watch a symphony simulcast 
on FM radio. Wouldn’t it be nice 
to run a wire from your receiver 
to the TV and use its speakers? If 
so, look for separate audio inputs. 

With color computers becom- 
ing more popular at home, some 
sets have an added RGB connec- 
tor to give the sharpest possible 
picture. That could be the 
deciding factor if you own one. 


Closing the deal 


Before you sign the papers or 
offer the plastic money, con- 
sider: 

How will you get it home? If 
you can’t get it in the car, you 
may need delivery (free?) or a 
friend with a pickup. 

If you're arranging for 
delivery, make sure there'll be 
someone home at the appointed 
hour who knows what exactly is 
Supposed to be delivered and 
whether it should be connected,

All gadgets are not created equal

Some gadgets solve old pro- 
blems, some start new ones, and 
others improve a situation you 
never knew needed improving in 
the first pla 

Recently, the engineers at Con- 
sumer Reports evaluated two 
newcomers the Wen Wet 
Wheel 2901 and the Touchtronic 
Touch Control Lamp Converter. 

The Wet Wheel is a compact 
electric grinder that provides a 
reasonably fast, clean way to 
sharpen most tools knives, 
chisels, scissors and some lawn- 
mower blades. Priced at $50, it’s 
a cheaper and more effective 
model than Wen’'s $90 Wet Stone 
Machine 2909, which was tested 
in 1982 

The sharpener has a 3-inch- 
wide abrasive wheel mounted 
horizontally. A felt wiper rising 


from a reservoir keeps the grin- 
ding wheel wet and clean as it 
spins. The arrangement makes it 
unlikely that whatever you're 
sharpening will overheat. 

In general, the Wet Wheel did a 
fine job. It renewed the edges of 
scissors with finesse, thanks in 
part to a guide molded into the 
housing. And the grinder’s ad- 
justable tool rest provided a solid 
foundation for the objects being 
sharpened 


The Wet Whee! sharpened most 
knives well enough so that fur- 
ther honing wasn't needed. But it 
had a few minor drawbacks. For 
instance, although it was easy to 
sharpen most knives if their 
handles were facing right, a knife 
having a bulky handle facing left 
often ran into the grinder's hous- 
ing. That prevented sharpening 
the final inch or two on that side

fected, as were some 
mower blades, 

Another annoyance: Filling the 
reservoir was slow and a shade 
sloppy. There are no fill mark- 
ings, and the felt wiper obstructs

to put a good edge on most knives 
and tools and a safe one, as 
long as you wear goggles 

The Touchtronic Touch Control 
Lamp Converter, on the other 
hand, is a new gadget that solves 
a problem you might never have

Tuning into 
electronic Mass

NEWTON = ‘Three, two, one, 
you're on the air, Father,’ 
William O'Connor, postttoning 
himself behind the video camera. 





A hush falls over the room as 
O'Connor focuses the camera on 
Rev. Francis T. McFarland, who 
stands poised behind the altar. 

Another live broadcast of 
Newton's Boston Catholic Televi- 
sion Center’s daily Mass has 
begun 

“Good morning, I’m Father 
McFarland, and I would like to 
thank you for joining us today ...”’ 
he says 

Tucked away in a small corner 
room on the first floor of the Car- 
dinal’s residence, 2121 Com- 
monwealth Ave., Brighton, the 
Center’s studio consi of six 
pews, a red carpet, a simple 
wooden alter, an organ, statues 
and stained-glass windows. 

But the similarity between the 
studio and a traditional Catholic 
church ends there. About the 
floor, wires and cables form a 
labyrinth that zig-zags its way 
from cameras to sound boards to 
transmitters. A technician works 
the intricate dials and gauges on 















the control board, ensuring the 
sound of Father McFarland's 
voice is audible and his image 
coming over the TV screen is 
crystal clear, 

Bach day, more than a half 
million people tune their cable 
boxes to the TV station’s mass 
that is broadcast live 1 a.m. 
on Channel 25 (WXNE-TV) and 
on cable. From Randolph to 
Lowell, shut-ins, handicapped, 
elderly and retired people tune in 
each day to worship without leav- 
ing their homes. 

Founded 10 years ago, Boston 
Catholic TV has become a 
spiritual connection to the 
Catholic Church for those people 






who are unable to attend a 
regular Mass. 
“The vast majority of the 


responses we get are from elder- 
ly and retired people,’’ says the 
55-year-old priest who has been 
director of the Center since its 
beginning. “Every once in a 
while we'll hear from a mother 
who is 25 years old with a couple 
of young children and doesn’t 
have enough time to leave the 
house to attend mass.” 
According to McFarland, he 
has received letters from 
prisoners at the MCI-Cedar Junc-

Though she could not see it 
when she started, the experi- 
ment at South Boston High ‘‘was 
to be the ‘most difficult’ 
desegregation case the Justice 
Department ever encountered.” 

Sitting in the comfortable liv- 
ing room of her Centre Street 
home, Malloy said of her chroni- 
cle, ‘‘I never knew where it was 
going, but I thought this could 
be bigger than anyone thought.” 

It is difficult to make the con- 
nection between the demure 
lady in her living room, dressed 
in a petite floral print and sur- 
rounded by antiques, and some 
of the scenes in which she ap- 
pears in her diary. 

Kicking, scratching, biting, 
screaming scenes of violence, 
where the lowest emotions 
dominate and are often applaud- 
ed. A knifing. Language it would 
be hard to imagine ever rang 
through the gracious confines of 
her living room. 

Now an English teacher at 
Boston Latin, the oldest public 
school in the country, Malloy 
says the horrors of the mid-70s 
are remote and the migraines 
they produced are gone. ‘‘Even- 
tually the sound of teenagers 
screaming in the corridors, 
chilling ... became a memory.” 

But the recollections contain- 
ed in her diary remain vivid, 
shocking. From the very first 
day, in September, 1974: ‘At 
last the first yellow bus topped 
the hill and pulled to the front of 
the school. There was a roar of 
disapproval from the crowd. 
Another bus topped the hill. I 
heard a rock hit one bus, the 
crowd shouting approval: ‘Get 
those niggers out of our school.’ 
Then a shout warned the police, 
who had moved the crowd back 
from the iron gate entrance to 
the building: ‘You won’t be here 
all the time.'”’ 


‘Welcome to 
Boston. The city 
is occupied. A 
boycott exists. A 
tyrant reigns. 
Law is by decree. 
The people are 
oppressed. The 
spirit of freedom 
still lives.’

Consider an incident that is 
referred to as nonchalantly as a 
change in the weather in light of 
the flood of violence that had 
swept over the school: ‘‘I asked 
them how they felt about fewer 
troopers at the school. (One day, 
as many as 600 state troopers 
tried to keep the peace among 
less than 600 students.) Malcolm 
said it didn’t make any dif- 
ference: When he was in the 
classroom below on last Friday, 
some white boys shot two ar- 
rows at him from Dorchester 
Heights. But they stuck in the 
window grill.” 

Catch a glimpse of the morn- 
ing ritual for the black kids bus- 
ed into Southie: ‘‘They boarded 
the buses at the Bayside Mall. 
Then one student told him to 
watch a certain corner when the 
buses turned. He did and saw an 
old woman in her nightdress 
giving them the finger. They 
turned a corner and there was 
another woman giving them the 
finger. They are there, fair and 
foul weather, waiting to give the 
finger as the buses pass.” 

On another day, ‘‘Jackie, one 
of my black sophomore girls, 
came to class, sat down and ex- 
ulted, ‘Today was a good day. .. 
Nobody gave me the finger, held 
their nose or yelled at us in the 
buses today.’”’ 

When Malloy called the 
parents who were keeping their 
children out of school, one 
mother explained, ‘‘I don’t want 
to send my child to be killed.” 

When the first of many riots 
started, ‘Dr. Reid’s voice on the 
intercom suddenly broke into 
the class: ‘Black students to the 
south side of the building, white 
students to the north and all 
teachers return to their 
homerooms.’ 

When another riot broke out, 
several weeks later, ‘A girl's 
piercing screams rose from the 
front lobby. Troopers began run- 
ning toward the building 
Over the intercom, the 
secretary's voice cried, ‘We 
need help here on the second 
floor. Please send help to the of- 
fice.’ 





After an hour huddled with 
her homeroom class in the dark, 
wondering what threats lurked 
in the building and where, ‘‘The 
intercom requested custodians 
to report to the third floor 
lavatory and to the South 
Cafeteria. ‘To clean up the 
blood,’ the seniors explained.” 

Despite the crush of shocking 
events in the book, Malloy says 
her intention was to teach 
rather than titillate, to educate 
rather than entertain. She wrote 
it to correct the official record, 
established by Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity and his administrators, 
that criticizes the faculty of 
South Boston High for its inabili- 
ty to facilitate the desegregation 
order. 

Specifically, she is concerned 
that the school’s headmaster, 
Dr. William J. Reid, be given 
the credit he is due for making 
the best of an almost impossible 
situation. She echoes Reid’s 
comments when she says, ‘‘The 
blindfold of Justice slipped a lit- 
tle bit”? when Judge Garrity, on 
Dec. 9, 1975, decided to take 
charge of the situation and 
recommended Reid and the en- 
tire administration of the school 
be transferred out. “If the team 
doesn’t win, you get another 
coach,”’ Malloy said of the 
order. 

The distorted view of Southie 
on which Judge Garrity based 
his decisions is abundantly 
documented in pages of court 
testimony that Malloy quotes 
verbatim. ‘‘There were real in- 
justices in (Garrity’s) decision, 
which he based on a total of 
three hours in the school,”’ she 
said. 

Malloy is still upset with the 
actions of Robert Dentler and 
Marvin Scott, who were ap- 
pointed by Garrity to oversee 
the desegregation process after 
Reid was dismissed. She refers 
to them as “‘experts’’ on many 
occasions in her book, but never 
without quotation marks around 
the word, 

The ‘‘experts”’ thought a new 
school administrator, Jerome 
Winegar, could ‘‘affect the 
educational environment power- 
fully ... more or less overnight."’ 
Days after they took charge, a 
message from the neighborhood 
showed up in huge white letters 
on the street in front of the 
school, ‘Go home, Jerome. You 
failed.” 

It was also important to 
Malloy to ‘‘correct the public 
record” regarding the alleged 
success of Garrity’s plan. While 
the ‘‘experts’”’ book found the 
Garrity-appointed leadership 
“transformed” the high school, 
Malloy and other insiders con- 
tend the court’s plan was a ma 
jor tlop 

Her indictments are well-

documented and handed down 
with her usual understatement 
“In a nationwide survey of 
schools for the school year 1981- 
82, Boston was found to have 
worse student attendance than 
any other big city school 
system. South Boston High 
School, with a daily attendance 
average of 55,6 percent, was 
more than fourteen percentage 
points lower than any other 
school in Boston.” 

Recent enrollment figures 
reflect that few kids want to 
graduate from what is left of 
Southie. Malloy suggests even 
those figures, which show a 
disproportionate decline at 
Southie, have been inflated 
“Those are what they claim. I 
don't believe them. If you walk 


around the school, you can tell,’”’ 


she said 

Her opinion is backed up by 
some real experts. In 1983, Ed 
ward J. Logue, director of the 
Boston Redevelopment Authori- 
ty for seven years and 
originator of the METCO pro- 
gram, publicly denounced Judge 
Garrity as ‘‘the worst disaster 
to have befallen Boston in the 
last 16 years. Where there 
was unquestionable passive pre 
judice, he created hate To

this day, I do not think he knows 
he's done that.” 


Mayor Kevin White, looking 
back on 16 years in office at his 
last press conference, lamented, 
“IT went down to fight Garrity. I 
did it too late.’’ 


As much as she obviously 
despairs of the way things were 
done at Southie, Malloy says she 
is optimistic about the chances 
for harmony between the races 
in the Boston Public Schools, “I 
have seen improvement,” she 
said, ‘‘People are more aware of 
the problem ... aware that they 
have to dea! with it. It’s helpful 
to have more black teachers, so 
the kids get exposed to them 
and appreciate them. I think the 
direction is positive.” 


While she and the major 
players in the mid-70s tragedy 
at Southie have moved on to 
more positive pursuits, she 
repeats her 87-year-old father 
Matthew's words when she 
assesses the real damage that 
was done: ‘The kids were in the 
front lines. They bore the full 
brunt of it."

NEWTON = One of Boston’s 
oldest Catholic preparatory 
schools for women moved from 
the Back Bay sixty years ago to 
the Garden City’s luxurious 17- 
acre Towle Estate, where it 
resides comfortably today. 

Newton Country Day of the 
Sacred Heart has more than 
made it into the 1980’s where 
parochial education. ~ especially 
in an all-girl school ™ might seem 
archaic and sheltered. 

Of the 35 Sacred Heart institu- 
tions worldwide Newton Country 
Day - educating girls from 
grades six through 12 = is one of 
19 still in operation. It has en- 
joyed increasing enrollment over 
the past eight years because a 
strong sense of community and 
belonging is still fostered in its 
student body. 


Since Vatican Council II, the 
once semi-cloistered order of the 
Sacred Heart has been given new 
freedoms, When other forms of 
service for the sisters of the 
Sacred Heart started opening up 
all over the world, almost half of 
the order's original 35 private in- 
stitutions began closing down. 

“Tt wasn’t that there was a lack 
of students,’’ says Sister 
Catherine Baxter, RSCJ, head- 
mistress of Newton Country Day, 
“Tt was a question of how many 
of the schools could be maintain- 
ed the way we wanted to run 
them. The Sacred Heart decided 
it was best to strengthen some 
and withdraw from others.” 

Founded in 1880, the school was 
once housed in Chester Square in 
Boston’s South End. The area 
was an affluent residential area, 
but construction of elevated train 
tracks brought an influx of com- 


mercial business and eventual 
deterioration to the 
neighborhood, according to Bax- 
ter. 

The school moved to Back Bay 
in 1907 and accomodated its 
classes in four townhouses on 
Commonwealth Avenue. A ma- 
jority of the students followed the 
school out of the South End 
because the new location was 
more central and believed to be 
large enough for expansion. But 
in the 1920's, it was discovered 
the it could not handle the 
school’s growing enrollment, 

The Sacred Heart exchanged 
the Back Bay townhouses in 1926 
with a developer who owned the 
Towel Estate on Centre Street, 

Loren D. Towel, a successful 
real estate executive and former 
Newton Alderman in 1910, was hit

Only two years ago, Red Sox 
great Rico Petrocelli and Rick 
Cass, the city’s special needs 
director at the time, were han- 
ding out awards to a handful of 
“Newton Celtics’? — the Recrea- 
tion Department’s new special 
needs basketball team. 

Last week, the Celtics were 
honored again, but they shared 
the limelight with dozens of their 
peers — all members of the new 
ice skating, gymnastic, 
equestrian, bowling and swimm- 
ing teams — and a growing 
number of volunteers, 

A year from now, there will be 
award winners in the categories 
of hockey, track and field, soft- 
ball and women’s basketball. 

“These people are just like 
anybody else. For them, the sky’s 
the limit,’’ said Cass, a 27-year- 
old Needham resident and the 
acknowledged sparkplug behind 
the local program's success. 

“T guess more than anything 
I've learned that no matter what 
somebody’s handicaps or limita- 
tions are, they still have goals 
and desires to attain,” he added. 

That philosophy has paid big 








dividends, not only in the form of 
the triumphant smiles beaming 
from the program’s clients last 
night, but in their attitudes 
toward life as well. 

“Tt’s done a lot for me,’’ said 
Chirs Brinton, a 22-year-old 
Newtonville resident who proud- 
ly described himself as ‘‘a defen- 
sive specialist” for the Newton 
Celtics. 

“T couldn’t believe the con- 
fidence I gained after we won. I 
usually had some butterflies in 
me, but I learned to control it,” 
he added.

“They’ve taught me that you 
look at somebody by what they 
can do and their abilities, not 
what their limitations are, Every 
single one of them has something 
to offer,’ Flannery said.

struction while the board 
deliberates new zoning codes, the 
moratorium will have been very 
successful.”” 

The creation of the ZAC, ac- 
eording to Paulini, was a direct 
result of neighborhood concern 
over unchecked development. 
The ZAC was created to adopt 
recommendations made by the 
Zoning Review Committee 
(ZRC), an 


ad-hoc group of 
aldermen, 


citizens and 


developers charged with revising 
the zoning laws. 

“Tf it weren’t for the 
moratorium drive, aldermen 
would not be reviewing the zon- 
ing laws right now,’’ he said. 
“The ZRC was created because 
of all the interest in the 
moratorium drive.” 

Paulini said he is thinking of 
asking for a 90-day extension in- 
stead of an open-ended extension 
because of aldermanic opposition 
when the moratorium was ap- 
proved last year. 

“Ideally, we would ask for an 
extension until the new zoning 
laws are adopted,” he said. 


“That is what we originally ask- 
ed for last year, but there was a 
lot of objection to that so we will 
only ask for a 90-day extension. 
That should give us enough 
time.” 

Paulini also questioned the 
need for such a long review pro- 
cess by the ZAC. 

“A lot of the work of the ZRC is 
being duplicated,” he said. ‘‘That 
group was made up of a lot of 
talented people that the city 
never could have afforded to pay 
for. I think the aldermen should 
be discussing this on the floor, 
because that’s where it will end 
up eventually.”

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Walsh testified he did not strike 
Colarusso, who last June was ac- 
quitted by a six-man jury of being 
a disorderly person in connection 
with the incident.

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An aldermen for 10 years 
and currently chairman of the 
Finance Committee, Coletti 
said a citizen can serve on the 
board for only so long before 
he has to move on to remain 
fresh. 

“TI certainly don’t want to 
grow old an alderman,” he 
said. 

To even hope for success, a 
candidate must raise around 
$30,000 and devote at least two 
years to the effort, Coletti 
said. He is now arranging his 
work schedule and personal 
life to make a run possible. 

If he runs and wins, he would 
become the first Democrat to 
occupy the city’s top post, as 
well as the first Italian. 

Told that Coletti is consider- 
ing a run for his job, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann said, 
“Fine.

“I've always had aspira- 
tions to run for mayor,”’ Gen- 
tile said. ‘Whether I can sup- 
port Paul, I can’t say, because 
I don’t know what I’ll be doing 
myself.”’

Licarie said it is difficult to 
compare the vote figures in a 
contested race, such as Coletti 
was forced to run, to those in 
an uncontested one. But he 
said the number of votes Colet- 
ti earned was a “good total.”

Aldermen delay rug approval for school 


NEWTON = School officials 
fear that 23,700 square yards of 
badly needed rugs will not be in- 
stalled at Newton North High 
School and F.A. Day Elementary 
School this year unless the Board 
of Aldermen acts quickly 

The aldermanic Finance and 
Public Facilities committees 
voted last week to delay approval 
of $475,000 for the rugs until the 
city’s Design Review Committee 
(DRC) has a chance to review the 
project. 

While he supports this decision 
to guarantee the rugs are proper- 
ly installed, School Department 
Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius said the chances of get- 
ting the job done this summer 
have “diminished considerably.”’ 

The project has been in the 
planning for over 1% years, but 
was held up last winter so 
Newton North roof repairs could 
be completed first. 

It may take so long to get board 
approval, put the project out to 
bid and hire a rug installer, that 
the job will not be completed this 
summer, Cornelius said. Work 
has to be done when youngsters 
are not in school. 

John T. Lynch of Mohawk Com- 
mercial Carpet told both commit- 
tees it would take his company 
from 11 to 16 weeks to produce 
the rugs after the city awarded a 
contract for installation. 

If the company could deliver 
them in 12 weeks, the city would 
have to open bids by mid- 
February to get the job done on 
time, Cornelius said. 

Cornelius said he was not op- 
timistic this objective is 
achievable after the aldermanic 
decision. 

“When are they going to meet 
to discuss and hopefully approve 
this?’’ Cornelius asked of the two 
aldermanic committees. 





Assuming the appropriation 
are approved, the full board 
would vote the issue at its Jan. 6 
meeting, giving the city 142 mon 
ths to prepare specifications, 
distribute them to contractors, 
and open bids 

Cornelius called this timing the 
“absolute best case.”’ If the com- 
mittees could not take up rug fun- 
ding on Dec. 22, chances are the 
rugs will not be installed until the 
summer of 1987, Cornelius said 
“T don’t like the idea of counting 
on the best case,”’ he said 

School officials have warned 
that the existing rugs, which are 
about 14 years old, are a potential 
safety hazard for youngsters 
rushing in the classrooms and 
corridors 

Aldermen, however, complain- 
ed about not receiving plans until 
lask week and insisted that the 
DRC review the project to make 
sure the rugs do not wear out so 
quickly. Some questioned 
whether they were properly in- 
stalled last time and wanted to 
avoid any mistakes this time. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
and Richard Bullwinkle also ex- 
pressed skepticism about the 
warranty being offered by 
Mohawk 

Lynch said the company will 
replace the rugs if more than 10 
percent of the material wears out 
in 10 years. 

But McGrath questioned 
whether it is actually possible to 
measure rug wear and he 
wondered what would happen 
should Mohawk blame rug 
deterioration on faulty installa- 
tion. 

The city could be left without 
any protection if the installer and 
Mohawk blamed each other for 
rug deterioration years from 
now, McGrath said. 























Newton resident named Rhodes Scholar 


NEWTON - A Newton resident 
is among 32 men and women 
named as winners of the 1987 
Rhodes Scholarship awards. 

Andrew Z. Lopatin, a student at 
Boston University and Brisk 
Rabbinical College in Skokie, Ill., 
made it through the three-month 
long competition and, in the last 
round, was selected from 100 
finalists. 

The Rhodes Scholarship Trust 
yesterday announced that 
Lopatin and nine others from 
New England hometowns or col- 
leges had won the prestigious 
postgraduate scholarships at Ox- 
ford University. 

The other Massachusetts 
native honored with the award is 
Robert W. Radtke, a Charlestown 
native studying at Columbia 
University in New York. Other 
New England schools 
represented include Yale Univer- 
sity, which had four recipients, 
and Harvard, Holy Cross, Brown 
University with one winner each. 

A second student from Boston 
University, a native of Tucson, 
Ariz., was another of the winners

Marcy family speaks out on condos 


NEWTON — Some members of 
the Marcy family want Upper 
Falls residents to know they are 
not involved with plans to 
develop a part of their grand- 
father’s estate into a site for 39 
condominiums. 

Gilbert Marcy — grandson of 
Willard Marcy, who built the 
estate in the 1860s — said that one 
family member’s objection to the 
sale of the land to radio station 
WHDH prompted the purchase of 
the property by M.E.T. Realty of 
Newton. 

Some residents have raised 
concerns about M.E.T.’s_ pro- 
posal primarily because of traf- 
fic. Upper Falls streets already 
handle too many vehicles, they 
say, and the development will be 
situated at a particularly 
dangerous bend in Chestnut 
Street. 

“‘T feel it’s unfortunate for them 
because they don’t want it,”’ Mar- 
cy said of the housing plan. 
“There is going to be a lot more 
traffic and headaches.” 

Attorney Howard Levine, who 
represents M.E.T., has said the 
developers have commissioned a 
traffic study to determine what 
impact the 39 condominiums 
would have on the area. 

Levine has said he will wait for

Increasing the city’s stock of af- 
fordable housing is something you 
hear a lot about during the election 
season, but the notion gets little lip 
service and even less substantial ad- 
vocacy the rest of the year.

The public, of late, has been disconcerted by 
reports emanating from the field of education. 

With the same regularity as the swallows hot- 
footing it back to Capistrano, the latest findings on 
the status of education repeat what has been heard 
time after tiresome time: the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test scores have drifted to a new low; many of our 
colleges are glorified high schools; seventh-grade 
students — we have known some college students — 
cannot spell or write a grammatically-correct 
coherent sentence; something just has to be done. 


What this something is seems to be the one cons- 
tant panacea: more federal and state monies to cor- 
rect the failures. Everyone remembers that, in the 
past, federal monies were poured into education; 
no solution was forthcoming. 


“Plus ca change, plus c’est la meme chose,” say 
the French. Which may be translated freely by a 
present college student: ‘“‘Ain’t I heard dat tune 
before?”” 

Some ten years ago, reports from the field focus- 
ed on a curious phenomenon: College grades were 
being inflated while SAT scores were sinking to new 
lows. In short, the colleges were, indeed, glorifying 
the misfit highschoolers they had admitted and 
were applying a college veneer on the students, no 
matter how intellectually hopeless they may have 
been. 


One remembers the irate college student - in a 
fairly reputable college — who sued the college for a 
tuition refund; the student had received an “A” ina 
course he termed ‘‘worthless‘‘. What may have 
bolstered the student’s case was the indisputable 
fact that all 14 students in the course were also 
givenan‘‘A". 

Objectively, one must conclude that only nascent 
Einsteins had enrolled in the course or the pro- 
fessor was out to lunch — literally and figuratively — 
before, during, and after class. 


In the past, perhaps, an “A” was reward enough 
for at least showing up in class and suffering, or 
sleeping, through an excruciatingly boring class. 


Today, good grades and attendance may be con- 
sidered so extraordinary to some teachers that they 
insist on more rewards. This past week, it was 
reported that a seventh-grade teacher was fired for 
rewarding his class with a free showing of an R- 
rated horror movie. 


And the beat goes on, 

The latest evaluation by the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Studies — after three years 
of investigating 2,000 undergraduate colleges — con- 
cluded that colleges are more successful in handing 
out degrees than in educating students. 


We are not experts in the field of pedagogy, nor 
are we educational methodologists or 
psychotherapists or child-behaviorists. We do have 
a kissing acquaintance with what goes on in a 
classroom, on both sides of the desk. 


May we suggest as a single, simplistic point of 
departure for excellence in education an insistence 
on discipline. Discipline in the classroom, in the 
corridors, in the lunchroom, because — and this 
may come as a shock to many not in the field — no 
discipline exists in many of our pre-college schools, 


The most proficient and dedicated of teachers 
cannot teach if there is constant bedlam in the 
classroom; a full-animaled zoo is more soberly 


quiet than the thundering herd of teenagers who 
tear through corridors and crash around lun- 
chrooms to “‘let off steam” because they have been 
subjected to forty minutes of English or math or — 
cruel and abusive treatment! —a foreign language. 


Several years ago, this writer was standing in the 
corridor in what was then one of the best high 
schools in the nation. The bell sounded for the 
change of class. Had the writer not flattened his 
thin frame against the wall, it would have been flat- 
tened for him by the sneakered hooves of teenagers 
rushing to sundry destinations. 


May we submit — respectfully, of course — that 
many parents, who were never disciplined 
themselves, are the direct cause for the empty 
heads of their darling children. Their laissez-faire- 
and-raise-hell policy in regard to their offspring 
may be one of the reasons for the lack of sanity in 
the classroom and for the decline in educational 
standards. 


The following should be related to make the point. 

A teacher, at his wits’ end because of the daily, 
disruptive actions of a pupil finally - and in com- 
plete frustration and desperation — called the 
mother to report the conduct of her child. The 
mother answered: ‘I know, I know; I don’t envy 
you your job.” 


Another parent when informed that her child was 
habitually sleeping in class explained querulously: 
“What can I do? He goes up to his bedroom and wat- 
ches t.v. until two o’clock in the morning. Should I 
take away hist.v.?” 


Many of today’s students have been brought up — 
with their parents’ consent — on passive learning, 
i.e., squatting in front of the t.v. and staring at the 
antics of a modern Pied Piper who is trying to in- 
fuse knowledge into an empty head that never has 
made — and never will attempt — any personal ef- 
fort to master a number, a word, or an idea. 


One concluding point. We shall correct one of the 
educational shibboleths which seems to have been 
accepted as gospel truth. True, it has been garbled 
or misinterpreted. We refer to the dictum that, ina 
democracy, every one has a right to an education. 
We agree. We would add, simply, that not every one 
has the mental capacity, the discipline, and the 
perseverance demanded for a college degree wor- 
thy of the title. Put briefly, no one has a right to a 
college degree. Unfortunately, that is how some of 
our forward-minded educators have misconstrued 
the dictum, 


These pseudo-educators, now being smothered by 
the chickens come home to roost, have retreated to 
another line of defense. They pontificate that 
anyone is a better citizen after a protracted stint in 
the classroom and that something in a course of 
studies — any study — must, of necessity, rub off on 
the student. And whatever has accrued to his men- 
tal inability, inattention, or even his rebellion, will 
be for the better in the long run. 


May we comment that whatever has rubbed off — 
the whole two-cents worth — is a staggering price to 
pay in tax dollars, in teacher burn-outs and in the 
tragic plight of the other normal, willing students 
who are falling victims of a watered-down educa- 
tion because their classmates had neither the God- 
given talents nor the motivation to learn,

Parents of 
teen sue 
over death

CAMBRIDGE = The parents of 
a Newton man who died following 
an automobile crash are suing a 
hotel for $1 million, charging that 
it negligently evicted him and 
other intoxicated minors from a 
hotel room where a party had 
been held. 

Mr. and Mrs. Richard M. 
Brigitta’ Edman, parents of 
Douglas J. Edman of Newton 
Highlands, filed the suit in Mid- 
diesex Superior Court naming 
Chalet Susse International as the 
defendant. The New Hampshire 
corporation operates a motor 
lodge and inn on Route 9 in 
Newton. 

On Dec. 22, 1984, acrording to 
the suit, Robin Brownell rented a 
room from the defendant for one 
night for the purpose of holding a 
party at which alcohol would be 
consumed by guests. All of the 
party-goers including Edman 
were between the ages of 18 and 
20, the suit states. 

It claims that hotel personnel 
knew that alcoholic beverages 
would be, and were, being con- 
sumed on its premises by Edman 
and 25 other minors. The Edmans 
alleged that, in violation of its 
responsibilities as an innkeeper, 
the defendant negligently ter- 
minated the alleged rights of the 
26 guests to remain in the room 
and evicted them. 

The suit claims they were 
evicted even though the defen- 
dant knew that guests, including 
Edman, were intoxicated and 
that some would be driving. 

According to the suit, Edman 
left the hotel in a vehicle driven 
by Timothy K. Corbett of Newton 
who later struck a tree. Edman 
died as a result of the accident. 

The Edmans are being 
represented by Newton attorney 
John.B. Shorton. 

Charles Dethloff, general 
manager of the Newton facility, 
declined to comment on the suit 
when reached yesterday. He said 
the corporation has not yet been 
served with the complaint. 

The corporation has 20 days to 
respond to the complaint after 
being officially notified of its fil- 
ing.

Merger fostering ill will in community

NEWTON — Some aldermen 
are disturbed that Mt. Ida Col- 
lege officials have not contacted 
the board or its Oak Hill 
neighbors about recent merger 
plans that could exacerbate an 
already bad traffic situation on 
Dedham Street. 

A binding agreement was 
reportedly signed recently that 
will bring Chamberlayne Junior 
College in Back Bay under Mt. 
Ida ownership by January. It is 
reported that the two schools will 
physically merge their opera- 
tions at Mt. Ida’s 85-acre campus 
in the fall of 1988. 

Until then, Chamberlayne will 
continue using its three cam- 
puses in Boston. 

The merger plan will bring an 
additional 850 students and facul- 
ty members commuting to the 
school, which Alderman Wendell 
Bauckman said will “create a 
horrendous increase in traffic.’” 

Some city officials are miffed 
by the college’s lack of com- 
munication with its neighbors, 
but Alderman Cynthia Creem 
said the school’s “inconsidera- 
tion is not out of character.” 
Creem said that she did not know 
about the merger until yester- 
day. 

“Tt would have been nice if they 
had contacted us even though 
they don't have any legal obliga- 
tion to,"’ Creem said. “It would 
have been a courtesy and certain- 
ly good politics if they had ex- 
tended themselves to their 
neighbors. It really doesn't sur-

According to Bauckman, 
Carlson and his college have 
“been good neighbors up until 
now.”’ But Mt. Ida’s_ recent 
undertaking ‘“‘seems to indicate 
they are not concerned or in- 
terested” in maintaining that 
relationship, he added. 

“There is no question there will 
be a severe traffic problem 
because it is not the modern way 
to take public transportation 
anymore,”’ he said. “I think it’s 
safe to assume most of the

Bauckman, unlike his fellow 
aldermen in Ward 8, knew about 
the merger plans about six weeks 
ago, but he was not informed 
about it by the college.

Entrance reportedly was gain- 
ed by breaking a 3-foot by 2-foot 
glass panel of an outer door in the 
rear of the store with a large 
rock. After the intruders gained 
entrance into the building, they 
opened an unlocked inner door 
leading to the main store at street 
level, according to police. 

Normally, an audible alarm is 
activated when these inner doors 
are opened.

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Riverside cleanup MBTA vows

NEWTON — Top MBTA officials last night 
told members of the Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee that the agency 
is in the process of cleaning up the River- 
side Green Line station. 

Earlier this year, Aldermen Polly Bryson 
and Richard McGrath asked the MBTA to 
devise a plan for removing 24 abandoned 
trolley cars and garbage at the station. In 
addition, the aldermen asked the MBTA to 
move the bus station away from Grove 
Street to reduce traffic congestion. 

Last night, MBTA Operations Manager 
Jack Leary told aldermen the agency is in 
the process of removing the vehicles. He 
said 14 of the wrecks will be hauled away to 
a junk yard and 10 more could be bound for 
San Francisco. 

However Thomas Ford, who lives near 


the site, said those vehicles contain toxic 
PCBs. 

“T heard from a maintenance man who 
does not want to give his name that the 
trolleys have transformers that contain 
PCBs in their cooling system,’’ he said

Leary said he ‘‘doubted”’ the cars contain 
PCBs, but pledged the agency will look into 
the matter. 

Gino Palmacci, MBTA real estate 
manager, said the former Trailways bus 
station, now owned by the Peter Pan bus 
company, will be moved to the site of the 
former Depot Restaurant — which recently 
burned down — and away from Grove 
Street. 

The existing bus station, he added, will 
either be moved to a different location or 
dismantled all together.

NEWTON -- School ad- 
ministrators are recommending 
the kindergarten day be extended 
to 1 p.m. because there is not 
enough time in the school day to 
teach the expected curriculum, 
according to a report presented 
to the School Committee last 
night. 

Kindergarteners now attend 
school from 8:45 a.m. until 11:45 
a.m. Should the committee ap- 
prove lengthening the day, 
“there would not be an expected 
increase in curriculum,” ac- 
cording to the report presented 
by Director of Elementary 
Education Melvin Hines. 

“The reason this issue of exten- 
ding the kindergarten day was 
brought up is that many teachers 
feel there is a curriculuin 
overload and not enough time to 
effectively teach it,’’ Hines said. 
“If the day is extended, it would 
produce a more relaxed educa- 
tional environment for both the 
student and the teacher.” 

Hines recommends the school 
day extension not go into effect 
until the 1988 school year because 
of union negotiations for wage 
and working condition changes 
that would go along with longer 
working hours. 

Furthermore, Hines said 
teachers will need time to 
develop ‘teaching strategies and 
time allocations to existing cur- 
riculum area 

The School Committee is not 
expected to decide on the length 
of the kindergarten day until 
after it rules on possible grade 
reorganization — grouping grades 
six, seven, and eight together — 
which would require reopening 
Bigelow Junior High School. 

A sub-committee, including 
several kindergarten teachers 
and elementary school principals 
-~ who studied the length of the 
kindergarten day by visiting and 
comparing the policies of 
neighboring schools — agree with 
Hines’ recommendation. 

The criteria for lengthening the 
kindergarten school day is based 
on “the needs of the kindergarten 
child for concrete hands-on ex 
perience, active participation in 
class, developmentally ap- 
propriate tasks, language and 
decision-making skills,’’ ac- 
cording to the sub-committee 
report 

Last year, when the issue of 
lengthening the school day was 
discussed by parents at a School 
Committee meeting, several 
thought the curriculum should 
also be expanded. But teachers

NEWTON = While the first 
snowflakes began falling outside 
of City Hall Tuesday night, 
several aldermen and officials 
from the Public Works Depart- 
ment were heating up one of the 
committee rooms with debate on 
city snow removal policies. 

Tn a face to face review with 
Public Works Commissioner 
James Hickey and Deputy Com- 
missioner Nunzio Piselli, several 
aldermen on the Public Facilities 
Committee probed the depart- 
ment’s decision-making process 
for sending out snow removal 
crews, citing the lack of prepara- 
tion for the first storm of the year 
in mid November. 

“Most of the time when there is 
a storm predicted, there are 
some plows ready to go; why 
weren’t more (city) plows on du- 
ty that morning?” Alderman Pol- 
ly Bryson asked, referring to 
November 11, the day of the first 
measurable snow storm. 

ickey and Piselli responded 
that sand trucks at the two city 
garages were loaded early and 
crews came in just after the snow 
started, as is customary for all 
storms. But Hickey said crews 
did not put plows on beforehand 
“because we were not an- 
ticipating much snow early in the 
season and thought the sand and 
salt would take care of it.”” 

Deciding the mixtures of salt 





agi 


and sand to use — in Newton, 
three parts sand are used with 
one part salt for the average 
storm = and when to send out the 
plows is ‘‘a judgement call,” 
Hickey said. 

Usually plows are not sent out 
until there are three to four in 
ches of snow on the ground, and 
besides city trucks, private con 
tractors are called as the snow 
accumulates, Hickey said. 

Bryson said she was concerned 
about reports from department 
workers she talked with who 
claimed private contractors were 
called during the busy morning 
hours of the last storm before city 
trucks were made ready. 

Bryson also reported seeing 
two city trucks without chains 
one of which skidded into a curb 
and almost caused an accident 
Hickey said riding without chains 
in a storm is a violation for that 
exact reason 

Asked by Alderman Bill 
Shaevel about quality control for 
road sanding, Hickey said a net- 
work of foremen and division 
leaders work with sanders to be 
sure the mixture of salt and sand 
is doing its job. Bridges, hills and 
then arterial roadways receive 
sand first, Hickey said, and “‘only 
when they are done, then we go 
into residential neighborhoods.” 

Committee Chairman George 
Mansfield and Hickey roused the 
commissioners when asking 
about plows allegedly being call- 
ed in late during the last storm.

the one Nixon proposed. 

With some pride, Ris comments that UCS “was successful in 
educating the public and congress”’ leading up to the 1972 ban. With 
some outrage, he complained last week in his Harvard Square office, 
“Here we are, 17 years later, dealing with the same thing all over 
again.” 

“Empty Promise,’’ according to Ris, taps into ‘‘a tremendous out- 
pouring of scientific skepticism’ regarding the Star Wars proposal 
The protests concentrate on the questionable effectiveness, the un- 
predictable price tag and the increased threat of nuclear war that 
characterize the SDI plan. 

Attacking the heart of the Star Wars plan, Ris maintains that it is 
unrealistic to depend on a computer to track and intercept tens of 
thousands of objects in space in a few minutes. ‘‘Talk to anyone who’s 
used an automatic bank teller’’ about the limitless possibilities for 
computer screwups, Ris commented. ‘‘And those systems have been 
debugged.” 

To be effective, the Star Wars system would need ‘‘from 10 to 100 
million lines of code”’ in its programming, according to Ris. While the 
system would virtually amount to ‘‘work in progress” as adujstments 
were made to counter Russian moves, it would have to function 
perfectly, without ever being tested, when duty called. 

Regarding the final cost of SDI, Ris commented that ‘‘no one 
knows.”’ He called the $1 trillion figure often quoted a ‘‘back of the 
envelope calculation.’’ But ‘‘$70 billion for research and development 
in the first 10 years’’ hints at the way the project could gobble up 
funds, he said. 
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Other complications that would stem from the development of Star 
Wars, according to Ris, include the alienation of our European allies 
“They're very unea about it,’’ Ris said, adding that government 
reports of their cooperation have been ‘‘misleading.”’ 

Soviet leaders worry about the pursuit of Star Wars because, while 
it is being touted as a purely defensive measure, ‘‘It looks like we are 


















adding a shield to a very good sword,”’ according to Ris. Soviet 
response in space could lead to ‘‘all kinds of killer satellites up 
there,”’ he said. The end result would be ‘‘a threat cloud”’ in space, he 
added 


While “Empty Promise” looks like it will prove an effective tool in 
the fight against Star Wars, Ris says he and his colleague. e plann 
ing a wide spectrum of activities to bolster the book’s message. In the 
near future, he hopes to see ‘‘a major strategy session”’ involving 
“300 or 400 scientists from all over the country not just the liberal 
pockets like Cambridge” to devise ways to educate the public and the 
congress on the dangers of Star Wars 

Ris admits the ‘‘space shield’’ plan will not disappear soon, He 
points out that the project was in the works for 15 years before Ronald 
Reagan hitched his star to it. ‘‘We worry most that the money spent 
on it will create momentum and it will take on a life of its own,”’ he 
said. ‘Then you can’t object to it because so many dollars have 
already been poured into it.”’ 

Ris says concern for the future of his three children will lend him 















the energy he needs to keep up the fight against Star Wars. Looking to

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Lee builds winning program 
Ex-Newton star has 142-21-5 record at Walpole

WALPOLE — General John Lee may be the greatest high school 
coach ever to walk the sidelines. 

Turn back the calendar. It was 1968 and Walpole High needed a 
football coach. It was getting pushed around. The feeling among 
some in the media business was that the Rebels should perhaps leave 
the Bay State League. 

“‘They’re too small to compete,”’ was the word around Rebel Land. 
Why should the youngsters from that small town get annihilated. 
Let’s get out of the Bay State League and drop down to Division Two 
or Three. 

“T’ll never forget it. 1 was painting my house and I got a call from 
Asst. Supt. Bob Bassett. He said he had a man from Tennessee here 
who was interested in the football job. I walked up to the office and 
there was bald-headed sitting there. He had a drawl. I didn’t know 
what to expect. 

There were 14 applicants. After five minutes with him I knew he 
was the man. He impressed me so much with his knowledge of the 
game. He was my man,” said former athletic director Jim Burke. 

The rest is history. A so-so first year of 5-4 and then zoom. Nine Bay 
Site titles in 10 years. Four state titles and a fantastic record of 142- 

1-5. 

Instead of being the patsy they are the club that most teams fear. 

One of the smallest teams in the state, and yet under General John 
Lee the best against schools three, and even four times their size in 
enrollment. 

The former Newton High School football-baseball star has had 
some great clubs over the years. This was supposed to be a season 
with Matt Rodgers back and then say a prayer. As usual, Lee per- 
formed his magic. 

“T feel this is one of the better coaching jobs our staff has done,” 
said Lee. All 10 opponents fell to the Rebels. 

He had seven underclassmen on defense and eight on defense. 

Rodgers had his great year, but Adam Shinnick came onto the 
secne. He had never played organized football before last year, com- 
ing from Missouri. 

He led Divison One in scoring. He’ll be back next year. 

The offensive and defensive lines were just super. 

The biggest win. ‘‘It had to be Natick,” says Lee. 

So, after the bombardment of Framingham North on Thanksgiving 
Day morning the General had completed an undefeated season. He 
was hoping for a miracle. He needed an upset by Catholic Memorial 


He never got them. Thus Walpole is unbeaten and untied and pro- 
bably the best team in the state. But last Saturday the Rebels weren't 
on the Sullivan Stadium Astro Turf. 

Lee talked about the rating system. ‘There isn't much you can do 
about it. Our sport is different than the others. If football had playoffs 
it would probably take away the Thanksgiving Day game, which 
means so much to so many teams. Sports like basketball and hockey 
have five or six playoff games. We run right into the winter sports. 

“There usually isn’t more than two unbeaten teams. This year it 
was different. It’s kind of hard to pick one team and say they’re the 
best without a playoff if three or four go unbeaten,” he concluded. 

Lee looks with pride toward his football program at Walpole High 
It’s no secret that he works just about 52 weeks a year on some part of 
the football program. 

They have a weight room which is used year round. ‘“‘We want to 
keep them busy. We like to have them playing some other sport when 
football is over. If they don’t they can lift.” 

Walpole football is a community effort with the General the leader. 

Lee works in the summer at the Noble & Greenough School camps, 
handling youngsters from five to 13 years old. Many of his players 
have worked at the camp. 

John and his good friend Tom Lamb (Natick coach) run a football 
camp the week before the regular practice begins, usually the last 
week in August. There are some 35 top high school coaches who work 
the camp. There are more than 400 players participating each year. 
Itis perhaps the most successful camp in the state. 

Lee was a graduate of Newton High School in 1952 where he was an 
all-scholastic football player. 

“He was a great one. One of the best I’ve seen. As tough as nails,”’ 
says Waltham News Tribune sports editor Frank Murphy who saw 
Lee play in high school. 

“He was an all-scholastic, and a good one,”’ adds Murphy, who 
recognized his talents as a Newton High captain. 

“He was a rough and tough 180-pound senior tackle, a great com- 
petitor and a team leader. He played on both sides of the ball. A true 
all-star,”’ reads his all-scholastic synopsis by Murphy in 1951. 

He was in the ski troops in the Army, serving in Alaska. He was 
recognized for his bravery and received a medal which he plays 
down. 

He went to Memphis State University where he captained the team 
his senior year and was a second-team All-America end. 

John coached at Memphis State as an assistant and one year at

As a symbol of the sweat, 
dedication, and hard work that 
goes into South athletics, each 
sport honors one player with the 
“110 percent” award. The award, 
sponsored by the Boosters Club, 
is not necessarily for the best 
player, but for the one who gives 
all they can for the betterment of 
the team and themself. For the 
players who epitomized those 
values, they were the night's true 
stars, 

Robert Chrusz, Newton South's 
head of athletics, opened up the 
ceremony by thanking all of 
those involved behind the scenes, 
who have helped out the teams. 
He praised the efforts of the 
parents, administration, 
trainers, managers, and 
Boosters, 

South Principal Ernest Van B, 
Seasholes followed with remarks 
concerning the enjoyment of high 
school athletics. He spoke of how 
the students will grow to ap- 
preciate the efforts that they put 
out on the field 

The microphone was then turn- 
ed over to the mistress of 
ceremonies, and soccer player 
extrordinaire, Kathleen 
McBride, As a result of her fine 
play this season, McBride was 
recipient of the Bob Gillis 
Memorial award as the DCL's 
outstanding player 

The first group honored is often 
overlooked when it comes to 
sports.

Video tells how to plan a party

LOS ANGELE You've got six 
friends coming for dinner Friday 
night, and you've never given a 
dinner party in your life 

Who do you call? How about 

Partybusters?”’ 

This new videocassette from 
Esquire magazine, called 
‘Cheers! Entertaining with Es: 
quire,"’ has arrived just in time 
for the holiday 

‘Giving a party is one of those 
things that seems completely 
overwhelming from the outside,” 
said Devon Fredericks, who is 
host on the video 

“But I know a lot of people who 
love to give parties once they get 
started,” she said. ‘We take giv- 
ing a party and break it down into 
manageable components. AY 

Fredericks is a former caterer 
and party planner who currently 
manages the executive dining 
room for a major corporation in 
New York 

“Giving a dinner party is a 
complicated thing,"’ she admits. 
“TI get nervous when I give one 
myself.” 

The key, according to 
Fredericks, is planning. The 
video leads the amateur party 
giver step-by-step through the 
process, from invitations to 
menus, from food preparation to 
creating a warm ambience for 
the guests 

“Cheers! ,’’ which is part of Es- 
quire’s video series on health and 
fitness and professional and per- 
sonal advice, retails for $14.95. 
The 30-minute video also includes 
a 24-page book of menus, recipes 
and a supply checklist. 

The videos essentially reflect 
the same sort of service articles 
found in the magazine and most 
are directed at young, male pro- 
fessionals. 

“Esquire is the only magazine 
with a video division operated by 
the company,” said Jim Long, 
assistant creative director at Es- 
quire. ‘‘What makes Esquire a 
heavyweight in video publishing 
today is that we're creating an 
identifiable brand name. With 
1,200 to 1,500 how-to videos 
































available, it's important that the 
consumer be aware of your 
name 

Long said videos such as the 
one on party-giving are drawing 
the interest of specialty shops 
“Bridal stores could offer the 
video as a gift to brides,”’ he said. 
“Or gourmet food shops could 
stock the video. Our fitness 
videos could be offered by spor- 
ting goods stores and health 
spas."” 

Home videos have become an 
important alternative to regular 
television viewing in the past few 
years. They have become such 
big s Long _ says, 
videoc re turning up in 
such pla s book stores, hard- 
ware stores and supermarkets. 
There are even videocassette 
vending machines. 

Fredericks said she was ap- 
proached to make the video after 
she wrote an article for Esquire 
on how a bachelor could give an 
after-theater party. 

She formerly owned Loaves & 
Fishes, a gourmet takeout and 
catering service on Long Island, 
and she helped write a recipe 
book featuring its delicacies, 
“Loaves & Fishes Cookbook.” 
She has also been a party planner 
and a consultant to large cor- 
porations on executive dining. 

Long said the magazine's 
research showed that its au- 
dience liked to cook, but didn’t 
know how to give a party. 

In the video, Fredericks said, 
she works with bachelor Geoffrey 
Batosin and leads him through all 
the steps of planning and giving a 
party. 

“We want to de-mystify the 
process," she said. ‘“‘We helped 
him find his own style and stay 
away from things that are 
pretentious or gimmicky. We 
wanted to show that you don’t 
have to resort to tricks to make it 
a good evening. 

“Confidence and _ willingness 
will take you far. If something 
fails, don’t be apologetic. Rave 
about how lucky they are to have 
been there when a new recipe 
was created.”

The video is filled with lots of 
advice on organization. “What to 
do two weeks in advance, what to 
do two days in advance,” said 
Fredericks. ‘‘I emphasize lists. It 
seems remedial, but I still do it 
when I give a party. It’s impor- 
tant, too, to not be too ambitious. 
You’re not Julia Child, and your 


friends aren’t expecting anything 
at that level.” 

If, despite all your efforts, the 
party’ ‘sa flop? 

“Don't worry,” she said. 
“Everybody gives a bad party 
now and then. It’s not the end of 
the world. A lot of good stories 
come out of bad parties.”

For just $12,000, the two of 
you can spend a pampered 
weekend in the top-floor 
Presidential Suite of 
Washington's Grand Hotel, 
complete with chilled Dom 
Perignon champagne, an 
evening on the town, a shopp- 
ing spree at a luxury store 
and a photographer to record 
it all for your scrapbook. 

“Tt a grandly decadent 
package,” says Heather 
Freeman, the Grand’s 
publicist. 

But Ms. Freeman said she's 
gotten ‘“‘serious”’ inquiries 
from several individuals, ad- 
ding: “I think one person 
might call back and do it.”” 

Ms. Freeman said she and 
Jan McLean,the Grand’s 
housekeeping director, 
dreamed up the package one 
day when they were thinking 
of “what would be absolutely 
sensational to pamper 
ourselves.” 

The basic package costs 
$10,000, with an optional 
$2,000 shopping spree. In 
figuring out the pricetag, Ms. 
Freeman and McClean 
started with the cost of the 
Presidential Suite, which 
rents for $1,200 a night and 
has been a temporary home 
for such celebrities as 
Michael Jackson (he danced 
on the parquet floors) and the 
King and Queen uf Jordan 
(she left the water running 
and the marble bathtub 
overflowed. ) 











The suite, which is 2,800 
square feet, has a living 
room, dining room, bedroom, 
bathroom and dressing room 
with seven closets = ‘‘one for 
each day of the week,”’ Ms. 
Freeman said. Most of the 
rooms have balconies with 
panaromic views of the pic- 
turesque Georgetown 
neighborhood. 





“We have it rented a good 
deal of the time, more than 
any other suite, so there are 
people who live that ex- 
travagantly,’’ Ms. Freeman 
said. 


In addition to the suite, 
those reserving the Christmas 
weekend get: monogrammed 
towels, sheets, bathrobes, sta- 
tionery and umbrellas; 
theater tickets to a top show; 
high tea; a limousine with 
television, stereo and bar; 
and a decorated Christmas 
tree.

Tie-Up, an infant toy that can 
be stretched across a crib. It 
carries a warning to remove 
the cord when the child is able 





to sit up, but parents don’t 
know when that will happen 
for the first time — anda child 
could strangle himself on the 
cord, Swartz said. A 
spokesman for the San 
Francisco-based company 
could not be reached. 

—Pieces of Body, soft rub- 
ber eyeballs, tongues and 
other body parts that Swartz 
claimed could be easily 
swallowed. A spokewoman for 
Schwartz said the toy package 
did not list a manufacturer. 

—-America Ninja Weapon Set 
by HG Industries, which in- 
cludes a rigid plastic sword 
that Swartz said could stab a 
child's abdomen or injure an 
eye. An HG __ Industries 
spokeswoman could not be 
reached for comment. 

~Aladdin’s No. 300 Child 
Guidance System, a set of 
plastic snap-together bricks 
without any warnings. Swartz 
said the parts could be 
swallowed and choke a child, 
The package listed Sam-A 
Toys as the manufacturer but 
gave no address. 

—Upright Manufacturers In- 
c.’s America’s Newest Hero 
Bazooka, which fires a plastic 
rocket from its muzzle that 
Swartz said could cause eye in- 
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juries. A spokesman for the 
California-based company 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

-Fisher-Price’s Tag-Along 
Turtle and Pull-Along Plane 
with 36-inch long cords that 
Swartz said could strangle a 
child. 

Ms. Blackley, the Fisher- 
Price spokeswoman, _ said 
Swartz seemed to be indicting 
all pull toys, since she said 
they need cords that long to 
make them work. She said the 


company has made pull toys 
for years and never received a 
report of an injury.

Census offers two-way data exchange

NEWTON - Residents will be asked for 
their opinions on the local media, recycling, 
composting and child care when the city's 
census questionnaires are mailed out at the 
end of the month. 

As in the past, the questionnaires will ac- 
company the annual census forms that, by 
state law, must be completed annually by 
every Garden City household, according to 
Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Election Commission. 

The forms will be sent to the city’s 29,585 
households on Dec. 31 and should be mailed 
back within seven days of receipt, Licarie 
said. The most recent headcount placed the 
city’s population at 82,627. 

“The census portion of the mailing must be 
filled out and returned,” Licarie said. “If 
ultimately we do not get this census form 
back from an individual, then the Newton 
Election Commission will be sending a police 
officer to their house for the information.” 

Various city and county officials will use 
the census data to prune from the voting list 








individuals who moved out of the city in 1986; 
compile school enrollment data; study 
demographic trends; and identify prospec- 
tive jurors. 

The questionnaires attached to the census 
forms need not be completed, but Licarie 
said experience shows that most residents 
take advantage of the opportunity to critique 
the delivery of city services. 

Licarie and Planning Department officials 
traditionally devote one page of the census 
form to different questions concerning local 
issues. 

One of five such questions appearing on 
this year’s census will ask residents to rate, 
on a scale of 1 to 8, the news source they use 
most often to obtain local information — Con- 
tinental Cablevision, WNTN radio, 
municipal publications, civic organizations, 
The News Tribune (da The Newton 
Graphic (weekly), The Newton Tab (week-

Storage systems are growing housewares item

It is a pro- 
duct category that appears to be 
enjoying growing sales, ac- 
cording to manufacturers and 
retailers at the wholesale trade 
fair. 

Rubbermaid, one of the in- 
dustry giants, introduced a new 
line of storage organizers for 
home offices at the housewares 
‘show. Storage systems are a 
growing housewares product 
category and the reasons are not 
hard to find, according to Steve 
Chase, product manager for Rub- 
bermaid’s home office product 
line.

More people are working at 
home, while, at the same time, 
affluent two-income households 
have more goods to store than 
ever before. These affluent 
families are also less likely to 
move than in the past, says 
Chase. Consequently the market 
for organizers and storage pro- 
ducts is considerably greater 
than it used to be. 

Rubbermaid’s research shows 
that sales by mass merchants of 
products for home offices have 
been increasing at a rate of 15 
percent a year since 1982. 

That’s not surprising, since 
government figures indicate that 
at present more than 12.8 million 
people work fulltime out of their 
home. Another 10 million work 
parttime at home. 

Furthermore, there are almost 
15 million small businesses run 
by one or a few people and about 
three quarters of them are 
located in suburban areas close 
to the mass merchandisers which 
sell the new housewares 





category. 

Through focus groups all over 
the country, the company learn- 
ed that people work differently in 
home offices and thus need dif- 
ferent products from those found 
in offices away from home, said 
Chase. 

They often use countertops and 
desks that don’t necessarily have 
enough drawer space. They are 
likely to do office chores in a 
variety of locations, even when 
they have a specific place for a 
home office. 

“They also told us that the dai- 
ly paperwork flow in a home of- 
fice without clerical support is a 
major source of frustration. 
Though people are sensitive to 
being unorganized, things tend to 
stack up,” according to Chase. 

To create office organizers that 
would work in the home, Rubber- 
maid designed several products 
that work together or in- 
dependently so buyers can select 
what they want. The system in- 
cludes two sizes of stacking letter 





or stationery trays that can be 
stacked, a desk-top organizer for 
pencils, pens, paper clips and the 
like and a drawer organizer for 
the same type of items. 

Rubbermaid selected the col- 
ors based on consumer 
preferences. Surveys indicated 
that almond, slate blue, smoke 
and red were preferred, says 
Chase, adding that in the past few 
months, pastels have surfaced as 
a popular choice, so the company 
will probably add pastels in the 
future 

If the home office is a growing 
market now, organizers for home 
closets have al:eady enjoyed a 
sales spurt. Consumer demand 
for organizers has helped a new 
category of retailer gain a 
foothold, according to Clairson 
executives. 

Besides department _ store 
closet shops, many of which have 
expanded their stock, a number 
of stores with names such as 
Clutter Control (Framingham, 
Mass. ), Hold it (Columbus, Ohio) 





You should have old home inspected

Beware of 
cover-up cosmetic work; con- 
sider what the seller may be try- 
ing to hide. 

: Be on the lookout for dry rot. 
This wood-destroying fungus 
éstablishes itself in wet wood and 
is the prime cause of structural 
failure in a frame house. To test 
for dry rot, pry up some wood 
f}bers with the tip of an ice pick. 
Sound lumber will splinter with 
the grain; rotted wood will be 
gpongy or will crumble and 
loosen. 

“Examine the house from a 
distance, Sight up the walls and 
along the roof ridge, comparing 
them with neighboring houses 
Look for obvious slants, sags or 
$ettlings in the house, additions, 
porches, chimneys and stairs. 

« Unless you plan to climb onto 
the roof, examine it through 
binoculars, Look for missing, 
@upped or broken shingles or 











green or white fungus. These 
signal a bad roof. A composition 
roof that appears lumpy may 
have been applied directly over a 
rotted roof or damaged shingles. 

Look at the chimney. Does it 
lean? Are bricks and mortar 
missing? Is the flashing sound? 
Soot stains on the chimney’s ex- 
terior indicate smoke leaks 
through holes where mortar is 
missing or damaged. 

Examine downspouts and gut- 
ters. If they are missing, clogged 
or deteriorated, water can collect 
in eaves or run into walls, caus- 
ing rot. To check for clogs in 
downspouts, tap them with the 
handle of the ice pick. If they 
sound hollow, they're probably 
free of obstructions. Spots of 
sunlight shining through gutters 
indicate rusted areas that will 
need repair. 


As you walk around the house, 
look for drainage problems and 
standing water. Check for signs 
of dry rot: damp patches, peeling 
paint or shiny spots in paint, 
cracking wood, missing or 
deteriorating siding. Examine 
behind downspouts, windowsills, 
and any spots where the wood 
comes in contact with water or 
damp earth. 

Foundation failure is usually 
obvious. Look for crumbling, set- 
tling or large cracks. Minor foun- 
dation cracks usually do not in- 
dicate an unsound foundation but 
result from other structural pro- 
blems. 

Examine the masonry. Look 
for missing bricks or bricks that 
have chemical deposits or spall- 
ing (crumbling, faces popping 
off). Lime mortar normally 
crumbles some with age, but if 
too much mortar is gone, the 
masonry will lose its strength. 
Sloppy mortar repair with in- 
compatible cement mortar can 
destroy neighboring bricks and 
mortar and trap moisture 


Unless the house has been up- 
dated, expect an inadequate elec- 
trical system. More than 70 per- 
cent of homes built before the 
turn of the century require elec- 
trical updating. 


Inspect the house’s interior. 
Search for indications of 
moisture: rotted windowsills and 
water stains on walls, on ceilings 
or around plumbing fixtures. 


Do doors and windows close 
properly? If not, suspect house 
settling. Check by setting a mar- 
ble on the floor. It will roll to any 
low spots. 


Have an electrician check 
lights and receptacles with a cir- 
cuit tester. 


Major plumbing problems 
usually occur in water supply 
lines that have corroded over the 
years or become obstructed with 
mineral deposits. To check this, 
turn on water faucets upstairs, 
then flush a toilet downstairs. If 
the water pressure drops 
significantly, the supply lines 
may need replacing. 


An attic inspection can reveal 
many problems. Holes in the roof 
will show pinpoints of light and 
indicate repair or replacement is 
necessary. Also look for rot in 
roof rafters, where an old roof 
has been topped with a new one, 
in spaces at eaves and where 
chimneys come through the roof. 

Electrical wires may run along 
or across the joists. Have the 
electrician check connections 
and the condition of the wiring, 
especially if it is original. 

A basement inspection also 
reveals other old-house prv- 
blems. Have the electrician ex- 
amine wires. Check plumbing 
pipes. Then check for moisture 
and rot. At the top of the founda- 
tion you may be able to see the

Probe unrelated to Hub tow scam

NEWTON -— The police department’s probe in- 
to alleged tow service improprieties is unrelated 
to a Boston investigation of that city’s towing 
operations, according to officials in both cities 

Recently Newton police, in conjunction with 
the Middlesex District Attorney’s office and the 
State Police, reopened an investigation into an 
alleged scandal involving Newton police 
favoritism toward one or more of the four com- 
panies that tow wrecked, abandoned or illegally 
parked vehicles for the city. 

In Boston, police are investigating alleged 
links between a Roslindale towing company and 
Boston police in an alleged scam involving stolen 
vehicles that were never recovered. 

Newton Police Chief William Quinn said the 
two investigations ‘‘have nothing to do with each 
other.” 

“There is no connection at all,’’ he said. ‘‘Our 
investigation has nothing to do with stolen cars. 
There is no registry connection as there is in the 
Boston case and there are no Newton officers 
managing a tow company as in the Boston cas 








Jane Sheehan, a spokesperson for the Boston 
police, confirmed Quinn’s statement. 

“There is no connection between the Newton 
towing investigation and the Boston towing in- 
vestigation,” she said. 

Quinn said representatives from the DA's of- 
fice met with him last week. ‘They are here 
working with our people on this,” Quinn said. 

Mayor Theodore Mann also backed Quinn’s 
statements. ‘Apparently there is no connec- 
tion,’’ he said. 

Quinn reaffirmed earlier statements that 
Newton police were targets of the investigation, 
but again declined to mention any names, In ad- 
dition, he added Newton towing operators are 
under investigation, but again would not name 
names, 

Negoshian’s Towing has been removed from 
the tow list pending completion of the investiga- 
tion 

Quinn would not say if Negoshian’s is the only 
company being investigated. Tody’s, Testa’s and 
Newton Auto Body are also on the city’s tow list. 

McCarthy's Towing, a fifth company, has un- 
successfully attempted to get on that list.

The apartments in question 
are usually built inside ex- 
isting older homes and violate 
building codes pertaining to 
exits, kitchen and bathroom 
installations. 

By placing a moratorium on 
prosecutions, Davidson said 
those living in illegal apart- 
ments would be protected until 
the board votes on recommen- 
dations to change the zoning 
codes. 

The motion was defeated by 
aldermen who opposed the re- 
quest because of a Law 
Department opinion that such 
a moratorium would leave the 
city open to charges of selec- 
tive enforcement. 

“The key word here is pro- 
secution,” Alderman Elaine 
Gentile said. ‘‘This issue is not 
just a housing issue.” 

In addition, some aldermen 
objected because the Zoning 
Amendment Committee 
(ZAC) had previously denied a 
similar motion. That decision, 
according to ZAC Chairman 
Rodney Barker, will appear in 
the committee’s report to the 
board next month. 

After the defeat, Davidson 
drafted a new petition. “We 
really need to focus in on the 
issue of affordable housing,” 
he said.

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Nobel winner: arms race holding world hostage

NEWTON -- Anti-nuclear 
groups are ‘‘missing the point” in 
their struggle to rid the world of 
nuclear weapons through arms 
reduction, according to Dr. 
James E. Muller, co-founder of 
the International for Prevention 
of Nuclear War. 

Muller, who in 1985 received 
the Nobel Prize for Peace for his 
work, told his audience last week 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
that a nuclear-free world cannot 
be achieved soley by reducing the 
number of warheads in the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 

“There is no longer a relation 
between destruction and securi- 
ty,’’ he said. ‘‘People are missing 
the point. Change must come 
from within every man and 
woman on earth.” 

Because the threat of nuclear 
weapons will always be with us. 





Muller said, global conflicts must 
be resolved through means other 
than war, 

We have to change the way we 
have been thinking for thousands 
of years,” he said. ‘The demise 
of nuclear weapons can only 
come from a new order ... a kind 
of expanded United Nations that 
would resolve c onflie! ts through a 
set of world laws.’ 

In future years, if nothing is 
done to stop the spread of nuclear 
weapons, Muller said, the 
possiblity of a nuclear attack will 
be almost certain. 

Th coalition of physicians, 
because of its strong interna- 
tional ties in medical research, 
forms a powerful group with 
much influence in the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

As a result, the medical com- 
with its physicians and 
scientists, shares a worldwide 
connectedness that no other 
group enjoys, Muller said.

Various towing scams 
outlined on TV show

NEWTON — An abandoned 
vehicle usually is worthless to a 
towing company. 

So when one of the city’s tow 
companies allegedly left an aban- 
doned van in the Chestnut Hill 
mall parking lot this summer, it 
not only rid itself of a losing pro- 
position, but also forced a com- 
petitor to assume the burden. 

The van eventually found its 
way back to the lot of the original 
company, but even then its 
journey was not finished. Six 
weeks later, it ended up on the 
streets of Upper Falls. 

This is just one of the insights 
Alderman Paul Coletti provided 
last week into local tow opera- 
tions, now being investigated by 
the District Attorney’s office. 

Coletti appeared on Continen- 
tal Cablevision’s ‘Dateline 
Newtor”’ show to discuss the in- 
vestigation. 

Although no wrongdoing has 
been substantiated, Coletti said 
at least one of the companies that 
tow for police is alleged to have 
been engaged in illegal practices, 
such as overcharging motor vehi- 
cle owners. 

And some police officers have 
been accused of giving extra 
business to certain companies in 
exchange for gifts, he said. 

A police department internal 
investigation launched‘ in mid- 
October uncovered no miscon- 
duct, but ‘‘new information” 
caused Chief William F. Quinn to 
re-open the probe. 

While announcing that he had 
asked the State Police and 
District Attorney’s office to join 
the investigation, Quinn also 
revealed that ‘‘possible felonies” 
had forced him to drop 
Negoshian’s Towing, of 14 Elliot 
St., from the list of companies 
towing abandoned, wrecked or il- 
legally parked cars for police. 

Coletti did not name specific of- 
ficers or companies, but he did 
say that probably all four com- 
panies that tow for police will be 
investigated. 


Women’s Health 


Coletti claimed Newton began 
to lose control of local towing 
operations two years ago when 
its contract, which stipulates how 
towing services are to operate, 
expired. 

When the pact was not renew- 
ed, new companies began bitterly 
competing for police tows, which 
Coletti said is a $400,000-a-year 
business. 

He outlined a “scam” in the 
Boston College area, in which a 
tow truck would appear outside 
dormitories and apartment 
buildings as police ticketed il- 
legally parked cars. 

The truck operator would hook 
up the vehicle to the back of his 
truck and then flash its lights, at- 
tracting the owner to come out- 
side. 

Coletti said the owner was then 
charged the standard tow fee of 
$25 to $30 — even though the fee 
for such ‘“‘tow drops” is usually 
$12.50 to $15. 

The police officer on the scene 
avoided the department’s policy 
of rotating towing jobs by not 
reporting the ‘tow drop,’’ which 
allowed the company to perform 
several such drops ina row. 

In addition, Coletti said the 
presence of police officers made 
the operation seem legitimate in 
the minds of car owners. 

“You find yourself at the mer- 
cy of tow operators and un- 
fortunately, the police,”’ he add- 
ed. 


In return for favoring one or 
more of the companies, officers 
allegedly received gifts or 
“perks,’”’ such as tickets to ball 
games, free car repairs, or the 
use of motor vehicle repair 
plates, Coletti said. 

At least three officers were 
under scrutiny during the police 
Cp awD initial probe, he ad- 

led. 

Coletti has turned over his in- 
formation to the District At- 
torney’s office, but expects more 
will be revealed as the investiga- 
tion unfolds. 

“There's certainly more to be 
published,” he said. ‘The last 
chapter has not been written.”” 


Ovaries: Good or bad news? 


Approximately 500,000 women 
have their ovaries removed each 
year through a procedure called 
an oophorectomy. 

Statistics show that in four out 
of five cases there is no medical 
need for the operation, The 
ovaries removed are usually nor- 
mal and healthy. Only rarely is 
there evidence of cancer or other 
health-threatening ab- 
normalities, 

Why are so many women hav- 
ing unnecessary surgery? 

There is widespread 
misunderstanding about the 
ovaries’ role in our bodies, Physi- 
cians as well as laypeople 
mistakenly think the ovaries are 
useful only for childbearing. 
They believe ovaries simply 
regulate the monthly cycle and 
produce eggs for fertilization. 
Once a woman has decided to 
have no more children, her 
uterus removed, or is_ past 
menopause, her ovaries are 
generally considered useless 
organs. 

In fact, ovaries do much more 
than regulate fertility. 
Throughout a woman's reproduc- 
tive years the ovaries produce 
estrogen, progesterone, and 
many other hormones. However, 
they continue to produce small 
amounts of estrogen and other 
necessary hormones ten years or 
more after periods cease 

The uses of these hormones are 
not completely known or 
understood. But researchers are 
beginning to discover that 
estrogen and other hormones 
help keep many parts of a 
woman's body healthy, both 
before and after menopause. 


Bones 

The connection between the 
ovaries and bone strength is now 
well established. The ovarian 
hormone called estrogen helps 
keep bones strong, protecting 
against osteoporosis. 
Osteoporosis, or ‘‘brittle bones” 
can cause frequent fractures, 
especially in older, post- 
menopausal women who get in- 
sufficient calcium and exercise. 
Estrogen affects bones by con- 
trolling the amount of hormones 
produced by the parathyroid 
gland (called parathyroid hor- 
mones, or PTH). A high concen- 
tration of PTH leaches calcium 
from the bones, making them 
tend to become porous and brit- 


tle. 
oints 

Studies show that women who 
have both ovaries removed in- 
crease their risk of rheumatoid 
arthritis. Rheumatoid arthritis 
causes the membranes which 
surround your joints to become 
inflamed and painful. It afflicts 
three times as many women as 
men. Exactly how this disease is 
related to hormone loss is not 
clear and needs further research, 

Blood pressure 

Ovarian hormones even affect 
your blood pressure, The ovaries 
help keep a balance of hormones 
in the body. Their sudden loss 
through surgery triggers un- 
controlled secretions of hor- 
mones from other glands which 
try to make up for the loss of 
ovarian hormones. The result is 
often a hormonal! imbalance that 
can lead to high blood pressure 
and to a higher risk of heart at- 
tack and stroke

in garbage crunch

NEWTON -- To some, the 
wriggling, slimy little 
creatures mean nothing more 
than cheap bait for an after- 
noon of fishing 

But Newton Centre resident 
Dana Smith sees earthworms 
as a partial solution to one of 
this decade’s most complex 
and destructive problems 

They act as a living gar- 
bage disposal, consuming 
what's left of family meals 
and producing ‘‘worm 
castings,” a highly enriched 
form of potting soil 

This service is especially 
noteworthy now that states 
throughout the Northeast are 
running out of landfill space. 
Recently, Rhode Island refus- 
ed to allow its dumps to ac- 
cept solid waste from 
Massachusetts communities. 
And there rumblings that 
New Hampshire and Vermont 
will soon do the same. 







A man of many interests, 
Smith is a member of the 
Mayor's Recycling Commit- 
tee, formed to study ways of 
handling the city’s solid 
waste as the landfill shortage 
approaches crisis propor- 
tions. 


One way to ease that 
crunch, Smith says, would be 
to use worms on a massive 
scale to consume and com- 
post all edible garbage. The 
tricky part would be getting 
residents to agree on the 
right site. 


“Theoretically, you could 
take the entire garbage supp- 
ly of the city of Newton and 
compost it with earthworms,” 
Smith says. 





He latched onto the idea 
several years ago when he 
read an article in Mother 
Earth and sent for the book, 
“Raising Earthworms for 
Profit." 


Six years ago, Smith pur- 
chased his first batch of 
brandling worms and the 
voracious snakelets have 
been devouring leftovers and 
producing rich soil ever 
since. 


The benefit can be seen in 
his own yard where he is us- 
ing the worm-generated loam 
to grow a cherry tree, black 
cherry bushes and a ‘‘dwarf- 
yellow, golden delicious apple 
tree,”’ he said. 


From bait to big business 


potting-soil composting pro- 
cess can start, kitchen waste 
must decompose a few days 
until it has the right con- 
sistency. ‘It seems like the 
stuff rots and then becomes 
available to eat,’’ Smith says 
“They don’t have any teeth.” 

Next to eating, what the 
worms do best is reproduce 
and he soon discovered their 
numbers double approximate- 
ly every three months. There 
may be as many as 10,000 
now in several five gallon 
vegetable oil pails in his 
cellar. 

Raising earthworms in 
one’s basement is far from a 
routine hobby, but Smith said 
he has always been concern- 
ed with the environment and 
seeking ways to protect it. 
This he traces back to his 
parents. His disceased father 
was a physician and his 
mother is former League of 
Women Voters president 
Dorothy Smith. 


The time he spent as a 
premedical student at St. 
Lawrence University also 
aroused his interest in nature. 


While Smith, who is now 32, 
did not graduate, work in 
chemistry classes led him to 
realize ‘‘a lot could be done”’ 
to protect the environment 
and dispose of waste safely. 


Water can be purified of 
hazardous lead, for example, 
by adding chemicals that 
force it to settle as a powder. 


He does not, however, con- 
fine his curiosity and vision to 
the environment. 


A carpenter and a 
mechanic by trade, Smith has 
studied the arts of working 
with silver and stained glass. 
He considers himself an 
amateur inventor and is now 
mulling an idea to produce 
artificial bone for tooth fill- 
ings. 


His cellar serves as a com- 
bination workshop and 
laboratory. It is stuffed with 
machinery, carpentry tools, 
boxes of nails and bolts and 
books on toolmaking and 
mechanical repairs. The 
worms occupy a small cor- 
ner, just as they take up only 
a portion of Smith’s creative 
energies. 

“T haven’t sold anything yet 
but I’ve got a few ideas I 
think would sell,’’ he says of 
his inventions, declining to go

problem with inventions is if 
you talk about them, someone 
else will get the idea."’ 

One thing he will talk about 
is politics. An avid reader, 
Smith would like to write 
about his views and “work 
with the democratic process 
to improve government.” 

His political beliefs are as 
varied as his other interests, 
making it impossible to fit 
him either into liberal or con- 
servative molds. 

A member of the Ward 6 
Newton Democratic Commit- 
tee, he, for example, favors 
women having the freedom of 
choice on abortion, while he 
defends the right of the 
“average responsible person” 
to own guns. 

As a recycling committee 
member, Smith has already 
demonstrated he is tough 


enough for combat in the 
political arena. 


On two separate occasions, 
he publicly defended Public 
Works Commissioner James 
L. Hickey when Alderman 
Richard McGrath challenged 
Hickey’s ability to manage 
the city’s proposed leaf com- 
posting program. 


According to Smith, govern- 
ment implements policies for 
the general good, but citizens 
can improve its functioning 
by getting involved. The 
recycling committee is 
demonstrating this through 
its efforts to solve the solid 
waste disposal problem, 
Smith said. 


“We can approach perfec- 
tion, such as with ear- 
thworms ...’’

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City ponders position 
in regional trash plan

NEWTON = By early 1988 
Newton may participate in a 
regional recycling program to 
recover glass, plastics and 
newspaper, and residents who 
refuse to comply could be fined 
$25, 

Aldermen on the Public 
Facilities Committee last night 
approved an amendment to a 
previous city ordinance express- 
ing support for a regional recycl- 
ing facility proposed by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE). 

To enter into the state- 
sponsored plan, the full Board of 
Aldermen must approve the or- 
dinance after the Legislation and 
Rules Committee decides on the 
$25 fine for residents who refuse 
to participate in the recycling 
program. The mayor must sign 
the ordinance to put it into effect. 

Speaking to the committee, 
John Schall, recycling director of 
the DEQE’s Bureau of Solid 
Waste, would not name the site 
the state is considering for the 
facility and said Newton could be 
considered as an alternate site. 

Schall said the recycling facili- 
ty is one of two Massachusetts 
has planned statewide, the other 
being in Springfield, which will 
open next fall. In addition to 
Newton, the local facility would 
serve Cambridge, Waltham, 
Watertown, Belmont and 
Brookline, The regional facility 
in the greater Boston area could 
be on line as early as the spring of 
1988, Schall said, as architects 
and engineers have already 
made the plans. 

Rather than burning or melting 
down plastics, glass and cans, the 
facility will use new technologies 
developed in Europe to recycle 
the materials, Schall said. 

While an estimated 8 percent of 
Newton residents already par- 
ticipate in a paper recycling pro- 
ject, Schall said adding plastics 
to the “waste stream”’ and fur- 
ther educating people on the 
benefits of recycling will help

in and help the public problem.”” 


Discussing the $25 fine for 
residents who don’t follow the or- 
dinance, committee member 
Joshua Davidson said, ‘‘The city 
of Newton is in a trash crisis. It 
will have to pay through the nose 
for trucking out trash and it is 
worthwhile to say to citizens that 
you must all pitch in, and if not, 
you must pay for it. 


Committee member Bill 
Shaevel, questioning the fine at 
first, said, ‘It’s almost an 
Orwellian kind of thing. Is it man- 
datory in the sense that people 
will abide without having a fine,’ 
or is just mandatory?” ‘ 


Matthew Jefferson, the one 
committee member to vote 
against the amendment, said, ‘‘I 
don’t think we need to institute a 
fine, maybe a warning first, then 
a fine on the second offense.””

Flower power

NEWTON } Artificial flowers have 
yet to shed the image of a small vase of 
plastic daisies plunked clumsily atop a 
plastic, red-checked tablecloth at the 
local Italian retaurant, 

But for a growing number of high- 
tech firms ringing Route 128, a pair of 
Garden City entrepeneurs have taken 
artificial flowers upscale in a big way. 

Judy Solomon and Tom Stewart - 
owners of Blossoms on Lincoln Street ~ 
are marketing silk flower ar- 
rangements to corporate clients with 
the same verve they used to launch 
their business two years ago. 

“This is a direction we would like to 
move in,” Solomon said. ‘‘Some 
businesses are using us to make cor- 
porate gifts or to decorate their lobbies, 
If businesses choose the fresh flower 
route, they also have to consider the 
expense of bringing in a gardening ser- 
vice to maintain the plants. With us, 
it’s a one-time cost with beautiful 
results.”” 

The silk flower and plant industry is 
rapidly growing and is slowly shaking 
the “‘tackiness” associated with plastic 
artificial flowers, according to Stewart. 

“We're not inexpensive but that’s 
because we have the best,’’ Stewart 
said. ‘‘We spend a great deal of time 
selecting our flowers and looking for 
the colors that are current with today’s 
decorating tastes.” 

It’s doubtful silk flowers ever will 
replace the fragrant blossoms of 
nature. But Blossoms’ arrangements 
look deceptively real and could fool 
even the keen eye of a horticulturist. 

The unusual silk arrangements, set in 
exotic vases, border on sculpture. They 
are fast becoming part of the interior 
decoration of many homes in the 
Newton, Brookline and Wellesley area. 

The designs range from simple din- 
ing room table centerpieces to large 
floor vases arranged with flowers and 
long thin stalks of painted natural 
reeds. 

Each order is painstakingly arranged 
by Solomon and Stewart, who opened 
the store two years ago. 

“The whole concept for this store was 
to search for the very best silk flowers

and plants we could find to set us apart 
from the merchandise in local flower 
shops and supermarkets,"’ Solomon 
said. “Other stores have bottom-of-the- 
line articifial flowers. We went for the 
top of the line.” 

While Filine’s and Bloomingdales 
carry silk flower arrangements, 
Stewart and Solomon said they do not 
have the variety of flowers or the full- 
time employees to properly service the 
needs of the customer, 

“We spend a lot of time with our 
customers no matter how small their 
order,” Stewart said. 

Customers seeking elaborate flowers 
arrangements to decorate their homes 
with are encouraged to bring fabrics 
and wallpaper samples in oraer to pro- 
vide a better match. 

“You never want to overdo by put- 
ting flowers in every corner of the 
room,” Stewart said. ‘You have to 
choose carefully. You want to make an 
impact.” 


Blossoms has an extraordinary range 
of flowers from the popular red rose to 
the rare Cymbidium — a green orchid 
from China — and also the most expen- 
sive in their line. 

The prices-per-stem of flower can be 
as inexpensive as $6 to the most exotic 
flower, the Cymbidium, that costs $140 
a stem. The store sells vases in all 
shapes and sizes, but customers are en- 
couraged to bring in their own. 

“We have a tremendous price range 
which gives the customer control over 
how much they want to spend,” 
Stewart said. “If they want a large 
elaborate arrangement it will be more 
expensive. But the flowers they choose 
determines the price. We don’t charge 
anything over and above the merchan- 
dise they select for our arranging ser- 
vice. It’s all included.” 

Solomon and Stewart brainstormed 
the concept for Blossoms more than 
two years ago and wasted little time in 
executing their idea. Within six weeks 
of finding a location, the doors of 
Blossoms was opened and ready for 
business. 

Solomon, a Newton native, and 
Stewart, who hails from Brookline, 
both worked in the fresh flower 
business. They have watched their

dream prosper over two years. The 
first year proved profitable and this 
year it looks as though “we'll have a 
healthy increase over last year,” 
Stewart said. 

“We worked together a few months 
and our relationship just clicked,” 
Solomon said. ‘‘Somehow we knew we 
would make great business partners."’ 

The illusion created by these silk 
flowers gives the look of something that 
is real and does not have to be replaced 
or maintained. 

Solomon and Stewart buy monthly 
from silk flower ditributors and visit 
numerous craft shows to select their 
merchandise. They buy their flowers

and vases for their small store from 
more than 50 sources. 

“We want to make money of course, 
but mostly we want people to say, ‘Oh 
that’s so beautiful it must come from 
Blossoms,'”’ Solomon said. 


A store like Blossoms is not an im- 
pulse shop, according to Solomon. So- 
meone will walk by and see what the 
store has to offer and will come back 
with a specific purpose in mind, she ad- 
ded. 

“We love what we're doing and that’s 
crucial,’’ Solomon said. ‘‘As long as we 
feel that way I don’t know how we can 
miss.**

_ Already the ‘“‘peak summer 
mostly air-conditioning) de- 
and’’ in the Boston area is tax- 
ig the system. The cost of new 

power plants is ‘“‘out of sight,’ 
dison officials report. 

One Edison offical acknowledg- 
ed the shutdown of the Pilgrim 
uclear plant (by the federal 
government for alleged poor 

anagment) this summer has 
aggravated the situation. 


“We are doing everything we 
can to avoid building new plants - 
-conservation, off-peak load 
management and buying co- 
generated power from businesses 
or municipal trash-to-electricity 
plants,” said Mortimer McGrath, 
manager of the commercial divi- 
sion. 

But Fred Davino of Plating for 
Electronics says if Edison is ‘‘so 
willing to buy co-generated 
power from business, why don’t 
they give small business some 
long-term financing (20 years) so 
we can buy co-generating equip- 
ment?’’ Under co-generation, ex- 
tra heat from an oven or other 
device is channeled to make 
steam and turn a turbine for elec- 
tricity. 

Davino said a business with a 
$1 million gross and 5- to 10- 
percent profit can’t readily af- 
ford $150,000 for co-generating 
equipment. 

McGrath said the company 
hadn’t got to that point although 


they are offering rebates on using 
lower wattage and more efficient 
lighting among other things. 

Another small businessman, 
Melvin Rosenfeld of Chrome 
Plating of Waltham (now located 
in Watertown) said he was being 
charged the peak summer de- 
mand rate of $19.80 per kilowatt 
even though he uses his ovens in 
off-peak hours from 4 to8 a.m. He 
said he can’t get a ‘‘time of use 
meter” installed, but Edison is 
charging him for peak hours. 

McGrath said that when the 
Department of Public Utilities 
(DPU) decided to mandate the 
summer peak demand rate, ‘We 
didn’t have thousands of those ex- 
pensive meters on hand. It takes 
time and labor to order them and 
get them installed. We are doing 
the best we can.”” 

All the turmoil over peak de- 
mand rates must be seen in the 
larger context of the cost to build 
power today, said one Edison of- 
ficial,

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hief awaits 
inal verdict 
in cop case

NEWTON -- Police Chief 
William F. Quinn is waiting for a 
judge’s final decision before he 
decides whether to take ad- 
minstrative action against an of- 
ficer charged with assault. 

Following a recent trial in 
Cambridge District Court, Judge 
Ronald D. D’Avolio found suffi- 
cient facts to convict officer 
Brian Henderson on a charge of 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, a_ police 
baton. He postponed the final ver- 
dict and sentencing until Dec. 24. 

D’Avolio could find Henderson 
guilty or continue the case 
without a finding. 

“There will be nothing done in 
the interim because we don’t 
have a finding yet,”’ Quinn said 
yesterday. 

Henderson allegedly used his 
baton to hit Michael Colarusso of 
Derby Street, Waltham over the 
head during an altercation on 
Dec. 27, 1985. The incident oc- 
curred at Colarusso’s mother-in- 
law's house on West Street in 
Newton. 


Henderson testified at his trial 
that he only struck Colarusso to 
protect a fellow officer respon- 
ding to the disturbance. That of- 
ficer, Stephen J. Walsh, reported- 
ly was trying to separate two 
combatants and was struggling 
on the ground with Colarusso’s 
wife. Henderson said Colarusso 
charged toward Walsh and ig- 
nored his command to “back 
off,”’ so he tried to hit him in the 
collarbone area. The blow landed 
on Colarusso’s head instead. 

Colarusso testified he was sear- 
ching for his 7-year-old son in the 
middle of the street when police 
arrived. He said his wife and 
another woman, Susan Johnson, 
were merely arguing — not 
fighting, as Walsh and Henderson 
testified. 

Colarusso said he was standing 
still, then took one step forward, 
and was approached and struck 
by Henderson. 

Quinn said Henderson has been 
taken off the streets and “‘moved 
inside’ since the incident, and 
that he continues to work in that 
capacity. Quinn said Henderson 
“is a very pleasant guy with a 
good record around here.” 


PCBs found 
at Riverside

NEWTON - State environmen- 
tal officials will inspect the 
Riverside MBTA station to insure 
proper hazardous waste disposal 
policies are being followed, 
following the discovery of car- 
cinogenic material at the site. 

MBTA officials said Monday a 
55-gallon drum containing 
cancer-causing polychlorinated 
byphenols (PCBs) had been 
removed from the Riverside 
repair bar 

The PCBs, according to MBTA 
spokesman Peter Dimond, were 
removed from capacitors of 
three out-of-service vehicles be- 
ing stored at the site. 

The chemicals, used to cool the 
capacitors which store electricity 
for the vehicles, are known 
cancer causing agents, according 
to state officials, Dimond claim- 
ed the concentration of PCBs in

the liquid removed from the 
vehicles ‘‘is not great.” 

But a spokesperson for the 
state Dept. of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
this week said the agency will 
conduct a follow-up inspection. 

“We will look at the hazardous 
waste activity at the site and see 
how they manage the waste,” 
said DEQE environmental 
analyst Asha Shah. 

While she would not comment 
specifically, Shah said an initial 
review of DEQE records showed 
the MBTA has followed waste 
removal regulations in the past. 

“They do have an EPA iden- 
tification number and they seem 
to be transporting the waste 
through a licensed hazardous 
waste hauler,” she said. 

Shah said fines range from $200 
for minor infractions to $25,000 
for more series violations,

Neighbors worried about condos 
Daley defends project

NEWTONVILLE —- Alderman 
Paul Daley has joined two other 
developers on a construction pro- 
ject that has some Cabot School 
neighbors and parents worried. 

Neighbors are watching the 
project closely because they fear 
the proposed 121 condominiums 
would generate too much traffic 
and lead to overcrowding at the 
nearby Cabot Elementary 
School. 

Attorney Howard Levine, who 
represents Daley and co- 
developers Leo Kahn and Sandy 
Bloomberg, said plans are only in 
preliminary stages and 
neighbors’ concerns will be ad- 
dressed. 

As proposed so far, the 
development would consist of two 
five-story buildings and some 
town houses on the site of the old 
Security Mills.

NEWTON — Alderman Paul 
Daley is objecting to suggestions 
his proposed development of a 
Newtonville site could receive 
favorable treatment due to his 
membership on the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee. 

Daley countered claims that 
his project does not have the sup- 
port of neighbors in general. 

Some neighbors are worried 
that the development might 
generate too much traffic for the 
Cabot Park area and could lead 
to overcrowding at the Cabot 
Elementary School. 

But Daley said the prvpoal 
which he and fellow developers 
Leo Kahn and Sandy Bloomberg 


are advancing, has general 
neighborhood support. 

And his position as an 
aldermen means the project, 
when it reaches the Board of 
Aldermen, will receive more 
scrutiny than other 
developments, Daley said. 

Preliminary plans are based on 
zoning, environmental and possi- 
ble neighborhood concerns, 
Daley said. 

Letters were sent out to inform 
neighbors when preliminary 
plans were ready for discussion, 
he said. Approximately 70 show- 
ed up Nov. 18 at the site for the 
first formal meeting on the pro- 
posal.

Hook-up sought after chemicals found in well

NEWTON — A Wabasso Street 
man who claims to have 
discovered potentially dangerous 
levels of two carcinogenic 
chemicals in his well water wants 
to be hooked up to the city’s 
water supply. 

“My family has lived here for 


tand Monday. Barbour has been in the business 
for 53 years and has trees as tall as 35 feet 





40 years,” said Steven Wightman 
of 70 Wabasso St. ‘This area used 
to be environmentally clean but 
the city polluted it. Now I am ask- 
ing the city to provide us with 
clean water.”” 

Wightman, whose home is ad- 
jacent to the Rumford Avenue 
landfill, announced last week 
that tests by an independent en- 
vironmental firm show potential- 


ly high levels of trichloroethylene 
(TCE) and dicholoroethylene 
(DCE) in his well water. 

The chemicals are used as 
solvents and in dry cleaning and 
are known carcinogenics, ac- 
cording William Ryan, a 
spokesman for the Mass. Public 
Interest Research 
(MassPirg). Ryan said TCEs 
DCEs were the chemicals found 





in the Woburn wells, sparking a 
suit by residents there against 
the W.R. Grace Corp. 

Ryan cautioned, however, that 
until more information is un- 
covered it would be premature to 
assume the chemical levels found 
in Wightman's well are hazar- 
dous:

‘Nothing to be ashamed of’

NEWTON -~ Linda, a 36-year- 
old mother of two fromm Newton, 
takes a drag off a Winston, sucks 
in the smoke and lets it out in 
gray puff that fills the room. 

“Living with my parents,” she 
says, butting the cigarette out in 
an ashtray, ‘‘is touchy to say the 
least. I york, but I can’t afford a 

lace of ny own for me and my 

ids.”” 

Jane, a 26-year-old black 
woman, was less fortunate than 
Linda, who is white. Having no 
where else to turn, she was living 
with her husband and two 
children in Waltham's Bristol 
Lodge — the only family shelter

between Boston and Fram- 
ingham. Jane says it is even 
tougher to find an apartment in 
Waltham because of the color of 
her skin, 

Linda and Jane (not their real 
names) are not alone. They and 
their families are only part of 
more than 10,000 family 
members statewide who are 
homeless and either live with 
parents, or are placed in shelters 
or hotels. 

While both women experienced 
frustration, each say it is the 
children who suffer most when 
the parent cannot afford a place 
tolive 

“We all lived in one room," 
Jane says. ‘There was no 
privacy. My son began to wet his 
bed and had trouble concen- 


trating in school,”’ 

For Linda, being a parent anda 
daughter at the same time in the 
same house presents a lot of pro- 
blems 

‘My son is 15," she says. “He 
isn’t in trouble, but he is a teen- 
ager and there are the usual 
issues associated with being a 
teen, like sex and drugs, It’s very 
hard for me to talk to him in the 
house, because my father doesn’t 
always agree with what I think 
and the walls are paper thin, 
There is no privacy and if I want 
to talk to my kids, I have to pack 
them up in the car and drive to 
my boyfriend's house.” 

“T don’t think my children talk 





about it much in school,” Jane 
says of being homeless. “They 
are too ashamed. It’s been 
especially tough on them,

‘Just because the chemicals 
are there doesn’t necessarily 
mean there is a immediate health 
hazard,’ Ryan said. “It all 
depends on the concentration and 
length of exposure.” 

Wightman said he hired the 
New Hampshire firm to test his 
well water because the city last 
summer had refused his requests 
for independent tests. 

“IT suspected there was 
something wrong with the 
water,’ Wightman said. ‘‘The ci- 
ty refused to test it this summer, 
so I paid $350 to test it for hazar- 
dous materials.” 

Health commissioner David 
Neparstek was not employed by 
the city at the time of 
Wightman’s request. But he said 
the city initially had no authority 


to test the water. 

“Without a reason that relates 
to the public good the city cannot 
spend public money to test a 
private well,’’ Neparstek said. 

Neparstek said the city now 
knows there is ‘a suspicion of 
hazardous materials, we can 
test. We have sent samples of the 
water to the EPA lab and are 
awaiting the results.”’ 

Richard Kelliher, chief ad- 
ministrative officer, said the city 
will not take a_ position on 
Wightman’s claim or request un- 
til the Health Department’s com- 
pletes its own testing of the 
water. 

Wightman said his family has 
used the well for drinking water 
and washing clothes before the 
landfill was opened in 1965. 

“Naturally, incidents of cancer 
correlate with the length and 
degree of exposure,’’ he said. 
“My family has been drinking

seemed pleased that developers 
are considering demolishing the 
old factory and constructing 
residences. 

“This particular site has been a 
blight for nine years,’ said 
Daley, adding that state officials 
have supported a change in the 
industrial use of the land. ‘‘If it 
works out the way the 
neighborhood wants, we'll get rid 
of an industrial use.’’ 

As a result of that meeting, 
which lasted more than five 
hours, architects plan to remove 
a swimming pool from the plans 
and are studying ways either to 
modify the roof line or reduce the 
height of the building that direct- 
ly borders Cabot Park, he said. 

As an alderman, Daley said he 
has to work ‘“‘five times as hard” 
to win board and neighborhood 
support for his plans. The addi- 
tional public scrutiny to which his 
work is subjected does not bother 
him, he said. But the skepticism 
he encounters as a builder who 
also is an elected official is 
disturbing, Daley said. 

Former alderman Robert 
Gaynor, who lives on Cabot 
Street, was quoted as saying it is 
a “‘concern”’ that one of the three 
developers of the Security Mills 
site is an alderman and their at- 
torney, Howard Levine, is a 
former city solicitor. 

“I think it’s an uncalled for 
comment,’’ Daley said. ‘He 
(Gaynor) was not at the 
meetings. He was not active in 
the neighborhood. Bobby Gaynor 
never called me.” 

Daley said that he has always 
taken the concerns of residents 
into account in his previous pro- 
jects. This style led Upper Falls’ 
neighbors to support the seven 


condominiums he built on Cot- 
tage Street while a member of 
the Land Use Committee, he 
said. 

Other developers — such as 
former chairman Terry Morris — 
have served on the Land Use 
Committee. 

Daley said developers add to 
the effectivness of Land Use, 
which scrutinizes development 
proposals and recommends 
whether the full board should 
grant special permits for pro- 
jects which are larger allowed by 
zoning. 

If there were no developers on 
the committee, ‘“‘you’d have to 
get your information from other 
experts and probably go to the 
Design Review Committee,’ he 
said. “If you think Land Use is 
slow now, imagine what it would 
be like if you didn’t have people 
who understand development.” 

In addition to his expertise, 
Daley said he contributes a sense 
of moderation and conciliation 
which has enabled builders and 
residents to work out mutually 
satisfactory compromises rather 
than prolong disputes. 

The critical factor in any Land 
Use issue is to set up a dialogue 
and then continue it until resolu- 
tions are achieved, he said. “I 
love disagreement because out of 
disagreement comes agree- 
ment,” he said. ‘‘No side will 
ever agree 100 percent. If they 
do, something’s wrong.” 

Daley, who recently purchased 
Fred’s Country Store on Jackson 
Street and is developing a 2%- 
story office building on Dunstan 
and Washington streets, said 
right now he has no plans to leave 
the board when his term expires. 

“T’'m not going to bail out until 
somebody can prove to me they’ll 
fill my shoes,” he said. ‘‘And no 
one’s done that.”’

the water since the landfill was 
established.”’ 

Walking around his family’s 
property, bordered on one side by 
Purgatory Cove and on the other 
by the landfill, Wightman recalls 
a time when the water was clean. 

“When I came back from Viet- 
nam in 1969,’’ said the licensed 
medical technician, ‘I really 
noticed that the water was foul 
tasting and foul smelling. People 
used to bring their canoes and 
fish here. That is no longer the 
case.” 

Wightman said Purgatory 
Cove = called Paradise Cove 
before the water went bad — is 
now an algae covered cesspool. 

“Tt is no secret that the dump 
was used without authorization at 
night to dump materials during 
the years it was opened,” he said. 
“No one knows what was dumped 
there. All I know that there are 
toxic chemicals in my drinking 


water.” 

Over the years, Wightman said 
he and other neighbors formed an 
association to force the city to 
stop the pollution. That effort, in 
part, prompted the state to order 
Newton to close the dump in 1971. 

One problem, according to 
Wightman, is that it takes a long 
time for chemicals to filter down 
through the landfill into the 
watertable. Wightman also alleg- 
ed that pipes running under the 
dump, which were supposed to 
have been closed off in 1971, still 
discharge noxious materials, 

Public Works commissioner 
James Hickey did not return 
calls to his office and was 
unavailable for comment. 

Neparstek said he did not know 

of any other homes in the city out- 
side Wabasso Street homes that 
have wells. Wightman said two 
other families on the street rely 
on wells for their water supply.

But Levine objected to such a 
view, saying “there is no pro- 
posal. Nothing has been filed 
(with the city).”” 

Residents were given a look at 
the preliminary plans Nov. 18 
when they were taken on a tour of 
the existing factory, which sits on 
an irregularly-shaped, roughly 
3.5-acre site. 

“‘We discussed how we arrived 
at this design and made it clear 
we were there to hear all reac- 
tions,’’ Levine said. “‘In general, 
there was support for residential 
use.’”” 

The developers may seek to 
change the parcel from manufac- 
turing to a residential zone which 
will give them enough flexibility 
for construction, he said. 

If no compromise can be work- 
ed out, the new owners may have 
to consider a manufacturing use 
for the site, Levine said. 

Gaynor, an attorney, said he 
asked Levine two or three weeks 
ago for copies of the plans but has 
not received them. ‘‘As of this 
date, he has not communicated 
with me,” Gaynor said. ‘‘There’s 
no excuse for that.”” 

But Levine said the developers 
are still mulling the issues raised 
by residents at the first meeting 
and have reached no conclusions. 

“TI haven’t ignored his re- 
quest,”’ Levine said. ‘Since the 
project is in a state of flux, I 
haven’t had time. My humblest 
appologies.”” 

The developers, Levine said, 
plan to hold ‘‘as many meetings 
as necessary’ to reach an 
understanding with neighbors. 

For many neighbors, traffic 
and the number of new people the 
development could bring are the 
issues that have to worked out, 
according to Ann Walker, co- 
president of the Cabot School 
Parent Teacher Association. 

Traffic in the Newtonville area 
is already congested, and 
vehicles generated by a develop- 
ment so close to a school would 
concern any parent, Walker said. 

And with 121 condominiums, 
the development could attract 
enough families with young 
children to cause overcrowding

at the Cabot School, Walker said. 
The School Department is now 
reassessing its standards to 
determine adequate class size 
and school building space. 

If the School Committee 
chooses to reduce the average 
class size, an influx of new 
children may force school addi- 
tions in order to meet that new 
standard, she said. 

“Our numbers may increase 
rapidly,”’ said Walker. “We want 
them (committee members) not 
to leave us at the exact number of 
classrooms we need. We want 
some leeway.” 

According to Gaynor, the Cabot 
already has one of the highest 
student-teacher ratios of elemen- 
tary schools in Newton. 

Neighbors are also concerned 
about the project’s look because 
it is located right next to Cabot 
Park. If built, the five-story 
building would be the tallest in 
the area, Walker said. 

Levine disputed that point, say- 
ing the school is actually taller 
than the buildings would be. 

To determine what effect the 
project would have on the Cabot, 
Levine said he has met and will 
continue to meet with School 
Department Assistant 
Superintendent Vincent Silluzio. 

The developers have also hired 
the Boston traffic engineering 
firm of Vanesse-Hangen to study 
what impact added cars would 
have on the neighborhood, Levine 
said. 

Gaynor said it is a “concern” 
that the development proposal is 
being made by an alderman and 
Levine, a former Newton city 
solicitor. But Gaynor said he does 
not think either will seek or gain 
special consideration from the 
Board of Aldermen.

If the waste was stored proper- 
ly, Shah said there is little chance 
it could leak into the nearby 
Charles River. 

Suspicion that the abandoned 
cars contained the chemical first 
surfaced publicly at a recent City 
Hall meeting when neighbors 
complained to MBTA officials. At 
that meeting, MBTA operations 
manager Jack Leary said he 
“doubted’’ PCBs were in any of 
the abandoned cars. 

Dimond last Friday 
acknowledged the transit 
authority failed to remove 
capacitors containing PCBs from 
three of the 24 abandoned Boeing 
3400 and 3500 series Light Rail 
Vehicles (LRVs) that had been 
stored on the site for a number of 
years. 

“About a year ago, we in- 
spected the cars and removed the 
capacitors,” he said. “But, dur- 
ing our inspection, we missed 


three of the cars. We since 
became aware that we missed 
them and now we are going about 
removing them.” 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
chided the MBTA for failing to 
provide adequate safeguards to 
prevent children from playing on 
the vehicles. 

“The cars are very attractive 
to children who like to play on 
them,” he said. “There is little 
the MBTA can do to prevent 
children from playing on them 
the way they have been stored 
and we can only wonder if any 
children already have been con- 
taminated.” 

Dimond said the MBTA has 
taken steps to remove all PCB- 
laden capacitors from the site 
and that additional measures are 
being taken to keep children 
away from the junked vehicles. 

“We have MBTA police work- 
ing with Newton Police to try to 
keep the kids off the cars,’ he 
said. “‘We hope to have most of 
those cars out of there pretty 
soon,”

Creem: City is not a vehicle graveyard 


NEWTON — The chairman of 
the Land Use Committee says 
she would like to see the city ban 
storage of vehicles towed from 
outside city limits. 

“T don't see why we should be a 
dumping ground for cars towed 
from other cities,’ Alderman 
Cynthia Creem says. ‘The 
neighbors already feel an intru- 
sion from cars and trucks coming 
in from this city.” 

Creem’s statement was a reac- 
tion to testimony given last week 
by Paul Testa, owner of Testa’s 
towing, that he has a loose agree- 
ment with a Watertown body 
shop to store vehicles from 
Watertown and Waltham. 


Testa, who appeared before the 
committee’s public hearing, is 
asking the Board of Aldermen for 
a renewal of a special permit to 
store towed vehicles on his 


Farwell Street lot. 

During that meeting, Testa 
said he has an agreement with 
Perfection Auto Body of Water- 
town, which tows vehicles for the 
Watertown police department 
and from private calls in Water- 
town and Waltham, to store tow- 
ed vehicles there. Joseph 
Costello, office manager for 
Perfection, says his company 
stores ‘‘about one car per week”’ 
at Testa’s lot. 


DeNucci puts payroll probe on agenda 


NEWTON - In the wake of a 
report showing that the state 
does not know how many con- 
sultants are on its payroll, State 
Auditor-elect A. Joseph DeNucci 
says he will pursue a similar pro- 
be into the state’s purchasing 
practices. 

“The purchasing of services is 
an area that’s very vulnerable to 
the same kind of waste and 
abuse, if not out-and-out corrup- 
tion,’ DeNucci said. ‘‘We’ll be 
looking into all the contracts for 
services the state enters into.” 

DeNucci made his comments 
at the same time out-going 
Auditor John J. Finnegan releas- 
ed a highly critical report ex- 
amining the employment of con- 
sultants by the Dukakis ad- 


ministration. 

Finnegan’s audit details 
widespread circumvention of the 
state laws that require con- 
sultants to be hired only for 
limited periods of time for ser- 
vices not ordinarily performed 
by state personnel. 


His report concluded that no 
one knows the exact number of 
consultants working for the state, 
even though the cost of such con- 
tracts totalled $384 million in the 
past fiscal year. 

The study examined consultant 
hiring in five state departments, 
including public works, public 
health and the port authority, 
between July 1, 1984 and June 30, 
1985.

because they make friends and 
have to move and make new 
friends all over again. I try to tell 
them not to be. I try to tell them 
that there is nothing to be asham- 
ed of.” 

Both Jane and Linda say a lack 
of affordable housing, prejudice 
and inadequate state and federal 
aid have helped place them in the 
binds they find themselves. 

“Finding a place to live in 
Newton is impossible,’’ Linda 
says. “I was born and raised 
here, and I want to stay here for 
my children because the school 
system is so good. But with the 
rents the way they are, I can’t af- 
ford a one-bedroom apartment 
even if I find one that the landlord 
will rent tome.” 

Linda’s problems started in 
1977, the year she divorced her 
husband who she claims beat her. 

“T was afraid,” she says. “If it 
was just me, I probably would 
have stayed. But I was afraid for 
my kids. If he beat me, I was 
afraid it was only a matter of 
time before he would beat them 
too.” 

As a divorced mother of two, 
Linda says with her skills, the 
various clerical jobs she could 
obtain did not offer salaries that 
would cover the basic necessities 
—rent, food and clothing. 

Though she was receiving state 
aid in the form of AFDC (Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children) grants, Linda says 
soaring rental prices finally 
drove her back home with her 
parents. 

“T was awarded $50 a week in 
alimony, but I was lucky if I got 
one or two checks a month,” she 
says. “The AFDC grants don’t 
even bring me up to the poverty 
level. It’s hard to find a place to 
live when you bring home $150 a 
week. 

“Tt got to be too much,” she 
adds, “and I had to go home. I'm 
lucky, because if it weren’t for 
my parents, I don’t know where I 
would be right now.”” 


Until April, Linda was living in 
subsidized housing. She was 
evicted, and charged with failing 
to pay her rent. She has a new 
job, and she is expecting a raise 
that will increase her take-home 
pay to around $225 a month. Even 
then, the high cost of housing is 
still an obsticle. 

“Tt kills me," she says, 
“because I feel like I am being a 
terrible mother, living with my 
parents and not being able to find 
an apartment. Six months ago, I 
told them I would only be there 
for three months.”’ 

Jane has a similar s' 

“Four months ago,”’ s 
in a soft, trembling voice, “‘my 
landlord raised the rent. We get 
into these apartments, only to 
have the rents go up on us. We 
couldn’t afford a place to live.” 

Jane, who also receives AFDC 
grants, turned to the Waltham 
Public Welfare Department, who 
referred her to Bristol Lodge. 

“Landlords go crazy once they 
put you in,’ she says. ‘“That’s 
part of the problem.” 

The other part of the problem, 
she says, is prejudice. Not only 
did she have a hard time finding 
landlords willing to accept 
tenants on welfare, she says 
many were unwilling to rent to 
blacks. 

““We’re businessmen,’ she 
says the landlords told her. ‘‘We 
have to make a living too. If it 
were up to me, I would let you in, 
but we can't.’ 

“We were given the run- 
around,” she adds. ‘We'd get on 
the phone, and they would tell us 
they had something, but then 
they saw our faces and told us 
they just rented it out. Some peo- 
ple even came right out and said 
they didn’t want to rent to a fami- 
ly on AFDC.” 
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Linda says she also experienc- 
ed prejudice 

‘No one wants to rent to a 
divorced woman,” she says 
“They are worried there will be 
men in the house. When I first got 
divorced, my grandmother told 
me what to expect. I told her she 
was crazy because this is the 80s 
You know what? She w right on 
the money. There till a great 
deal of prejudice against divorc- 
ed women.” 

Once in Bristol Lodge, Jane 
says her family suffered the 
frustration that comes from not 
being able to afford a place to 
live. 

“T just eried,"’ she says. ‘‘I did 
a lot of crying. I tried to find out 
what to do, but what I found out 














was how uncaring the landlords 
are. 

During their stay, Jane says 
she and her husband spent 
endless hours on the phone and 
the streets looking for a landlord 
willing to take them in 

The effort was eventually suc- 
cessful. Jane and her family are 
about to move into a new place. 
But, the sears of being homeless, 









she says , do not heal quickly. 
“You never know,’’ she says, 

wringing her hand. Once you 

become homeless, there is 


always the fear in the back of 
your mind that, even if you have 
a place right now, you may not 
later on. That is a very scary feel- 
ing 
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Praises for ‘the powers of light’ 


While the cry goes up every year, 
around this time, that our year-end 
celebrations — Christmas and Hanuk- 
kah — are losing their religious mean- 
ing to crass commercialism, it should 
be remembered that these feasts have 
their roots in a tradition that predates 
organized religion. 

That is not something to fear. It is 
natural enough that we _ should 
celebrate the reemergence of the 
powers of light. It happens on 
December 22, during the winter 
solstice, when the sun once again 
begins to move north and the days get 
longer. It is then that the powers of 
darkness, which have been getting 
more and more powerful ever since 
the end of June, begin to diminish. 

Whether we call it Christmas or the 
Feast of Lights, the dominant theme 
of the celebration is one of bringing 
light to the darkness. We light the 


Hospital deregulation full of peril: 


Fair Share and other advocacy 
groups have good reason to be con- 
cerned over implications in a bill filed 
for the Massachusetts Hospital 
Association seeking deregulation. 
Such a sweeping change will face 
‘rough going in the Legislature, and 
properly so. 

In an initial review, it appears that 
‘the crux of the bill is to address the 
‘problem funding the ‘bad debts and 
‘free care’’ of uninsured people. A $270 
million pool, now underwritten by 
health insurers falls far short of ac- 
tual cost, according to the health in- 
‘dustry, which is bucking for a 
\statewide payroll tax raising $700 
million. 

Providers are also after elimination 
‘of controls to allow hospitals to set 
‘charges for patient care on their own 
‘and for doctors to do the same. Ob- 
viously enough, the result would be to 
have half the population of the Com- 
monwealth covered by Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield and other insurers paying 
increased fees. 

Another ‘‘wish list” proposal is to 
repeal the certificate of need require- 
ment for hospital expansion that has

Any tradition that has sur- 
vived as long as our celebration of the 
winter solstice commands respect. 





been in effect for 15 years. Our view is 
that certification has preserved a 
competitive balance among com- 
munity hospitals and the larger in- 
stitutions. 

A study commission is charged with 
coming up with a recommendation on 
changes before the October expiration 
of present controls. Closed door ses- 
sions evidently have produced nothing 
of substance as yet, and reportedly 
could fail to do so by the time it 
reaches a June report deadline. 

Serious public scrutiny will come in 
legislative hearings on the MHA bill. 
We await with interest the rationale 
behind such an anti-consumer step 
backward. 

Cost containment imposed by con- 
trols has made it difficult for hospitals 
and patients, admittedly. At the same 
time, the existence of more empty 
beds has influenced a shift to varying 
uses of space, enabling the hospitals 
to furnish a broader range of services. 

Improvements always can be made 
in a system so complex and so closely 
linked to a doctor-patient relationship 
with the providers. In this context, 
deregulation has to be a scary word.

The annual attempt to ‘make 
glad the heart of childhood’

Yes, there was a Virginia. And before she died in 
1971 at the age of 81, she paid tribute to the virtually 
forgotten writer for the New York Sun who penned 
what may be the world’s most famous newspaper 
editorial. 

Back in 1897, Francis Pharcellus Church was as 
unlikely a choice as any to write an answer to 8- 
year-old Virginia O’Hanlon’s question, ‘Is there a 
Santa Claus?” 

A gruff, no-nonsense type of newspaperman, he 
had been a war correspondent for The New York 
Times during the Civil War. He and his wife had no 
children. As his colleagues recalled, he was unen- 
thused about his assignment. 

But Church sat at his desk with Virginia’s hand- 
written letter before him and began to write —never 
dreaming that the 415 words he wrote would 
undergo countless reprintings in newspapers and 
anthologies and be translated into 20 languages. 

The editorial he wrote was a reply to a 32-word 
letter Virginia had written to the Question & 
Answer column in the Sun. ‘Dear Editor,’ the let- 
ter said, ‘‘Some of my little friends say there is no 
Santa Claus. Papa says, ‘If you see it in the Sun, it’s 
so.’ Please tell me the truth, is there a Santa 
Claus?” 

In later years, Virginia would tell how she hap- 
pened to write that letter. She believed in Santa 
Claus, but when other little boys and girls told her 
there really was no Santa Claus, she went to her 
father to ask him. 

Her father, a surgeon in New York, was a little 
evasive on the subject. So she decided to write to 
the editor of the Sun, 

“Tt was a habit in our family,” said Virginia, 
“that whenever any doubts came up as how to pro- 
nounce a word or some question of historical fact 
was in doubt, we wrote to the Question & Answer 
column in the Sun.” 

She now told her father what she proposed to do. 
The doctor, glad to be relieved of the responsibility 


to answer his daughter’s question himself, said that 
was a fine idea. 

After Virginia put her letter in the mailbox, she 
went home and waited. No reply appeared. She was 
getting more disappointed by the day when one 
afternoon Dr. O’Halon called his daughter from his 
office. ‘Virginia,’ he said, as excited as his 
daughter would be in a moment, ‘‘they have printed 
an answer to your letter.” 

The Sun editorial with the now famous title, ‘Yes, 
Virginia, there is a Santa Claus” began, ‘‘Virginia, 
your little friends are wrong.... Santa Claus exists 
as certainly as love and generosity and devotion, 
and you know that they abound to give to your life 
its highest beauty and joy... 

“No Santa Claus? Thank God he lives.... A thou- 
sand years from now, Virginia, nay, 10 times 10,000 
years from now, he will continue to make glad the 
heart of childhood.” 

Virginia O'Hanlon and Francis Church never 
met. He died in 1906, when she was 16. Although the 
letter was reprinted every Christmas in the Sun un- 
til the paper folded in 1949, Church’s authorship was 
little known, as it is today. 

Virginia became a teacher and spent her 47-year 
career in the New York City school system. For 
several of those years she was a principal of Public 
School 401 in Brooklyn, a school that held classes in 
hospitals and institutions for chronically ill 
children. 

The Sun editorial, she said later in her life, 
became her inspiration as a teacher. “The 
reassurance which Mr. Church’s words brought 
me,” she said, ‘‘made me determine that in dealing 
with children’s hopes and ideas, I would try never 
to disappoint them.” 

Her life’s work would be, in the words of Church’s 
editorial, to ‘make glad the heart of childhood.”

With a lawyer's precision, 
Pierce spells out what he sees as 
his and his party’s job in the 
House: 1) to function as the tradi- 
tional watchdog over taxing and 
spending; 2) to produce creative 
legislative answers to unfolding 
statewide problems; and 3) to be 
positive in style, debate and im- 
age. 

Item #3 is interesting. For 
years, opposition voices in the 
legislature have been shrill, self- 
righteous and scolding. When 
they lecture the membership 
with their tiresome negatives, 
many colleagues turn off their 


hearing aids and barely stifle 
their resentment. Meanwhile, 
serious and legitimate misgiv- 
ings continue among many rank- 
and-file Democrats about their 
leadership's partisan and un- 
bridled domination of Beacon 
Hill. 

If a new generation of 
Republicans tries its hand in this 
arena, you're bound to see fresh 
initiatives, responsible thinking, 
perhaps some admirable excite- 
ment for a change. 

Rep. Jonathan Healy, R- 
Charlemont, 41, for instance, 
came to the House in 1971 from 
the state’s largest rural district, 
the First Franklin. Handsome, 
imaginative, independent, 
problem-oriented, he brooded 
over practical issues like preser- 
ving farmlands for the future, 
protecting precious acquifiers, 
restoring viability to the 
Republican party, finding com- 
mon cause with Democrats, 

Healy came up with this in- 
triguing notion about “affordable 
housing”, a trite phrase which 
rolled glibly off every cam- 
paigner’s lips but rarely rolls off 
anybody's production line, 

On his own family farm, Healy 
Says, are generous stands of 
hemlock along with potential 
sites for modest development, 
Meanwhile, construction lumber 
used today in Massachusetts is 
largely shipped in from the far 
west or, with generous subsidies 
from Canada. . 
_ Why not fashion a mix of incen- 
tives, Healy reasons, to en- 
courage selective development of 
portions of such properties while 
preserving the best of rural lands 
via private trusts for the future? 
Why not cut and mill native 
Massachusetts lumber locally to 
produce economical (‘‘af- 
fordable') $60,000 homes with 


local suppliers, miniscule 
transportation costs and 20 per- 
cent markups, instead of $100,000 
homes with expensive imported 
materials, unconscionable pro- 
fits and irreversible exploitation 
of the land? 

If Republicans tackle 
grassroots realities and develop 
down-to-earth strategies that 
make sense, Healy argues, the 
GOP could conceivably be taken 
seriously again in the House. 
Leadership must come from the 
bottom up, not the top down. 

Alas, no such prospects appear 
likely in the Republican State 
Committee. As the organiza- 
tional arm of the party, it has 
Succumbed to infighting and lost 
Sight of its mission. It should 
@racefully resign en masse and 
make way for new young people - 
~ @ la that band of Republicans 
tuning up in the House.

Judge Douglas P. Woodlock 
recently issued the “interim 
order” after conferring with 
woo for Curry and the ci- 
y. 












The court order is con- 
tingent upon Curry passing a 
physicial exam. He underwent 
testing last Monday at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
and is now awaiting the 
results. 

“If we got a certificate from 
the doctor, conceivably he 
could come back the next 
day,” said Asst. City Solicitor 
Gary Blau, who is handling the 
case, 

Curry, a 65-year-old Newton 
Centre resident, was a city 
employee for 39 years until 
forced to retire in October. 
The Wire Department 
foreman was responsible for 
maintaining the city’s fire 
alarms and police call boxes, 
as well as 250 miles of wiring 
connecting them to police and 
fire stations. 

Since Curry’s retirement, 
the five-man department has 
been operating with only three 
signal maintainers.

Curry’s legal challenge to 
the concept of mandatory 
retirement arose just as elder- 
ly advocates began to fight a 
similar battle at the state 
level.

Kevin Blanchette are sponsor- 
ing a measure to exempt most 
city and state employees in 
Curry’s Civil Service 
classification from mandatory 
retirement statutes.

The bill — passed by the 
House, but now stalled in the 
Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee — would likely make 


Curry’s court case un- 
necessary, according to 
Lichten. 


“Tf that legislation passes, I 
think it’s reasonable to 
assume an overall settlement 
can be reached,” Lichten said. 
“If the legislation doesn’t 
pass, it’s probably going to 
trial.”’ 

The measure has put the city 
in the awkward position of 
having to defend an old law 
even as the state is consider- 
ing changing it. The city pro- 
bably needed some type of 
court action to resolve the 
dilemma, Blau said. 

The bill must be refiled for 
consideration in 1987 if it is not 
enacted by the end of this 
legislative session. State Rep. 
David Cohen, D-Newton, has 
added his name to the list of 
sponsors should the measure 
have to be re-introduced. 

The bill would strip man- 
datory retirement for most 
workers in Curry’s classifica- 
tion — Group 2 of the four civil 
service classifications. Cur- 
rent law forces them to retire 
at 65. 

Signal maintainers were 
previously classified in Group 
1, which allows workers to 
stay on the job past age 70 as 
long as they pass an annual 


health checkup 

That changed around 20 
years ago when signal main- 
tainers from across the state 
successfully lobbied to be in- 
cluded in Group 2. The new 
classification gave them the 
option of retiring earlier with 
full pension benefits. 

Ironically, Curry actively 
participated in the effort that 
eventually cost him his job 

“The reason I did it was so I 
could retire at an earlier age,”’ 
he said. “‘I was in my 40s at the 
time. Now I’m 65 and I have a 
different slant on it.’’ 

After almost four decades 
working for the city, Curry 
said he feels fit and wants to 
continue working at a job he 
enjoys. 

Peter Ebb, research direc- 
tor for the Legislature’s Joint 
Committee on Public Service, 
said the state decided to make 
retirement mandatory at 65 
for Group 2 because those jobs 
are considered stressful and 
physically demanding. 

Many employees who fought 
for the option to retire early 
now find themselves in the 
same position as Curry, he 
said. 

“What they’ve regretted is 
not early retirement, but what 
came with it — mandatory 
retirement,’’ Ebb said. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly, people don’t always 
look down the road.’’ 





Tow operator cries political foul

NEWTON - The attorney for 
an Upper Falls gas station owner 
is claiming accusations linking 
his client to a probe of city towing 
operations may have been 
politically motivated. 

Edward Negoshian, owner of 
Negoshian’s Towing at 14 Elliot 
St., held a press conference last 
Friday in an effort to clear his 
name of what he termed “‘false 
accusations or rumors’’ arising 
from investigations into the city’s 
tow operations. 

The conference was held in the 
offices of Negoshian’s attorney, 
Peter Harrington, who said it ap- 
pears his client was the victim of 
political infighting between 
Police Chief William F. Quinn 
and Alderman Paul Coletti. 


Coletti was dissatisfied when 
Quinn announced an initial police 
department internal investiga- 
tion into towing operations un- 
covered no evidence of officer 
wrongdoing. 

Coletti vowed to fight for the 
creation of a Citizens Review 
Board (CRB) to look into any 
future complaints against police. 

Harrington said it is possible 
Quinn reopened the investigation 
and dropped Negoshian from the 
tow list so Coletti would not push 
for the CRB. 

“That's pure conjecture on Mr. 
Harrington’s part,” Coletti said 
in response. ‘‘I don’t make deals 
and Peter Harrington should 
know that.” 

Coletti said the idea of creating 
a CRB has not been dropped, but 
has been put on hold while the 


Countersuit threatened

NEWTON -— Police officers be- 
ing questioned by the Middlesex 
District Attorney’s office for 
their part in the alleged Garden 
City tow scam will likely file a 
countersuit, according to the at- 
torney for the Newton Police 
Association (NPA). 

“A couple of officers have sug- 
gested to me that they feel their 
civil rights have been violated 
and that they want to look into the 
possibility of filing a counter- 
suit,” Joseph McParland, the 
Quincy-based attorney represen- 
ting the NPA said. 

According to NPA president 
Lynda Glenn, five police officers 
are being questioned by the DA’s 
office, state police and the 
department’s Internal Affairs 
Bureau about their involvement 
in alleged favoritism toward one 
or more Newton tow operators in 
exchange for gifts. 

Neither Glenn nor McParland 
would confirm which officers are 
under investigation. 

McParland, however, said the 
charges are unfounded. 

“It's the same old thing,'’ he 
said, ‘You throw anything 
against the wall and see if it 
sticks. That is what is going on

here,” 

In addition, he denied rumors 
circulating around City Hall that 
a grand jury will be convened to 
determine if indictments are 
warranted. 

“T do not think it will go to a 
grand jury,” he said. “‘I think all 
the officers will be vindicated.”” 

He added the officers’ counter- 
suit would be tried as a civil case, 
because they would be seeking to 
redress damage to their reputa- 
tions.

district attorney conducts his in- 
vestigation. 

Quinn decided to drop 
Negoshian primarily because of 
testimony at a state Department 
of Public Utilities hearing about 
complaints against the com- 
pany’s business practices, Coletti 
said.

Glenn said the officers — two 
from the traffic bureau and one 
each from the operations, animal 
control and detective bureaus — 
have been upset by the investiga- 
tions. 

“Of course they are angry,” 
she said. ‘It is very upsetting 
when a civilian makes charges 
like this. No matter what hap- 
pens, this whole incident will go 
on their permanant records.”

Harrington said District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger’s office 
has indicated that Negoshian is 
not under investigation. 

But Asst. District Attorney 
David Burns admitted he wanted 
to talk with Negoshian primarily 
because of “information and

Policing for 
decisions 
by aldermen

NEWTON = Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle is preparing 
to ask the board to establish an 
oversight committee to make 
sure all its decisions are careful- 
ly implemented. 

The committee would monitor 
businesses to make sure they 
comply with the conditions of 
special permits and municipal 
government to determine if 
money is being properly spent. 

His proposal is tentatively 
scheduled to be discussed 
tomorrow by the Legislation & 
Rules Committee, which will 
likely draft an ordinance to 
create the oversight body. 

A special permit, allowed by 
local zoning ordinances, is a 
privilege given to a business or 
a developer with conditions to 
make sure the public welfare is 
served, Bullwinkle said. 

The Board of Aldermen should 
have some means to make sure 
those conditions are observed. 

“They are asking us to im- 
prove their lot in life,’ said 
Bullwinkle of businesses that re- 
quest special permits. ‘‘This is 
what you say you’re going to do. 
You'd better do it.” 

The committee would watch 
city government in a similar 
fashion, making sure that 
money allocated by the board is 
used exactly for the purposes re- 
quested, the Ward 3 alderman

said. 

Bullwinkle declined to name 
specific instances where condi- 
tions of special permits have 
been ignored or where city 
government has not spent funds 
exactly as outlined. Examples 
could be brought out when his 
proposal is discussed by the 
rules committee, he said. 

If formed by a vote of the full 
board, the oversight committee 
could begin by examining all 
special permits and board 
orders issued in the past year, 
Bullwinkle said. 

As he envisions it, the body 
would initially be composed of 
aldermen, but later, ‘If it made 
sense, I’d open it to the public,” 
Bullwinkle said. 

The body would actively 
engage in investigations. ‘It 
would mean getting evidence, 
and no baloney evidence,’’ he 
said.

NEWTON = While most 
emergency room physicians 
only last five years because 
of the high stress and 
pressure involved, Dr. 
Charlotte Yeh — who was 
recently appointed chief of 
emergency medicine at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital — 
has survived 10. She said she 
thrives on the “unpredictable 
nature of the job and helping 
people in crisis.” 

Yeh, 34, the first woman 
appointed as chief of any 
department at the hospital by 
its board of trustees, seems 
oblivious to her ground- 
breaking accomplishment. 

“T never really thought 
about it. It never really oc- 
curred to me that I am the 
first woman,”’ Yeh said 
humbly. ‘I’m very excited to 
be the chief of the emergency 
ward where I can be part of 
maintaining and improving 
the overall service of the 
ward. 

“For all the good things we 
have here at this hospital,” 
she said, ‘‘I’m certain we can 
do it better. If you ever think 
you’re providing the best, 
you're probably not doing it.” 

Her new position is more 
administrative than in her 
previous position as assistant 
chief of emergency, but she 
still spends 50 percent of her 
time doing clinical work. Yeh 
works up to 65 hours a week, 
makes life and death deci- 
sions every day, and 
manages a team of doctors as 
efficiently as a precision 
clock. One mistake or a 
precious minute lost can cost 
someone's life. 

Yet, at the end of the day, 
Yeh is energetic, vibrant and 
laughing and appears 
unscathed by the intense 
pressure. What makes it all 
worthwhile, she said, is when 
“you literally grab people 
from the jaws of death. There 
is no feeling like it.” 

Day-in and day-out, 
emergency room doctors see 
the bleaker side of life: peo- 
ple who overdose on drugs or

are maimed in car accidents 
and whose lives hang by a 
thread. Yeh said doctors — no 
matter how hard they try - 
never get used to losing a pa- 
tient. 

“Tt doesn’t get better. The 
feeling gets worse,”’ she said. 
“You would think the more 
tragedy you see the less dif- 
ficult it would be when a pa- 
tient dies. I can remember 
almost every patient I've lost, 
especially the young ones. It 
sits with you. There is no 
phone call I dread more than 
making that call to a parent 
whose child has died.”” 

Yeh is an advocate of 
educating the public on 
preventative measures — in- 
cluding seatbelt use and 
cardio-pulminary resuscita- 
tion (CPR) — so people can 
avoid crisis situations or cope 
better with emergencies 
should they arise. 

“Tf people take these 
measures seriously, it can 
mean one less phone call I 
have to make to a grieving 
parent,” Yeh said. 

Yeh recieved her medical 
degree and graduated an 
honor student in 1975 from 
Northwestern University 
School of Medicine in 
Chicago. She then completed 
two years of general surgical 
residency at the University of 
Washington and the Universi- 
ty of California, Los Angeles, 
where she also took her 
emergency medicine residen- 


cy. 

She is certified by the 
American Board of Emergen- 
cy Medicine, is president of 
the Massachusetts chapter of 
the American College of 
Emergency Physicians, and 
is an assistant professor in 
the Department of Communi- 


ty Health at Tufts University 
School of Medicine. 

She juggles all these duties 
and commitments on the job 
while at home she has a hus- 
band and a 15-month-old 
daughter. 

“As in any field, to make it 
you have to be dedicated; and 
in medicine you have to care 
a great deal about people,” 
Yeh said. “There is no way I 
could have come so far 
without the support and 
understanding I get from my 
husband.”” 

Emergency medicine is a 
new specialty — since 1979 — 
and Yeh said it is exciting to 
be “‘in the forefront of 
something new.” 

In her six years at Newton- 
Wellesly Hospital, Yeh said 
she has seen ‘tremendous 
growth in the capabilities of 
doctors and the quality of 
emergency care.” 

Yeh would like to see more 
cities and towns utilize 
paramedics in their am- 
bulatory services rather than 
relying soley on Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMTs). 
Newton is the only city in the 
area that utilizes paramedics, 

“Basic EMT service is 
great, but paramedics can 
really handle life threatening 
situations and truly extend 
our emergency care to the 
home.” 

Yeh said she wishes people 
were more conscious of the 
enormous hours and dedica- 
tion it takes to operate an 
emergency room, which Yeh 
describes as the “invisible 
safety net.” 

“By that I mean that 
nobody thinks about you until 
they need you,” she said. 
“We're always there, seven 
days a week, 24-hours a day.””

Since the street closings were 
proposed, neighbors, school of- 
ficials, commission members 
and Ward 2 aldermen Louis Irwin 
and Elaine Gentile negotiated 
several revisions of the initial 


plan. 
Under the final plan, Elm Road 
can no longer be used to drive

The city could stop the 
speeding and reduce the number 
of vehicles only by changing the 
traffic pattern on Elm Road and 
Blithedale Street, said Gentile. 

Traffic congestion and parking 
problems trouble the 
neighborhood because 2,200 
students and several hundred 
faculty attend the school during 
the day and over 2,000 adults take 
evening education courses, Gen- 
tile said.

¢ Always keep the car locked 
whenever and wherever it is 
parked. Remember, ‘‘Lock it and 
pocket the keys.” 

¢ If it is necessary to leave 
packages ina car, put them in the 
trunk, out of sight. People owning 
station wagons should put the 
packages on the floor and place a 
blanket over them. 

¢ Park in a well lit area and as 
close to the stores as possible, 
avoiding remote and poorly lit 
areas. 

* Keep packages under control 
at all times. 

* Don’t put down a purse while 
looking at merchandise or buying 
groceries.

WEST NEWTON = The owners 
of Newton-Waltham Nissan on 
Washington Street in West 
Newton are asking the Board of 
Aldermen for a special permit to 
store 90 cars on a Webster Street 
lot 

The request, however, came 
after an inspection by the 
Building Department and a 
subsequent court ruling deter- 
mined Nissan had illegally stored 
and showcased vehicles at the 
site last summer, according to 


Alderman Polly Bryson 

Alan Barkin, the attorney 
representing the auto dealer, 
said it is his opinion that no 
special permit is needed. But, he 
added, the auto dealer is willing 
to face aldermen ‘‘because 
discretion is the better part of 
valor,” he said 

“My contention is that we do 
not need a_ special permit 
because the land is zoned for 
manufacturing,’ he said. “We 
would only be storing vehicles. In 
my opinion, there is nothing in 
the zoning codes that prevents 
the owners from storing vehicles

in a manufacturing zone." 

Nissan owners will face opposi- 
tion when the item comes up. 
Alderman Richard McGrath, 
who along with Bryson 
represents Webster Street 
neighbors opposed to the idea, 
said Mario DiCarlo, who owns the 
property, has a poor track record 
of dealing with neighbors. 

“No matter what conditions we 
attempt to work out,”’ he said,

But Bullwinkle, a personnel 
specialist for Raytheon, still 
doubts the city will get what it 
wants from a Hay study. 

“I’m not sure you’re going to 
get out of this what you’re looking 
for,’’ Bullwinkle said after 
casting the lone dissenting vote 
as Programs and Planning back- 
ed the proposal. 

City officials want Hay 
Management Inc. to evaluate the 
job descriptions and pay of some 
55 department heads and middle 
managers. By clearly defining 
job duties and ensuring fair pay, 
Hay would improve morale and 
productivity, while protecting the 
city against violations of equal 
employment laws, they contend. 

Bullwinkle, however, argued 
that hiring Hay may raise salary 
expectations, only to let some 
employees down when the raises 
they are hoping for do not 
materialize. 

“Are you going to give them a 
false expectation of an in- 
crease?”’ Bullwinkle asked. 

“It represents an opportunity, 
but not a guarantee,” said 
Richard Kelliher, the city’s chief 
administrative officer. 

Kelliher said he suspected the 
city’s upper level employees are 
well compensated in comparison 
to other communities in Eastern 
Massachusetts, but a study is 
necessary to verify that.

The purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss ways in which the 
court and the advocacy group 
eould work together to better 
serve Newton's battered women. 

Basbas has been active in im- 
proving the judicial system's 
response to battered women, ac- 
cording to Support Committee 
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director Judy Heiman. 

In 1985, he chaired a commis- 
sion to develop standards for 
district court judges to use in the 
implementation of the Abuse 
Prevention Act (MGL c, 209A), a 
law designed to provide im- 
mediate protection for battered 
women in Massachusetts. 

At the same time, he convened 
a task force of service providers 
who work with battered women 
in Newton, including health, 
social service, educational and 
law enforcement personnel, as | 
well as the Support Committee 
for Battered Women. 

The Support Committee, with 
financial assistance from the 
Newton Community Develop- 
ment Program, provides ser- 
vices to several Newton women 
each year. There are currently 
two Newton families in the 
group’s emergency shelter, 
which has a capacity of four to 
five families.

BOSTON — Senior co- 
captain Gail McCarthy of

McCarthy wrapped up her 
fourth fall season with the Ter- 
riers with a 6-6 overall record 
in singles play, a 13-4 overall 
mark in doubles play and in- 
dividual titles at the Seaboard 
and New England Champion- 
ships. 

McCarthy teamed with 
Kristin Noferi to win the No. 3 
doubles title at the Seaboards 
and teamed up with Co-Capt. 
Mandy O'Donnell to win the 
No. 1 doubles title at the New 
Englands. 

“Gail turned in solid per- 
formances for us all year,” 
said second-year coach Lesley 
Sheehan, ‘‘but she made the 
biggest difference for us as a 
team with her leadership.” 

McCarthy, a 1983 graduate 
of Newton North High School, 
was named as the team's Most 
Valuable Player in 1985, The

Hillis is a returning 
district place winner at 157, and 
“he fits the true sense of the word 
competitor,’’ Hurwitz said

than to mix it up.”” 

While Hillis has an injury to his 
hand, the coach said it i: affec- 
ting the quality of his practice 
time. ‘‘He’s still going gung ho,” 
Hurwiz said. 

Friedman, a sophomore is 
“very strong,’’ Hurwitz said, 
“and very young. Any varsity ex- 
perience we can get him will 
benifit him later on.”” 

John Hillis, the third  tri- 
captain, recently lowered his 
football-weight of 200 down to 187, 
and is expected to be a force in 
his class as a third-year varsity 
wrestler.

Dance 


is growing up fast

NEWTONVILLE = Although 
still an infant, Paradigm Dance 
proved its technical and artistic 
maturity during a performance 
at the Newton Arts Center last 
Friday. 

The program opened with the 
premiere of Cathy Young’s work 
“The Grid,’ a commentary on 
social expectation and conformi- 
ty. The power of the piece is 
achieved with white overalled 
figures. 

Whether working ass or 
automatons, the white figures 
travel along prescribed paths. 
Simple gestures of a raised hand 
or head sharply turned are pick- 
ed up by the dancers on stage as 
they intersect at a point of the 
grid. At times, the player’s 
movements are inverted and con- 
voluted in attempt to break away 
from predetermined roles. The 
piece is startling in its starkness 
and angularity. 

“MC2,” Beth Hirschhaut’s 
abstract work, is a dramatic con- 
trast to “The Gird.” The dancers 
are striking in their sharp blue 
unitards and brightly colored 
triangular midriffs. 

Based on Einstein's vision, this 
organic work explores the flow of 
energy as individuals are born 
and develop into group members. 
Born in dusty light, the dancer's 
amoeba forms explore their new 
surroundings with ankle and 
wrist rotations. They stretch 
grope and slither over one 
another. Through pulsating, syn- 
copated rhythms of ‘‘Steps 





Ahead,”’ the energy seems to flow | 


between and around them as a 
group. There is more energy in 
the group than the sum of its 
parts. 

“Plena” has a fullness which 
seems to evolve but through its 
earthy, at times, primitive quali- 
ty. The syncopation of clapping 
expands and contract the energy. 
African drums intensify the piece 
as dancers in red and black 
leotards topple like dominoes, 
crouch and leap with abandon. 

Jim Viera emerges as a pack 
leader or visionary. He summons 
from the group’s periphery with 
angular arm stures and isolated 
foot pivots as if grounding his 
message. The energy gradually 
dissipates. 

In contrast to the serious inten- 
sity of these two pieces, ‘Closet 
Dancers” and “Glamour” pro- 
vide comic relief. Draped in 
outrageous outfits from their own 
closets, each company member 
abandons himself to the joy of im- 
provising as layers of apparel are 
shed. 

Scarves become dancing part- 
ners. Punk becomes slithering 
sensuality. The audience is 
drawn into their delight until 
Cathy Young, with surprised then 
confrontive pose and stare, con- 
veys embarrassment and an- 
noyance at the viewers’ intrusion 
on moments of private play. 

Young’s solo seems to explore 
perception with a stylization of 
and satire on fashion, A pink, 
sleezy dress, fuscia high heels, 


a_ strutting seductress in her 
black leotard, she becomes the 
caricature of a dumb blonde. She 
plays to the audience. 

The second part of the piece is 
a spoof on high style, designer 
fashions. And the ridiculous at- 
tempt to seduce while militantly 
striding and posing in a show. 
Gray garbage pail liners, black 
drapes and bows with white 
origami style hats are the style. 
The fashion enhances the in- 
dividuality in the first part of this 
work and overshadows it in the 
second. 

Jim Viera’s work, 
“Trickwrist” is unique in spirited 
quirkness. Attempt is made to 
focus on partially gloved white 
hands. Yet while Viera’s whole, 
black clad body gymnastically 
reshapes itself with breathtaking 
control, the audience's eyes rest 
on the flow of energy through his 
body despite a rotating wrist. 

At times he is an arching cater- 
pillar or a gymnast doing a slow 
backward shoulder roll as if by 
magic. One wonders where each 
movement begins and ends since 
the transitions are so fluid and 
unpredictable. 

Paradigm Dance’s 
choreography and _ execution 
reveal the director’s and 
members’ ability to explore 
movement from many _ in- 
teresting perspectives. This 


young company is one to watch.

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Aldermen question their own procedures

NEWTON = A request from a 
tow operator for an extension of a 
Special permit to store vehicles 
focused aldermanic attention on 
how the Board of Aldermen 
follows up on conditions outlined 
in board orders 

Testa’s Towing is seeking 
renewal of a permit to store tow- 
ed vehicles on a commercially 
zoned parcel of land on Farwell 
Street. Neighbors attending last 
week’s Land Use Committee 
Public Hearing complained that 
conditions stipulated in the board 
order were not adhered to. 

As a result of the controversy, 
Alderman Cynthia Creem said 
she will ask the Law Department 
if the board can set specific dates 
for conditions to be complied with 
and impose penalties if they are 
not. 

“This is not just aimed at you,” 
she told Testa, ‘We see people 
receiving special permits and ex- 
tensions without having lived up 
to previous agreements.” 

The neighbors asked the 
aldermen not to renew the per- 
mit, issued annually, because 
they said owner Paul Testa has

portions of the street, not kept the 
site clean and failed to erect a 
stockade fence three of the 
conditions in the original 1983 
order 

Rocco Sementelli, of 86 Farwell 
St., told aldermen that he 
documented several instances 
when tow trucks from Testa’s 
entered the property from 
residential portions of the street. 
He said that was a violation of the 
board order because tow trucks 
are supposed to enter the proper- 
ty near the corner of North and 
Farwell streets — the commer- 
cially zoned section of the proper- 
ty. 

“Mr. Testa has made very lit- 
tle effort to uphold his part of the 
bargain,” he said. “Things only 
got done when he was about to 
come before the board for a per- 





mit. Frankly, the place is a 
disgrace.” 

Testa said because he is also a 
resident of Farwell Street and 
because he has already perform- 
ed 4,500 tow calls this year for the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion, the tow truck he keeps at his 
home does travel throughout the 
street 

Testa added that he did erect a 
fence, but not the required 
stockade fence because he is 
seeking an alternative location. 

“Why should I sink $6,000 into a 
fence if I am going to move,” he 
said, 

When asked by neighbors why 
the city has failed to take action, 
Aldermen Paul Coletti and 
Richard McGrath pointed out 
that neighbors should contact ci- 
ty officials.

Coletti said the neighbors 
should complain to Police Chief 
William Quinn, who has ultimate 
authority over which companies 
tow for the city and McGrath said 
they should also speak with 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron, who has ultimate 
authority over inspectional ser- 
vices. 

In addition to the alleged viola- 
tions, there was controversy over 
whether the special permit was a 
renewal or a new permit, 
because of a bureaucratic over- 
sight. 


According to attorney Robert 
Tennant, representing Testa, the 
board issued the first special per- 
mit for the site in 1983 even 
though Testa has used the site 
since 1975, 

Tennant says the request is for

Christmas novelty tunes brighten holidays

It’s beginning to sound a lot like 
Christmas... 

Christmas songs have always 
been a traditional part of the holi- 
day season. But yuletide staples 
such as “Silent Night” are com- 
peting more and more on the air- 
waves and in stores with a newer 
breed of Christmas tunes — the 
novelty records. 

Nonconformant songsters 
began departing from traditional 
religious carols as early as 1700 
with ‘The Twelve Days of 
Christmas.” 

For the past few decades, it has 
been the modern Christmastime 
hype and commercialism that 
has fueled much of the season's 
novelty music. 

“All I Want for Christmas Is 
My Two Front Teeth”’ (1947) and 
“Nuttin’ For Christmas’ (1995) 
hint at the down-to-earth 
material, as well as the spiritual, 
importance of the holiday. 

Even hidden romance — 1952's 
“I Saw Mommy Kissing Santa 
Claus’’ — has been the subject of a 
popular, less-than-traditional 
Christmas hit. 

Singers from Gene Autry to 
Bruce Springsteen have long 
known that updated Christmas 
music makes for great record 
sales. 

And ‘Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer" — the 1949 hit song was 
written by Johnny Marks, who 
adapted the verse published 10 
years before — isn't the only 
tuneful Christmas animal. ‘“The 
Chipmunk Song”’ and the Singing 
Dogs’ bark-version of ‘‘Jingle

A fur for a lifetime

Just 10 years ago, the average 
age of a woman getting her first 
fur was 50, Chances are, the fur 
was a dressy mink coat pur- 
chased ¢ gift by an adoring 
husband or lover. It was a once- 
in-a-lifetime coat, meant to last 
till the day she died 

What a difference a decade 
makes. 

These days, the average age 
of a woman buying her first fur 
It's a good bet she'll 
1o0se a sporty, casual jacket 
and buy it for herself. And she’s 
likely to consider it just the first 
fur in what eventually will be a 
wardrobe of them 

With a whole new age group 
eager to own fur, the fur in- 
dustry is responding with a wide 
selection of casual, affordable 
furs that can be worn every day, 
just like good old American 
cloth coats. The industry calls 
them bridge furs. 

“They’re young, contem- 
porary, fun, kicky furs,” said 
Sandy Blye, executive director 
of the American Fur Industry, a 
New York City-based trade 
association. ‘‘More important 
than quality is price point. They 
retail for a maximum of $2,000, 
and start at $200 and up.” 

Of course, at that price, you 
can’t expect top-grade sable (or 
even bottom-grade sable). But 
what you can expect are less- 
expensive furs such as coyote, 
beaver, raccoon, fox and 
Tibetan lamb, as well as mix- 
tures of fur and leather, fur and 
suede, and even fur and 
sweatery knit. 

Dyeing plays a big role in 
sporty furs too. Some inexpen-

Bells’’ have found their own holi- 
day niche. 

So, it wasn’t surprising when 
Elmo & Patsy, going somewhat 
further, came out with ‘“‘Grand- 
ma Got Run Over By a 
Reindeer,” It has become, for 
many, the quintessential novelty 
Christmas song of the 1980s. 

Ex-veterinarian Elmo Shrop- 
shire, who with his wife Patsy 
launched the phenomenally 
popular hit record seven years 
ago, thinks that the appeal of 
their yuletide sendup has a 
special significance for the ’80s. 

“One of the song’s appeals is 
that it’s a new Christmas story,’’ 
says Shropshire. “It is sadistic, 
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sive furs are dyed to resemble 
more luxurious ones, as when 
stenciled fox masquerades as 
Russian lynx in a hip-length 
jacket available in the fur bouti- 
que at Neiman-Marcus stores. 
Others are dyed simply for fun. 
You can now find fur jackets in 
a range of shades from pale 
mauve and plum to electric blue 
and bright tomato red 

“Sporty furs are very impor- 
tant, not only as a fur item, but 
because women are buying 
more than one fur, and it’s not 
just one go-with-everything 
coat,”’ Blye said. ‘“‘That’s one 
reason fur sales have increased 
threefold over the last 10 
years."’ 

In 1975, fur sales in the United 
States totaled $525 million, Blye 
said. Last year, the amount was 
$1.65 billion, with close to $2 
billion in sales forecast for 1986. 

If you decide to take the 
plunge, you'll find a wealth of 
jackets, both out-and-out sporty 
and the sort that look as right 
with jeans as they do with ball 
gowns. The prevailing silhouette 
is loose and full, with padded 
shoulders and small stand-up or 
shawl collars 

The classic below-the-knee 
mink coat is still around and 
selling well, in shades from pale 
taupe to deep black. Sixty per- 
cent of the furs sold each year 
are mink, because the fur is 
both durable and lightweight. 
But there are also a wide varie- 
ty of ‘‘fractional”’ coats billed as 
three-quarter, seven-eighths and 
even nine-tenths lengths. 

Look for them in reefer and 
polo styles, complete with notch- 
ed lapels and buttoned closures, 
as well as in looser, more 


sort of. But the moral of it is that 
there is a Santa Claus, and it real- 
ly pushes that point across. 

“It’s the humor of the times, 
sort of ridiculous ‘Saturday Night 
Live’-ish, that’s been very 
popular in the late ’70s and ’80s.’’ 

Which is not to say that 
everyone appreciates it. 

“When we started to perform it 
in ’79, there was a group called 
the Gray Panthers that picketed 
one of our performances,”’ Shrop- 
shire recalls. ‘‘They thought the 
song was ageist and sexist 
against women. There were 
about 40 or 50 people walking 
around with picket signs saying, 
‘What's so funny about a dead 
grandma?’” 

Quite a lot, apparently. Ac- 
cording to Shropshire, ‘‘Grand- 
ma Got Run Over by a Reindeer” 
has been the nation’s number one 
Christmas song both in airplay 
and record sales for the past 
three years. 

Frankie Blue, music director 
for New York City’s WHTZ-FM, 
finds that the station’s mostly 
teenage audience is also big on 
octogenarians being trampled by 
reindeer — to a uegree. 

“Tt’s because of the novelty,” 
Blue says. “It’s a different type 
of Christmas song. There’s an au- 
dience for novelty songs, but too 
much of it would be too distrac- 
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blouson cuts. Swiss furriers An- 
dre and Lisa Bisang, whose furs 
are sold exclusively at Neiman- 
Marcus, do some of the best 
casual coats, especially oversiz- 
ed toppers with very long, 
squared-off collars. 

Be prepared to pay handsome- 
ly for a Bisang coat, however. 
The Bisangs use only the best, 
most luxurious furs, and price 
their coats accordingly. Minks 
range from $12,000 to $25,000, 
and sables start at $80,000. 

Which brings up an intriguing 
facet of the fur boom: While 
there is considerable interest in 
the lower-priced end of the 
scale, there also is an eager 
market for extremely expensive 
furs like sable and Russian lynx. 

Blye of the American Fur In- 
dustry attributes that to the con- 
tinuing appeal of quality items, 
especially among women in 
their 30s who may be looking for 
a second, more classic fur. 

For some women, that war- 
drobe will include a fake fur. 
These fakes aren’t meant to look 
like the real thing, but they are 
an option for women who choose 
not to wear real fur. They also 
can add another dimension to a 
coat wardrobe. 

“Fake furs are very, very, 
very hot,” said H. Richard 
Silver, spokesman for the 
makers of Furtastic, a fake fur 
that has been used by designers 
Karl Lagerfeld and Issey 
Miyake, among others. ‘‘Fake 
furs today are not like 20 years 
ago, when they were designed to 
replace a coat. Today, they’re 
more fun.” 

At a cost of $250 to about $900, 
the fakes are considerably 
cheaper than the real thing.

Cordless telephones are frail

Some cordless telephones seem 
to have lives of their own. Many 
are susceptible to ‘‘false 
ringing.”’ Electrical noise ac- 
tivates their ringers, seemingly 
at random — when no one is call- 


ing. 
But what’s even more 
mysterious is that, somehow, 


some telephones are also dialing 
calls by themselves. They start 
dribbling out electronic digits, 
their owners unaware. 

Occasionally, the gremlins 
lurking amid the silicon chips 
come up with 9-1-1, and a light on 
the local emergency switchboard 
glows. When the operator 
responds, no one’s there. Has the 
caller passed out? Frantic at- 
tempts are made to trace the 
number and ring it back, or else 
dispatch police to the scene. 

Surprised residents, 
sometimes roused from deep 
sleep, deny ever having made the 
call. 

Emergency officials in several 
localities have documented this 
cordless-telephone antic. Santa 
Clara County, Calif., for exam- 
ple, was logging about 30 ‘‘phan- 
tom dialers’’ a month last spring. 

The director of a suburban 
Chicago emergency switchboard 
recently told the editors of Con- 
sumer Reports magazine that his 
operation gets about a dozen such 
calls each month. The phantom 
calls have also turned up in 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, and St. Louis. 

Cordless phones don’t just dial 
911. Occasionally, they reach 411 
(directory assistance) or 611 (the 
phone-company repair number in 
many areas). They almost 
always make local calls, but @

While the digital security 
system may help prevent 
unauthorized calls, it apparently 
hasn’t defeated the cordless 
phone gremlins. 

The electronics engineer at 
Consumer Reports who was 


testing cordless phones witness- 
ed three instances of phantom 
dialing. The AT&T Nomad 8000, 
the Sears 34986, and the Record- 
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merchants had been a lengthy 
one. 

‘It takes from one to two years 
to get one of the major chains to 
even look at a product,’ he said, 
adding that he had been called 
“the most persistent salesman 
I've ever met’? by one of his 
target buyers. 

His method was to send 
samples and follow up with 
telephone calls. The reward can 
be a large order from a major 
company 

If the product sells, he says, 
you've got a winner and suddenly 
all those retailers who didn’t 
want to see you are clamoring for 
your product. ‘‘Then all you have 
to worry about is being knocked 
off by another manufacturer.”” 

New ideas may come from so- 
meone’s imagination or they may 
actually be old ideas in some 
other locality. The new can 
opener shown by Imperial 
Schrade Corp. of New York was 


already on sale in England when 
company executives spotted it on 
a trip there, according to Charles 
E. Arnold, product manager. 

Imperial eventually secured 
the rights to make and sell the 
can opener in this country. 

It’s a simple idea with two 
facets: Instead of cutting the top 
of the can off above its rim, the 
new can opener makes the cut at 
the side of the can below the rim. 
The cutting mechanism securely 
holds the lid until the user 
releases it. The opener is said to 
work well for odd-sized cans such 
as sardine tins. 

The first shipments to stores 
were made in August, where it is 
selling for between $10 and $14. 
The new can opener has been so 
successful that Imperial, which 
is known as a producer of kitchen 
knives, has decided to add ‘hot 
items’’ to its line. The company 
expects to bring out what it calls 
“the ultimate” salt shaker and 


pepper mill at an upcoming 
market 

The importance of 
authoritative endorsements is il- 
lustrated by the success of a new 
electric knife sharpener being 
shown by Edgecraft Corp. of 
Wilmington, Del., for the second 


time at the market.

NEWTON = Governor Michael 
Dukakis has made it in 
Massachusetts. But will he be 
able to make it in the Iowa and 
New Hampshire primaries for 
nomination as a 1988 presidential 
candidate, should he decide to 
run? 

Peter Lucas, a Boston Herald 
journalist, 25-year veteran of 
Statehouse politics and 
friend of Dukakis, answered in 
the affirmative at Sunday’s 
Brotherhood of Emmanuel’s 
breakfast in Newton 

His response was based on 
Dukakis’ vast political ex- 
perience in relationship to possi- 
ble contenders. 

“Dukakis has 10 times the 

olitical experience of Mario 

uomo. When he (Dukakis) was 
in the House in 1962, Cuomo was 
barely out of law school,” noted 
Lucas. 

Dukakis served his first of four 
terms in the House of Represen- 
tatives in 1962, After the House, 
he went on the campaign trail for 
lieutenant governor and_ lost. 
Then came his three campaigns 
for governor which resulted in a 
win-lose-win tally. 

Defeat didn’t dampen the 
political spirit of Dukakis, Lucas 
said. Instead, Dukakis learned 
from his mistakes and ran a 
“flawless” campaign against Ed- 
ward King the third time around. 
Not only did Dukakis rectify 
campaign blunders, Lucas said, 
but errors made during his first 
term as govenor as well. 

Examples of the governor’s 
flexibility include last week's 
tepeal of the surtax bill that he 
instituted during his 1978 gover-

norship, and his 1985 increase of 
the drinking age to 21, which he 
refused to do in his first term as 
governor, 

Lucas marked Dukakis’ defeat 
of Ed King in 1982 as the turning 
point in Dukakis’ career and the 
Massachusetts’ Democratic par- 
ty’s solidarity. 

“The Vietnam War destroyed 
the Democratic party. He united 
the conservative and and liberal 
wings of the democratic party,” 
Lucas said. 

However, Dukakis did not 
receive all praise from Lucas. 

He cited the fact that Dukakis 
is governor as both a drawback 
and an advantage. Being a gover- 
nor is a full-time job which gives 
Dukakis an edge over senatorial 
candidates, he said. To 
simultaneously serve as gover- 
nor and run a campaign will pro- 
ve extremely taxing. Both Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Jimmy 
Carter were ex-governors when 
they chose to run. 

Lucas read his 1983 Herald Arti- 
cle entitled, “Ed King Steak, 
Michael Dukakis Quiche’’ which 
he said is still pertinent today. 

The article described Dukakis 
with strong comparisons, such 
as, ‘‘Dukakis is a string quartet. 
Dukakis is Leonard Nimoy. 
Reporters call him Mike or 
Michael (not Governor) and he 
calls reporters by their first 
name (not “Scoop'‘). Dukakis’

press conferences are good for 
one yawn.” 

Later, Lucas also said Dukakis 
is not charismatic. ‘What he 
lacks in charisma he can make 
up for in intelligence,”’ he added. 

Furthermore, he compared 
Massachusetts under Dukakis to 
Albania, a one- party police state. 
Lucas, who is of Albanian extrac- 
tion, spent two weeks in Albania 
this year. He is one of the few 
people, nevermind journalists, 
granted access to the closed 
country. 

“Dukakis gave us mandatory 
seat belt laws, road blocks and 


drunk driving laws. When I 
returned I told Mike, ‘Albania is 
just like here,’"’ Lucas said 

Dukakis, while very experienc- 
ed in American politics, has had 
little exposure to international af 
fairs and politics, an area of in 
creasing importance, Lucas 
reminded the audience 

According to Lucas, Dukakis is 
not concerned by this criticism 
Dukakis is governor of a state 
that can boast of schools like 
MIT, The Kennedy School of 
Government and the Fletcher 
School of Diplomacy, Lucas 
quoted Dukakis as saying, ‘‘I can 
get the brains.”” 

If Dukakis runs, and if Dukakis 
wins the Democratic presidential 
nomination, Lucas forecasted a 
strong chance for victory 

“There is no strong Republican 
candidate. The Republican 
group of extreme right wing 
a party going nowhere,” he con 
cluded.

NEWTON -- Elementary 
education director Melvin Hines 
in recommending the existing 
minimum-age policy for 
kindergarten students be retain- 
ed, despite concerns that the age 
is inappropriate. 

Currently, children who turn 
five before Dec. 31 are eligible for 
enrollment in kindergarten 
classes. 


But a sub-committee — in- 
cluding some elementary school 
teachers and principals — recom- 
mended a cut-off date of 
September, claiming it would 
reduce the wide span of abilities 
and maturity levels of the 
kindergarten student population. 


Developmental differences bet- 
ween kindergarten students who 
turn five in September and those 
who turn five in December are 
significant enough to warrant a 
change in policy, according to the 
sub-committee report presented 


Considering 


to the School Committee 

The sub-committee sent a ques- 
tionnaire to elementary school 
principals to determine if there is 
a correlation between the en- 
trance age of students and those 
recommended to repeat the 
kindergarten. 

More than 60 percent of the 
kindergarteners this year were 
born between September and 
December. In this age group, 
students were most often refer- 
red for retention because of 
developmental, social or emo- 
tional reasons. 

Of those recommended to 
repeat kindergarten, 71 percent 
were boys and 29 percent girls. 
Hines said the developmental 
disparity between boys and girls 
is not surprising. 

“Boys usually have a 
developmental and maturity lag- 
time of six months,”’ he said. 

The sub-committee report in- 
dicated children now in grades 
one through six who had been re- 
tained at the kindergarten level 
were more likely to be successful 


School class size

NEWTON -— Administrators 
are recommending the average 
kindergarten and first-grade 
class not exceed 20 students and 
that a teacher’s aide be provided 
in those classes that are larger, 
according to a report presented 
to the School Committee. 

A reduction in class size for 
these grades would mean hiring 
four teachers, Director of 
Elementary Education Melvin 
Hines said. 

The School Committee last spr- 
ing asked administrators to try 
keeping class size below 25. The 
official class-size policy of 30 
students still stands. Once a class 
reaches 29 students, it is divided 
into two distinct classes. 

Hines and a class size sub- 
committee -- composed of 
elementary school teachers and 
staff — would like to see class size 
in the primary grades lowered 
even further than the ad- 
ministrative policy. They would 
also like additional hours 
allocated for teacher aides when 
classes get larger. 

The sub-committee, which 
researched the effect of class size 
has on student achievement, 
recommends a maximum of 18 
students in the kindergarten 
without a teacher’s aide. 

The sub-committee reports 
that there “is no conclusive 
evidence that supports increased 
student achievement in smaller 
classes in communities similar to 
Newton’s.” 

The research data did show, 
however, that students and 
teachers feel that the ‘‘quality of 


the educational environment 
does improve with smaller 
classes, thereby encouraging 


positive student attitudes and in- 
creased teacher morale.” 
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in order to keep class size at 
the recommended 20-student 
maximum in kindergarten and 
first grade, Hines said it will cost 
almost $202,000 to hire four more 


teachers and provide the 
necessary hours for teacher 
aides. 

School Committee member 


Sydra Schnipper questioned the 
discrepancy in the recommenda- 
tions made by Hines and the sub- 
committee. But Hines said the 
study group’s ideas were ‘‘too 
costly. 

“The recommendations made 
by the sub-committee are ad- 
mirable and worthwhile goals, 
but we had to retrench and pro- 
pose workable, realistic solutions 
in light of space issues the School 
Committee is facing at the 
elementary schools,’’ Hines said. 
“The differences in our proposals 
are slight, however.” 

While there are small dif- 
ferences in the recommendations 
made by the two groups, they 
share the goal of establishing a 
healthier educational environ- 
ment. Both the administration 
and the sub-committee agree 
that smaller classes permit more 
individualized instruction. 

From 1980 and 1986, about 40 
percent of kindergarten classes 
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in school than those retained at 
grade one or later 

Children develop at different 
rates which do not necessarily 
coincide with chronological age, 
the sub-committee said. 

“Readiness to extract the 
benefits of the kindergarten ex- 
perience depends on a number of 
factors, including intellectual, 
social, emotional and physical 
development,”’ the report stated. 
“This can best be accomplished 
if we are assured of optimal con- 
ditions as the foundation for a 
positive beginning to the school 
experience.” 

Hines said the issue of 
kindergarten entrance age 
deserved study because ‘about 
two-thirds of the children are 
recommended for retention in 
our elementary schools’? come 
from the group of students that 
turn five between September and 
December.” 

Hines said the he and Supt. 
John Strand are not sure a 
change in the minimum age re- 
quirement is a sound policy

had between 15 and 19 students; 
51 percent had 20-24 students; 
and only 7 percent of the classes 
had more than 25 children. 

For multigrade classes in- 
cluding kindergarteners and 
first-graders, 25 percent of had 
between 25 and 29 students. The 
first grade had 11 percent of its 
classes exceeding 25 students, ac- 
cording to the sub-committee 
report. 

Hines said the administration 
should prevent class size from 
exceeding 23 students through 
the first two weeks of the school 
year when enrollments are ad- 
justed by unexpected students 
coming to school. This will help to

because of two major conse- 
quences: the impact on the 
kindergarten curriculum and a 
possible decrease in 
kindergarten enrollments 

“Under the new proposed 
policy they (kindergarteners) 
will be six years old for most of 
their kindergarten year,” Hines 
said. This ‘‘will require 
kindergarten teachers to in- 
crease substantially their em- 
phasis on formal instruction in 
reading, language arts and math. 
That change in emphasis runs 
contrary to our present 
kindergarten philosophy and its 
balance of academic, social and 
emotional development,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We support that 
philosophy and would not like to 
see it change.” 

Hines also said the administra- 
tion fears losing kindergarten 
students that turn five in tha fall 
to private schools. Since more 
than 60 percent of 
kindergarteners fall into that 
category, the public schools has a 
large potential population loss. 


ensure that the desired class size 
of 26 is not violated, Hines said. 

The School Committee vote on 
these recommendations is not ex- 
pected until after the budget 
season in March, during which 
funding for the changes can be 
studied, Hines said.

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Piecing together the puzzle of college applications

Applying to college is a pro- 
cess made up of ‘‘lots of pieces 
that have to be fit together,” 
Newton South High School 
guidance counselor Sandra K 
Alexander says. 

Fellow South counselor Nor- 
man P. Hyett says the 
“pressure (of the college quest) 
comes in waves. First come the 
PSATs (Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Tests), then the SATs, 
and achievement tests. It means 
applications, interviews, making 
choices ...” 

Although it is a complicated 
and stressful time, most 
students get through the college 
application process, and many 
eventually find their way into 
the school of their choice. 

The key to their survival? 
Lots of information and advice, 
from counselors, teachers, 
parents and friends. “You can’t 
do the college process alone,”’ 
says Watertown High School 
senior Lisa Metrano. 

“T advise students to get as 
much information from as many 
sources as possible,” adds Alan 
Jacobson, a Waltham High 
School guidance counselor who 
specializes in the college selec- 
tion and application process. 

Guidance departments help 


One of the major sources of 
student information is the 
guidance department. As in 
other communities, the high 
school guidance departments in 
Newton, Watertown and 
Waltham provide a number of 
services to help students find 
the colleges of their choice and 
complete the necessary steps to 
get accepted. 

They offer career centers fill- 
ed with research material, pro- 
vide access to college search 
computers, conduct college fairs 
and invite college represen- 
tatives to visit their high schools 
and talk to students. 

All three schools distribute in- 
formation packets which alert 
seniors to deadlines and give 
them guidelines for topics rang- 
ing froma self-exploration and 
career selection to writing col- 
lege essays and filling out finan- 
cial aid forms. 

Guidance departments send 
out weekly newsletters, teach 
courses on how to prepare for 
college and how to score better 
on the SATs. They meet with 
students and parents in the stu- 
dent’s junior year to explain 
how to begin the college process 
early. 

In every case students are 
assigned guidance counselors 
during their freshman year who 
they continue to see through 
their senior year. 

Counselors pressed for time 


That can be a forbidding task 
for guidance counselors, most of 
whom bear a caseload of at 
least 200 students and who must 
deal with the personal crises of 
all students in addition to the 
college worries of seniors. 

“It is a very time consuming, 
all-encompassing job,” says 
Watertown High School 
guidance counselor Carole E. 
Halloran, who along with senior 
class coordinator Connie 
Tassinari works with 230 
seniors. 

Halloran said she will pro- 
bably write individual recom- 
mendations for each of the 230 
students, including those who 
will not go to college, but need 
referrals for jobs. Out of 
necessity, she must take many 
recommendations home with 
her at night, 

Each guidance counselor at 
Newton South works with 196 to 
205 students from all four 
grades, although that number 
will be limited in the future to 
180, Waltham guidance 
counselors work with approx- 
imately 300 students each, again 
from all four grades.

NEWTON = Parents who ad- 
dressed the School Committee 
at Monday night’s public hear- 
ing are overwhelmingly oppos- 
ed to a controversial grade 
reorganization plan that would 
require reopening Bigelow 
Junior High School. 

The committee and school 
officials expected a larger tur- 
nout for the hearing on the 
issue that has caused a stir 
and some public confusion in 
past months. The hearing was 
held to give the public an op- 
portunity to speak on the pro- 
posal before Supt. John Strand 
makes his recommendation 
Jan. 12, but only about a dozen 
parents addressed the com- 
mittee. 

Of that group, just one 
parent was open to the 
possibility of changing the pre- 
sent junior high school system 
to a middle school organiza- 
tion, grouping grades six, 
seven and eight together. 

Some parents said that mov- 
ing sixth-graders from the 
elementary schools to a mid- 
dle school with seventh- and 
eighth-graders would pressure 
the children to grow up too 
fast. 

“Sixth-graders are too 
young emotionally and social- 
ly for a middle school environ- 
ment where they would have 





to compete with seventh- and 
eighth-graders,’’ said 
Madeline Cornelli, a Pierce 
School Parent and Teacher 
Association (PTA) president 
and representative at the 
meeting. ‘Our community 
feels that space considerations 
should not dictate educational 
philosophy.”’ 

The School Committee 
decided to consider grade 
reorganization because of the 
space crunch at elementary 
schools based on present and 
projected enrollments, class 
sizes and pupil to teacher 
ratios. By moving sixth- 
graders from the elementary 
schools, more space would be 
available to accomodate the 
remaining grades. 

Cornelli urged the commit- 
tee to take more time in mak- 
ing a decision as ‘‘radical’’ as 
grade reorganization and to 
consider some “short-term 
solutions to ease over- 
crowding.”’ The School Com- 
mittee must look at the entire 
school population and develop 
a long-range plan “‘beyond five 
years to restore stability and 
the high quality of education in 
Newton,” Cornelli said. 

Parent Michael Nogrady 
said he is convinced that sixth- 
graders, particularly girls, 
are already pushing 
themselves into adolescent 
behavior too early in terms of 


dress, friendships and values. 

“Children face more 
pressures than ever in our 
society and I think our schools 
should be working to relieve 
this pressure rather than mak- 
ing changes to intensify it,” he 
said. 

Nogrady also questioned the 
credibility of a School Com- 
mittee that little more than a 
year ago opposed grade 
reorganization, closed 
Bigelow in the spring and now 
may have to reopen it. 

“The community must 
wonder about the planning 
skills that are working and 
question the stability of the 
whole operation,’ Nogrady 
said. ‘‘If it made sense to close 
a school one year but doesn’t 
make sense the next, as a 
parent I have to wonder what's 
going on here.” 

The problems the school 
system is facing can be ad- 
dressed within the present 
structure, according to parent 
Paula Zeitlin. She said it is 
“unfair to put the burden of 
the space problem on the 
children.” Zeitlin also accused 
the committee and school ad- 
ministrators of ‘‘belittling the 
concerns of parents.”’ 

“Please take us seriously. I 
have heard parents’ concerns 
put down and disparaged by 
the school system who says 
parents ‘don’t understand the

issues,” she said. “If the 
School committee cannot be 
responsive to the needs of 
parents and families, the long- 
term effect will be the erosion 
of public confidence in the 
school system.”’ 

Zeitlin said that families will 
be forced into seeking private 
education for their children. 
“This is not a threat, but an 
observation, People get 
burned-out from fighting too 
many battles with what ap- 
pears to be a system that belit- 
tles their concerns for their 
children,” she said, 

Parent Lynn Brown, the one 
parent who showed a will- 
ingness to try grade 


reorganization, blamed the 
“community hysteria’ on a 
resistance to change. 


“Change of one kind or 
another must happen,” she 
said. ‘This could be a time of 
excitement and growth in the 
Newton school system. The 
space problem needs to be ad- 
dressed as soon as possible but 
I hear people urging the-com- 
mittee to take more time. 

“Bad decisions have been 
made in the past with ample 
time to make them. What we 
need here is a decision that has 
both flexibilty and vision. 
Let's leave emotions and 
hysteria out of it. Concentrate 
on the facts of the citywide 
problem.” 


Safety for the holidays 


NEWTON = As we approach 
the holiday season of Christmas 
and New Year, Chief Edward B 
Reilly Jr. of the Newton Fire 
Department wishes everyone a 
happy and safe holiday. To this 
end the Fire Prevention Bureau 
has the following recommenda- 
tions: 

Christmas Trees: 

Anyone purchasing a natural 
tree make sure that it is fresh. 
Before buying it, hit the stump of 
the tree on the ground. If any 
needles fall off, the tree is too dry 
to purchase. When the tree is at 
home. store it in a cool area until 
you are ready to bring it into the 
house. Make sure the stand for 
the tree is one that has a water 
well and assign some member of 
the family to check the water 
level every day. Never set a tree 
near a radiator or other source of 
heat. Make sure it does not block 
the exitways out of the room and 
allow no smoking in the area of 
the tree. 

Christmas Lighting: 

Do not overload electric cir- 
cuits with Christmas lights. 
Check all lights for broken 
sockets or broken wires. Anyone 
purchasing new lights should be 
sure they have been tested and 
approved by Underwriters 
Laboratories. Never use inside 
lights for outdoor decorations 
and be sure to shut off all lights 
leaving the house. 

Wrappings and Decorations: 

All decorations that may be us- 
ed in the home should be fire 
retardant, and extreme caution 
must be used when wrapping 
Christmas gifts. When gifts are 
opened, have a large plastic bag 
to put the wrappings in so it can 





be removed to the outside im 
mediately. Never overload the 
fireplace or wood burning stove 
with wrappings or boughs cut 
from the tree. These boughs burn 
with intense heat and could 
deposit residue in the chimney 
which could become a problem at 
a later date, i.e. chimney fire, 


Fireplaces and Wood Burning 
Stoves: 

The fireplace can be a source of 
comfort and add more to holidays 
if used properly. Always have the 
screen properly placed at the 
front to prevent sparks flying out 
onto rugs. Keep the fire low, and 
if using artificial logs follow the 
manufacturer’s directions and 
only burn one log at a time 
Never burn dry greens from the 
tree as they create a very hot fire 
and send large amounts of car- 
bon and resin up the chimney 
The same rules hold true for 
wood burning stoves. They are a 
means of conserving energy but 
can also create a severe fire 
hazard if not properly installed or 
if overloaded with wood, creating 
too hot a fire for the safety of the 
occupants. 


Smoke Detectors: 

A Christmas gift of a smoke 
detector to a relative or a friend 
could be one of the best gifts they 
could receive and would give 
them the few extra minutes to 
escape from a fire. There are 
some basic facts to remember 
when purchasing smoke detec- 
tors. Check for Underwriter’s 
Laboratory or Factory Mutual 
approval, and buy from a reliable 
dealer. All smoke detectors must 
be installed according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions.

NEWTON - The Planning 
and Development Board may 
ask the city to take over fun- 
ding of three community 
centers because of cutbacks in 
federal funds 

Chairman Edward Dailey 
has annonuced reduced Com- 
munity Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) funds may 
forced the board to reconsider 
its policy of helping to pay for 
three centers. 


The aldermanic Programs 
and Planning Committee 
began to address the problem 
last week when members ask- 
ed Human Services Director 
Lowell Haynes to inventory 
the types of programs offered 
at the centers and the various 
ways the centers are funded. 

The federal government’s 
decision to cut CDBG funds 15 
percent has reduced the city’s 
allocation from $2.1 million to 
$1.8 million. 


CDBG money was originally 
intended to help communities 
upgrade low- and moderate- 
income neighborhoods and 
provide services in those areas 
to improve the quality of liv- 
ing. 

But over the years, CDBG 
funds have been used to pay 
for staff, utilities and building 
costs. ‘‘We’re not saying ‘let’s 
drop the community 
centers,’’’ Dailey said. ‘‘We'’re 
saying ‘let’s shift the burden to 
the city.’” 

Whether the city actually 
takes over that responsibility 
will depend on negotiations 
among the Executive Depart- 
ment, the Board of Aldermen 
and the Planning Board, 


Under federal guidelines, a 
community may allocate no 
more than 15 percent of its 
CDBG money for human ser- 
vices. That money is more ap- 
propriately spent on actual 
programs rather than on 
buildings, utilities and staff, 
he said. 

The city’s Community 
Development Department 
uses CDBG funds to help pay 
expenses for the Emerson 
Community Center in Upper 
Falls, the Hamilton Communi- 
ty Center in Lower Falls and 
the Nonantum Multi-Service 
Center. 

Emerson is receiving $16,400 
in CDBG money this year as 
opposed to $20,000 last year 
while the Hamilton is getting 
$12,600 instead of the $15,000 it 
received in fiscal year 1986. 

The Multi-Service Center 
will be granted $18,300 this 
year as opposed to $22,500 in 
1986.

ing meeting, Upper Falls resi- 
dent Kenneth Newcomb and 
Jean Concannon, director of 
the Emerson After School 
Care Program, urged the city 
to pick up the costs of the 
centers 

Newcomb argued the city 
has a historical obligation to 
Hamilton and Emerson, since 
both were established in 
former schools after the city 
decided to close them because 
of declining enrollment 

Both centers are located in 
low- and moderate-income 
areas, he said. “Does that tell 
you something about why the 
city closed those schools?”’ he 
asked 

“Upper Falis is a close-knit 
community,’’ he added. 
“When you took the school, 
you took the heart out of it.” 

Concannon said the Emer- 
son is in constant use daily by 
residents and is a valuable 
community resource.

The city also helps pay for 
the costs of the Emerson and 
Hamilton centers out of its 
own budget. 

The centers will receive the 
same amount of CDBG funds 
next year, according to Com- 
munity Development Director 
Stephen Gartrell. But because 
of the federal government’s 
huge deficit, “there is a 
possibility there may be no 
CDBG funds at all’’ in 1989, he 
said. 


Rising costs have forced her 
program to charge higher 
fees. Even though it remains 
one of the least expensive after 
school programs in the area, 
some families can no longer 
afford to enroll their children, 
she said. Many are single- 
parent families that 
desperately need the service, 
she said. 

If the loss of CDBG funds 
forced the Emerson to charge

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VDTs a pain in the neck

WAYLAND ~ As you read this 
newspaper, your eyes are scann- 
ing black print on a white page. 
Now look at your computer 
screen. 

__ What do you see? The opposite 
image: bright letters against a 
dark screen. 

If you have a job involving 
regular use of a video display ter- 
tinal (VDT), chances are you 
constantly glance back and forth 
between the two formats. As a 
result, your eyes may feel blurry 
and strained at day’s end. 

It can be a pain in the neck — 
literally. 

“People do suffer from tired 
eyes when they try to switch back 
and forth from light to dark,’ 
says Wayland optician Russell 
Goldstein. 

Goldstein, president of Weston 
Optical at 16 Boston Post Road in 
Wayland, has in the past decade 
seen an increasing number of pa- 
tients complaining of eye pro- 
blems related to VDT use. 

So in 1983, he and Richard 
Sawyer of Richard Sawyer 
Associates consulting firm in 
Weston responded to the new 
phenomenon with Ergovision, 
Inc., a division of Weston Optical 
specifically dedicated to eyecare 
for VDT users. 

Sawyer claims Ergovision is 
the ‘‘only company”’ nationwide 
that meets the eyecare needs of 
VDT users, while Goldstein says 
industries can be “reluctant” to 
recognize employee problems 
stemming from VDTs. 

In some cases, he adds, com- 
panies have attempted to modify 
the workplace to the needs of 
workers by providing glare- 
reducing computer screens, 
special flicker-free computers 
and improved lighting. 

But he and Sawyer would like 
to complement such efforts by br- 
inging professional Ergovision 
teams into the workplace. Com- 
prised of a lighting specialist, an 
examining eye doctor and an op- 
tician, the team would survey 
workers to determine what pro- 
blems exist and then recommend 
solutions — including redesigning 
work stations and prescribing ap- 
propriate eyeglasses. 

Through Ergovision, Goldstein 
shares with clients the latest 
research on the effects of VDTs 
on vision and fits many with 
TechSpecs -- trademarked 
eyeglasses designed to reduce or 
eliminate the source of eye irrita- 
tion. 

Goldstein said VDTs often are 
installed in offices where lighting 
is designed for reading words on 
a printed page, not for staring at 
a computer. This creates a glare 
on the VDT screen that can ir- 
ritate the eyes. 

“To avoid the glare, workers 
will sit in strange positions, or 
stay rigidly in one position,’ 
Goldstein says. “This creates 
musculo-skeletal difficulties.” 

Such ailments are common 
among VDT users, says Golds- 
tein, who has seen VDT-using 
clients suffer not only from eye 
strain, but headaches, stiff necks 
and painfully sensitive legs and 
arms as well. 

Goldstein says workers who 
wear bifocals have intensified 
problems with VDTs. Glasses are 
designed for close-up reading and 
long-distance vision, not the in- 
termediate viewing distance of 
the VDT. This forces the worker 
to lean forward and tilt the head 
upward in order to see the 
screen. 

For the suffering bifocal 
wearer, Goldstein says, there are 
a number of options: ‘‘Single vi- 
sion" lenses have distance set ac- 
cording to the specific work sta- 
tion of the VDT operator. Bifocal 
lenses are adjusted to allow the 
computer operator to focus on the 
intermediate distance where the 
computer is located. And new 
CRT trifocal lenses, designed by 
a Florida eye doctor, encompass 
a larger immediate area of vision 
and allow workers to ‘‘look down 
at information on the desk, up at 
the screen and across the office,”’ 
Goldstein says. 

For those who do not normally 
wear glasses, Goldstein recom- 
mends TechSpecs with tinted 
lenses, which reduce glare and 
flicker — which occurs when the 
rapidly fading light produced by 
phosphors on the VDT screen is 
not “refreshed” at a fast enough 
rate. He also recommends ab- 
sorptive lenses to prevent VDT 
radiation from entering the eye. 

“There's nothing new about 
designing eyeglasses to fit oc- 
cupations,’’ Goldstein says. 
“There are special glasses for 
pilots, plumbers and surgeons. 
Today's desk that has a VDT re- 
quires new eyeglasses.’”’ 

However practical, Goldstein 
says prescribing eyeglasses 
designed specifically for VDT 
users is rarely employed: 

Goldstein says he and Sawyer 
have visited several companies 
to discuss the effects of VDT's on 
the health and productivity of 
workers, but have had difficulty 
in selling the teamwork concept. 

It seems there is a dispute bet- 





ween unions and industry over 
who is responsible for sponsoring 
the improvements, he said. 

Legislation currently is pen- 
ding at the state level which 
would establish minimum 
regulations for industries where 
workers use VDTs. Not surpris- 
ingly, unions are pushing for 
passage, while industry lobbyists 
advocate education and informa- 
tion for employers. 

This battle has been going on 
for several years, according to 
state Sen. Carol C. Amick (D- 


Bedford), who has followed the 
issue of VDT use in industry 

Until that battle is resolved, 
Goldstein says, ‘It is up to the 
worker to get relief. If workers 
are having problems, they 
shouldn’t blame themselves or 
the system,” he says. “But what 
they need maybe is a final link. If 
they like their computer but can’t 
‘see’ it, they should discuss it 
with someone who is aware of 
solutions. I think it’s worth it to 
save themselves a pain in the 
neck.”

Bill to nix Pike tolls at busy times

WESTON A bill that would 
clear the way for the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authori- 


ty to stop collecting money at toll 
gates during peak traffic hours 
will be taken up by the state 
Legislature sometime this 
winter 

State Senator Carol Amick, D- 
Weston/Bedford, filed a bill last 
week which, if passed, would 
allow the turnpike to suspend toll 
collection at toll houses in Weston 
during top commuter hours, at 
the authority’s discretion. 
Regulations for the state-created 
entity currently forbid the 
authority from making the gates 
toll-free, regardless of traffic 
leve 

“This bill would help the con- 
gestion and back up in areas of 
the turnpike such as Weston dur- 
ing peak hours, as well as ease 
the noise at Weston,” Amick 
said, indicating that other toll 
areas such as Newton’s could 
als » affected. 

“The Legislature has a right to

tell this creature they created it 
(the turnpike) has the respon- 
sibility to take care of public 
safety rather than just picking up 
money,’’ Ingeborg Uhlir, a 
member of Weston’s Planning 
Board said 

Uhlir, who contacted Amick 
with the proposal, said she heard 
the idea last summer at a 
meeting on environmental pro- 
tection against the turnpike’s ex- 
pansion plans. 

“The legislation says to the 


turnpike authority: you must 
make regulations that take 
emergency situations into ac- 


count,”” Uhlir said, adding she 
heard the idea brought up as a 
partial alternative to spending 
millions on road and exit ramp 
widening plans by the turnpike. 

“This is not intended to be 
obstructive, but is intended to be 
a cure of the problem,’’ Amick 
said. 

Although passage of the bill — 
which will have a public meeting 
sometime between January and 
March = would rewrite Turnpike 
Authority regulations, Amick

determine the proper times and 
response to heavy traffic loads. 

Amick says the noise pollution 
from the turnpike = especially at 
the Weston toll booth = is already 
out of hand. ‘The turnpike noise 
already exceeds federal stan- 
dards,” she said 

Asked about the bill’s pro- 
spects, Amick said, ‘‘Many years 
ago I filed legislation to put in 
exact-change booths, and 
although they killed it in the 
Legislature, the turnpike did put 
in exact change-booths some 
time later. I don’t know if they

attempt to diffuse the turnpike’s 
rationale for its expansion plans. 
Weston, Newton and other towns 
are currently raising funds and 
data to battle against an en- 
vironmental impact review of the 
proposal, scheduled to be releas- 
ed early in the spring by the 
authority. 

“The present plans are to help 
the present load,’’ Amick said, in- 
dicating the number of cars and 
trucks on the turnpike is 
predicted to increase in the near 
future. 

Amick said the bill would be 
taken up by either the transporta- 
tion or government regulation 
committee when the next session 
begins in January.

Mastering the artform 
known as matrimony

NEWTON — ‘‘Maah-rij,”’ 
asked raspy voiced Jane F, 
Carpineto, author of the book 
“Husband Hunting,” ‘‘can you 
say that word?” 
Carpineto, was guest 
speaker at last weekend’s the 
Sunday Brunch Club (SBC) in 
Newton Highlands — an educa- 
tional and social club for 
divorced, separated, widowed 
and never-been married peo- 
ple — said those seeking mar- 
riage better understand what 
they are looking for. 
“Tf you want to be married,” 
she said, ‘‘you’d best start say- 
ing marriage rather than a 
word like companionship.” 
In a violet cowel neck, a 
forest green skirt and a 
flowery scarf that matched 
them both, Carpineto en- 
thusiastically outlined her six 
methods for finding a husband 
or a wife, She called them the 
~ “six A’s”’ and noted that when 

they are practiced together 
» the process of finding a mate 
becomes rewarding and the 
end result “lucrative.” 

The first ‘‘A,’’ she said, is at- 
titude. Rather than mumble 
| self-defeating statements like, 
* “No one’s making it, why 
bother” or “There’s no good 
men left,” she said those in 
search of a soul mate should 
adopt a realistic, positive 
outlook 

While thinking all prospec- 
tive mates a single person 
finds attractive will be at- 
tracted to them in return is 
positive, she said it is not 
realistic. 

“Everybody will be rejected 
50 percent of the time. That's 
the way it is,’’ Carpineto cau- 
tioned. ‘Don’t personalize the 
rejection, just move on.” 

Mastering the psychology of 
attitude, she said, assumes the 
eligibles are making 
themselves available and ac- 
cessible — ‘“‘A’s” two and 
* three. 

Accessible means the single 
person is out in an environ- 
ment where there is an op- 
portunity to meet someone 
Available means that he or she 
is in such an environment fre- 
* quently 
Someone who ‘‘schedules 
! Wednesdays” for dates is not 
* available and someone who 
rules out a potential relation- 
ship because of distance is not 
accessible. ‘Flexiblity is the 
key word,” Carpineto said 


Once the unattached 
radiates the right attitude in 
the right place on a regular 
basis, the fourth ‘A,’ asser- 
tiveness, should be added to 
the mix. 

To become assertive, the 
single person must develop 
conversational social skills 
and drop the investigative 
reporter technique. 

“Don’t ask a horrendous str- 
ing of questions,”’ she caution- 
ed in sing-song tones. 

‘““What’s your name?, 
Where do you live? Where do 
you work?’ and, ‘Come here 
often?’ leads to sterile conver- 
sation,’ she said. “Instead, 
say ‘That’s a lovely red 
sweater you're wearing. Red 
is one of my favorite colors." 

Yet, assertiveness only 
works if the single is ap- 
proached or makes the ap- 
proach, which is ‘‘A’’ number 
five. Approach is the most 
action-oriented part of the 
mating game, she said. The 
person must physically go to 
where the other person is and 
bring a sense of humor along. 

“Tf you're going to be funny, 
be funny at one of these (SBC) 
gatherings. Save your serious 
side for Bloomingdales,’' sug- 
gested Carpineto, her pale 
green eyes widening, 

Because approach is the 
most action-oriented, it is also 
the most frightening aspect of 
the six ‘A Carpineto said 
the singles scene reminds her 
of a nursing home where they 
all play Bingo. 

These people may not really 
like Bingo but they play 
because it is convenient, The 
singles scene, in whatever 
form — supermarket singles 
nights, singles dances, the 
“Love Connection,"’ or per- 
sonal ads ~ is an unnatural set- 
ting for those who are recently 
divorced, separated or widow- 
ed, but it is convenient 

To ease the awkwardness of 
the situation a person should 
choose a scene that mirrors 
his or her style. “Imagine a 
shy person going to a dance 
with 500 people and strobe 
lights,’’ she noted 

While she strongly sug- 
gested that singles create hap- 
penings, it is also important 
for them to practice the sixth 
“A,” assessment 

Instead of sizing up prospec 
tive partners by the color of 
their hair, whether they wear 











polyester, or how tall they are, 
she said singles should check 
to see if they have some 
capacity for warmth and af- 
fection. 

But it is important not to 
confuse the words warmth and 
affection with sex, which Car- 
pineto cited as a major pro- 
blem in the 80s. 

In evaluating the individual, 
she warned singles to be leery 
of people who have incompati- 
ble relationship goals; overuse 
of alcohol, cigarettes, or drugs 
and those who are elusive. 

The last type is difficult to 
spot, she said. 

“They are slippery 
characters,’ she said, ‘‘very 
charmant. They woo, wine and 
dine. But they play with people 
and have no serious inten- 
tions.” 

However, Carpineto said 
there are two signposts that 
can help. ‘Find out if their ac- 
tions mirror their words and 
try to find out about their past, 
family and romantic relation- 
ships,” she said. 

While she lectures on the 
topic, Carpineto is no scarred 
veteran of the singles scene. 

She met her husband 17 
years ago at Boston Universi- 
ty. They were both taking a 
course called, ‘How to work 
with adolescents.” She found 
him extremely interesting and 
referred him to her boss at the 
Dorchester House, a multi- 
service social work center for 
a job. One year later, they 
were married, 

Carpineto and her husband 
have a practice in Newton 
which provides family, mar- 
riage, individual and divorce 
counseling services. In addi- 
tion, she teaches a course at 
the Boston Center for Adult 
Education called ‘The Mating 
Game”’ — where students at- 
tend four classes, receive 
therapy and then take a field 
trip to meet and socialize with 
people 

Carpineto has also been 
busy promoting her book on 
radio talk shows, tv talk 
shows, such as the Oprah Win- 
frey show, and giving lectures 
to groups like SBC. 

Asked how many copies 
have been sold since the book 
came out in July, she respond- 
ed, ‘You'll have to ask the 
publisher. When I get my first 
royalty check in February, I'll 
know.”

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Challenging 
‘safe roads’ 
legislation

NEWTON — The Garden City 
man who spearheaded the 
moratorium drive says his next 
battle will be to help repeal the 
new drunken driving law. 

Thomas Paulini, who gathered 
signatures to get the construction 
moratorium question on the city 
ballot, says he will lead the local 
campaign against the state's 
recently enacted Safe Roads act. 

“TI absolutely agree that we 
have to get drunken drivers off 
the road,’’ he said. ‘I don’t drink 
myself and I sympathize with the 
families of people who have been 
killed by drunken drivers, but the 
new law infringes on our rights 
and liberties.” 

Paulini specifically refers to 
the “‘per se’’ provision of the law, 


which stipulates that drivers who 
register .10 percent blood alcohol 
content or higher on breath- 
testing devices automatically 
lose their licenses for 90 days. 

“T am not against the whole 
law,” he said. “I think the real 
problem lies in the judges who 
failed to enforce the old laws. 
How many times do we read 
about someone with multiple of- 
fenses who was only put away 
after he killed someone? 

“The new law makes the 
breath testing devices the judge 
and jury,” he added. ‘‘That is an 
infringement of our rights and 
liberties.” 

Relying on devices with ques- 
tionable accuracy, Paulini says, 
is not the way to solve the pro- 
blem.

Hard liquor trade 
hit by crackdown

The liquor industry traditional- 
ly has found its Christmas stock- 
ings stuffed with cash each holi- 
day season. 

But the recent national hue and 
ery over drunk driving has 
helped change consumers’ tastes 
and caused distillers to alter 
their marketing approaches and 
diversify into lighter beverages. 

Locally, retailers are stressing 
wines and beers in their own 
advertising and sales campaigns, 
in order to keep up with the 
market. 

“The hard liquor industry has 
taken one hell of a hit the last 
three years,’’ says Joel 
Whitaker, editor of a New Jersey- 
based trade newsletter. Mean- 
while, table wine sales are up 
about 3 percent over last year, he 
says, while a beer industry 
spokesman reports no significant 
change. 

The drunk-driving issue is only 
one part of the overall picture, 
but an important one, says 
Whitaker. 

“Hard core drinkers are drink- 
ing as much or more, but the 
average social drinker has been 
scared away by the road blocks, 
the possibility of a hassle in the 
courts and the threat of getting 
saddled with a criminal record,” 
he says.

The result is ‘ta very signifi- 
cant decline in sales” since 1983, 
says Whitaker. 

According to the Distilled 
Spirits Council, an industry 
group, whiskey imports fell from 
more than 111 million gallons in 
1979 to 96 million gallons in 1984. 
The trend is continuing, with 
hard-liquor sales dropping five 
percent in the first six months of 
this year, says DSC 
spokeswoman Lisa Tate. 

Tate could not pin the slide in li- 
quor sales to any one cause, but 
says higher federal taxes, con- 
cern over drunk driving and a 
health-conscious move towards 
“softer” drinks are factors. 

Last holiday season, all of 
those combined to leave bottles of 
whiskey, vodka and gin piling up 
on the store shelves, a virtual 
disaster for distillers considering 
that liquor sales during the five- 
week period between Thanksgiv- 
ing and New Year’s account for 
more than one-fifth of the annual 
total. 

Industry observers say it’s too 
soon to say what kind of demand 
there will be for liquor this 
season, For one thing, the bulk of 
holiday purchases come between 
Dec. 19 and Jan. 1, says 
Whitaker. 

Preliminary signs indicate a 
return to 1984 sales levels, 
Whitaker says, showing that ‘‘the

The old barber gently wrap- 
ped a towel around a young 
boy about to get his hair trim- 
med 

In the process, the youth 
noticed a scar on the old man’s 
arm and — knowing no better — 
asks how he got it. 

“Where did you get those 
numbers on your arm?” the 
youngster asked. 

“In Auschwitz,"’ the old man 
answered after a pause. 

Activity in the barber shop, 
located in the heart of a Jewish 
neighborhood in Brooklyn, 
stopped as the old man 
haltingly explained the mean- 
ing of the numbers on his arm. 

Some years later, the boy 
again met up with the barber, 
a cousin on his father’s side. It 
was Hanukkah — Festival of 
Lights — and the family was 
performing the ritual lighting 
of the menorah. 

Now in his early teens, the 
boy, asked hesitantly, ‘‘So 
many people died in the 
camps. How did you survive?” 

While other family members 
nervously looked on, the old 
Russian barber explained that 
faith and the will to live helped 
him through what six million 
other Jews could not survive. 

After his explanation, the 
old man recited the blessing of 
the light and lit the first candle 
on the menorah. 

From that day on, the bless- 
ing of the light, which sym- 
bolizes the Jew’s return to the 
holy city of Jerusalem, took on 
a new meaning for the in- 
quisitive young man. More 
than just an excuse to see 
family and exchange gifts, 
Hanukkah became a time to 
remember the blood and tears 
of many generations it took for 
his family to find a home in a 
land of freedom.

Henderson and fellow teachers 
Mary Doolin and were spotted 
through the crowd and friends 
broke out in uproarious applause, 
whistles, and shouts of “bravo"’ 
while camera flashes went off. 

The students were not far 
behind, with Jeffrey Wishnie - in- 
cognito, wearing a large straw 
coolie hat — calmly strutting 
down the walkway.

drunk driving hit on liquor might 
have peaked.” 


But the new tougher drunk- 
driving law passed by the 
Massachusetts state legislature 
last week could change the pic- 
ture here. 


“Whenever a state passes a 
harsher law, sales go through the 
floor,” he says. “It happened in 
New Jersey three years ago.”” 


Local retailers report con- 
sumers this season are purchas- 
ing more wine, champagne, wine 
coolers and beer and less hard li- 
quor. 


“Every time there’s a news ar- 
ticle about drunk driving, more 
people switch to wine and beer,” 
says Richard Gordon, owner of a 
Waltham-based package store 
chain and distributorship. 


Boozy corporate Christmas 
parties are out, according to Jay 
Faber, manager of McHugh’s Li- 
quors in Watertown. “Instead of 
the big Christmas bash, the boss 
might take his employees out to 
dinner,” he says. 


The liquor industry’s response 
has been varied. 


Distillers are offering rebates 
and promoting their products for 
use in cooking and as com- 
pliments to certain recipes. 


Others, like the Seagram’s Co., 
are branching out into products 
that consumers seem to be 
clamoring for, like wine coolers. 
Seagram's also has its own line of 
“mixers,” such as club soda and 
tonic water. 


“Seagram’s is very clever in 
promoting everything with their 
name onit,”’ says Whitaker, 


In order to compete with the 
wine and beer industries, liquor 
people also have pushed an 
“equivalency” campaign, trying 
to get through to the public that 
drinkers can get just as intox- 
icated on a can of beer or glass of 
wine as on a shot of whiskey or 
vodka. 





of a moratorium on commercial 
construction, a lot of people 
thought that was too drastic,”’ he 
said.

Beer, wine and spirits pro- 
ducers have also been mindful of 
their civic responsibilities — as 
well as the value of good public 
relations — by sponsoring or join- 
ing in a host of programs design- 
ed to discourage alchohol abuse. 





Jill Shapiro is happy to be home from Beijing for the holidays. 
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DSC has sponsored public ser- 
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vice ads with that kind of 
message for the past 10 years, 
says Tate, and is spending some 
$2 million a year on an educa- 
tional program about the dangers 
of drinking for teenagers and 
pregnant women. 


The Washington D.C.-based 
Beer Institute sponsors paid 
television commercials on the 
theme, “Know when to say 
‘When’,”’ says industry consul- 
tant Don Shea, and is the largest 
commercial supporter of 
Students Against Drunk Driving. 


Retailers and wholesalers are 
also participating in such pro- 
grams. Richard Gordon is a 
member of BADD - Business 
Against Drinking and Drugs, 
which conducts corporate lec- 
tures about the dangers of drug 
and alchohol abuse. 


The basic retail response to 
declining hard liquor sales, 
however, is simply to feature 
beverages that consumers are 
buying, including champagne 
and sparkling wines and beer. 


Where package stores once 
advertised rye and scotch in their 
windows, they now push wine 
coolers and imported table 
wines, says Jay Faber. 


And in Newton, a change in 
ownership at one liquor store was 
accompanied by a complete 
change in marketing strategy. 


Marty’s Liquor, at the former 
Washington Street site of Blan- 
chard’s, is geared to meet the de- 
mand for premium wines and 
beers, in complete contrast to its 
predecessor, says manager 
Garth Yorko. 


“We're doing a lot better that 
way,’’ says Yorko. ‘We use the 
hard liquor now as a loss leader 
to promote the walk-in traffic so 
Re can show off our wine selec- 
jon.””

journey back home, which took 
about 24 hours. They made four 
stopovers, in Shanghai, Hong 
Kong, San Franisco and New 
York, before their feet touched 
ground at Boston’s Logan Air- 
port. 

The six Graden City residents 
lived with Chinese host families. 

According to Newton South’s 
Wishnie, being a part of a 
Chinese family was the most im- 
portant aspect of the exchange 
program. 

“There wasn’t anything terri- 
ble that we had to adjust to,”’ he 
said. “We were told that the liv- 
ing condition would be horren- 
dous, but when we got there they 
were not bad. They were very 
good. 

“It's important to note that 
families in China are just as 
varied as they are here,” 
Wishney said. ‘‘All the families 
we stayed with were very close 
and warm, and most likely it is 
one of the main reasons they 
were chosen as host families. But 
not all femilies in China are like 
that and not everyone lives in 
great accomodations.” 

Newton South’s Berkowitz said 
she went to China with an open 
mind not knowing what to expect. 

“Any fear I had about living 
with the family, the food and go- 
ing to a Chinese school for four 
months were all unbased,’’ she 
said. “The family could not have 
been nicer. They treated me as 
an American daughter of a 
Chinese family.” 

Initially the students and 
teachers were frustrated by their 
inability to communicate the 
simplest of things in Chinese, but 
after several weeks their conver- 
sational skills improved 
dramatically and they were 
amazed at how swiftly they pick- 
ed up the Mandarin dialect, the 
most widely spoken language in 
China. Before leaving in 
September, they all took a 
Chinese course at Harvard 
University.

“At first trying to com- 
municate with the family was 
very hard and we were always 
reaching for the dictionary,” 
Newton North’s Jill Shapiro said. 
“Tt amazed me though, after only 
a few weeks the things we could 
discuss. We held our own.”’ 

While the students. adapted 
easily to the Chinese way of life, 
the teachers had more difficulty 
with the frigid weather and the 
minimal heat. 

“Tt feels strange not to be wear- 
ing long underwear,’’ Doolin 
said. “It’s not that its much col- 
der there than it is here, but 
because their heating is not as ef- 
ficient it was colder. Since they 
keep their heat between 50 and 60 
degrees, it made bathing 
somewhat of a challenge.” 

Because there is very little 
precipitation in China and coal 
burning stoves are the predomi- 
nant method of heating, there is 
inordinate pollution and dust in 
the air, they said. 

Doolin admitted to being the 
“most uncomfortable’ during 
her visit and said the beds and 
pillows, filled with buckwheat, 
were very hard. 


“Once you put your head down 
on the pillow, you didn’t move 
because they were so hard,” 
Dollin said. 

For Henderson, the masses of 
bicycles on the Beijing streets 
were overwhelming and _ in- 
timidating at first. There are as 
many bikes on the street as we 
have cars here, she said. The 
Newton guests were given 
bicycles to allow them maximum 
freedom and transportation to 
see the city. 

“The bikes completely 
dominate the traffic patterns. 
There are thousands of them,’’ 
Henderson said.

Mann offers Wabasso Street hookup 


Mayor Theodore Mann says 
Wabasso Street residents con- 
cerned about the condition of 
their wells can connect to city 
water anytime — as long as they 
pay the appropriate fees. 

“We are talking about three of 
25,000 properties in the city,” 
Mann said. “The people on 
Wabasso Street can be hooked up 
to the city water system, but for 
some reason, they have chosen 
not to be.” 

The reason, according to 
Steven Wightman of 70 Wabasso 
St., is that the well water ‘‘used to 
be better than city water.” 

“Why should we pay to have 
our water hooked up when the ci- 
ty polluted it?’’ he asked. 

Last month, Wightman sent 
samples of his well water to a 
New Hampshire testing firm. 
The results, he says, show traces 
of trichloroethylene (TCE) and 
dichloroethylene (DCE) 
cancer-causing chemicals used 
as industrial solvents and dry 
cleaning. 

Those were the same 
chemicals found in wells in 
Woburn. Residents there suc- 
cessfully sued the W.R. Grace 
Co. 

Wightman 


suspects the 


chemicals leached into his well 
from the nearby Rumford 
Avenue landfill. He says it is the 
city’s responsibility to pay for 
any water hookup. 


Wightman says he will 
negotiate with the city once 
Health Commissioner David 


Neparstek receives a report on 
well water samples the city has 
sent out for analysis. 

Neparstek has said he cannot 
comment on the possibility that 
the well water may be hazardous 
until those samples are returned. 

Though he says he wrangled 
with the city for years about the 
problem, Wightman does credit 
Mann for his environmental con- 
cerns. 

While criticizing the city’s 
“past inaction” on environmen- 
tal affairs, Wightman says the 
mayor is taking the first steps 
toward a sound ecological agen- 
da. 

“Over the years, the city has 
not been very cooperative and on- 
ly acted after pressure from the 
state,”’ he said. ‘‘Mayor Mann is 
coming around to understanding 
there are serious environmental 
problems and is doing something 
now.” 





St. Jean’s walk for AIDS a big success 


Organizers of a recent 10- 
kilometer walk to benefit victims 
of AIDS say the event raised 
$31,500 — more than triple their 
original goal. 

“Isn't it fantastic? It shows 
faith can move mountains,”’ said 
West Newton resident Marilyn 
Sicurella, who helped arrange 
the ecumenical pastoral walk 
sponsored by the St. Jean’s AIDS 
Outreach Group on Nov. 9. 

The outreach group, based out 
of St. John the Evangelist Church 
at 235 Watertown Ave., had hoped 
the event would raise $10,000 to 
launch a meals-on-wheels pro- 
gram for the AIDS Action Com- 
mittee of Massachusetts. 

But Sicurella said they easily 
surpassed their goal, thanks to 
the efforts of the more than 50 
area clerics who participated. 

She said contributions ranged 
from $17, to more than $1,000 
from St. Jean’s parishoners, to as 
much as $3,000 from a congrega- 
tion in Needham. 

The money represents the 
largest single contribution to the 
AIDS Action Committee of 
Massachusetts this year, ac- 
cording to Larry Kessler, ex- 
ecutive director of the Boston- 
based group. 

“T think it demonstrates that 


people, in fact, do care and that 
there is a greater level of com- 
passion than we sometimes give 
credit for,’’ Kessler said. ‘‘The 
general population is not as 
hostile towards the issue of AIDS 
as many think. With leadership, 
people do respond.” 

The money raised by the St. 
Jean’s Outreach Group not only 
will enable Kessler’s committee 
to launch its meals-on-wheels 
program, but also fund a number 
of other outreach activities. 

“We'll even be able to carry 
some of the money over into the 
next fiscal year,’’ he said. 

The excess cash will be put 
toward food vouchers for 
unemployed AIDS victims, in- 
house meal programs, gift cer- 
tificates and ‘‘all those things 
people with AIDS have to give up 
because they become luxuries,”’ 
Kessler said. 

The St. Jean’s fundraiser, in 
which clergy members were 
sponsored by their congrega- 
tions, was the first of its kind in 
the Bay State, 

Priests, ministers and rabbis 
from Newton, Waltham and 
Watertown participated in the 
event, along with colleagues 
from communities throughout 
greater Boston. 


Ald. Bryson recovering from back injury 


If she didn’t realize it before, 
Alderman Polly Bryson now 
knows the truth of the old saw, 
“life is not fair.”” 

A_ bad back sent her the 
freshman alderman from Ward 4 
to the hospital last Monday when 
she was just a few hours away 
from a perfect attendance and 
voting record for this year. The 
last session of the full Board of 
Aldermen took place that even- 
ing. 

Doctors at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital told her she is 
suffering from a “‘lumbar muscle 
strain.” 

“IT have acute back spasms,” 
Bryson said. ‘‘It’s quite 
unbearable.”” 

Bryson said she first injured 
her back when she bent over to 
put on her boots before an alder- 
manic meeting Dec. 9. 

Despite the pain in her back, 


she scrapped ice off her car and 
attended the Land Use Commit- 
tee meeting. Bryson, who is wide- 
ly regarded as one of the board’s 
strongest advocates for 
neighborhood rights, was in- 
terested in Newton Nissan’s re- 
quest for a special permit to store 
cars on a Webster Street. 

“IT wouldn’t have missed that 
for anything,” she said. 

Neighbors have complained 
that Newton-Nissan is storing 
and showcasing cars on a lot in 
violation of zoning. A few months 
ago, Bryson actually discovered 
a salesman attempting to sell a 
car there. 

The back pain she felt that 
evening increased until she had 
to go to Newton-Wellesley. 

“The thing of it was it was my 
last meeting (this year),’”’ Bryson 
said. ‘I’m more angry about that 
than anything.”

Quinn requests $20,000 for cell monitors 


Suicide prevention, according 
to Police Chief William Quinn, is 
ample justification for hiring one 
or two detention monitors for the 
city’s detention cells 

Currently, Quinn says aux- 
illiary police or city officers 
monitor the male cell blocks 
when prisoners are detained. The 
officers, he says, are charged 
with making sure the prisoners 
do not attempt suicide 


There are problems with that 
arrangement, though. Quinn says 
the officers do not have the time 
to pay close attention to a troubl- 
ed prisoner who may need it. 


His solution is to hire one or two 


detention monitors to keep an eye 
on male prisoners, They will 
have no police duties and will be 
able to devote their full attention 
to keeping an eye out for poten- 
tial suicides, Quinn says.

Judical gender bias review 


State Rep. Schur appointed to review committee

NEWTON - State Rep. Susan D. 
Schur has been appointed to a 
special committee created to in- 
vestigate whether gender bias 
exists within the Bay State's 
judicial system. 


The Newton Democrat is the 
only legislator and one of only 
three non-lawyers to be ap- 
pointed to the 38-member 
“Gender Bias Study Committee” 
formed last week at the request 
of the Supreme Judicial Court 
(SJC). 


In announcing the move, the 
SJC defined ‘gender bias”’ to in- 
clude ‘‘decisions made or actions 
taken because of preconceived 
notions of sexual roles rather 
than on the basis of fair and im- 
partial appraisal of the merits 
relative to each person or situa- 
tion. 


“Among other things, the com- 
mittee shall consider the situa- 
tion of women as_ witnesses, 
jurors, lawyers, judges and court 
employees,’ the SJC added. 
“The committee shall also make 
an effort to ascertain if there are 
statutes, rules, practices or con- 
ducts in the courts that work with 
unfairness or undue hardship on 
the basis of gender.” 


Schur, a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, has been 
working for several years with 
the Women’s Bar Association, 
key members of the Legislature 
and several female judges to im- 
plement the gender bias study. 


“T’m delighted and honored. It 
was something I was very eager 
to do,”’ she said Monday. 

Similar court-appointed com- 
mittees have studied the gender 
bias issue with highly productive 
results in both the New Jersey 
and New York judicial systems. 

Schur believes gender bias is 







’’ in the Bay State’s 
em, but said, ‘It takes 
btle forms, as it does in 
the rest of society. 


“T think a lot of the problems 
that arise are really ingrained 
habits where people don’t even 
realize they're treating people in 
patronizing way or, at a 
minimum, treating women dif- 
ferently from men. 


“It’s not just sexual harass- 
ment,” Schur added. ‘It can be a 
simple as calling women at- 
torneys ‘sweety,’ ‘dear’ and 
‘honey’ or it can be as disastrous 
as the way victims of domestic 
violence have been treated 
recently.” 





She said many of the state’s 
court employees are ‘‘very much 
aware” of such attitudinal pre- 
judices, but they simply “grin 
and bear it’’ because it has been 
going on for so many years. 


“No one-day training program 
is going to take care of this. 
There’s no instant solution when 
you're dealing with very ingrain- 
ed behavior,’’ Schur said. 


“If you make people aware of 
what they’re doing and make 
them aware that the court wants 
that not to happen, I think just 
that level of awareness will have 
them, in a positive sense, looking 
over their own shoulders and try- 
ing to prevent the occurence of 
problems before they get to the 
disaster stage,’’ she added. 

The fact that the committee 
will conduct its work under the 
auspices of the SJC should lend 
more credibility to the study’s 
results than if the Legislature or 
some other group performed the 
investigation in an adversarial 
fashion, Schur said. 

According to the SJC, the scope 
of the committee’s work “‘shall 
encompass both the factual 
assessment of the currently 
prevailing situation within the 
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Massachusetts judicial system 
and the submission of recommen: 
dations to promote the fair and 
equal treatment of men and 
women by and within’ the 
system. 

An annual report with the com 
mittee’s preliminary findings is 
scheduled for submission to the 
SIC by July 31, 1987, 

A thorough study will probably 


take two years to complete, 
although the Legislature has so 
far appropriated only enough

Where the Duke fits in the total 
picture is merely conjecture at such 
an early stage, but his star is in ascen- 
dancy. 

A year ago, any Dukakis talk had 
him figured for vice presidential 
timber. Today he is constantly 
numbered with the presidential 
maybes.

In a simpler time, when coun- 
tries didn’t get along, one would 
invade the other, the spoils would 
go to the victor, and life would go 
‘on. 

In the nuclear age, invasions 
‘have gone out of style and the 
‘United States, among other coun- 
tries, has had to find other means 
to achieve its policy objectives. 
Those means, as it turns out, 
sometimes lead to lots of raised 
eyebrows and lots of head scrat- 
ching. 

It is a time of back channels, 
‘disinformation campaigns, hid- 
‘den agendas, mysterious in- 
termediaries, secret Swiss bank 
accounts, private financing of 
public policy and rediscovery of 
the Fifth Amendment. 

It is an era when the United 
‘States can secretly sell arms to 
‘Iran, a country with which it has 
‘had no diplomatic relations for 
six years, and a time when the 
‘United States can arm rebels in 
“Nicaragua, a country with which 
it has had continuous diplomatic 
ties. It would have strained 
credulity not long ago to be told 
that Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini was unwittingly funding 
the Nicaraguan insurgents. But, 
with the help of the National 
Security Council, that apparently 
was what happened. 

It is a time when the secretary 
of state and even the president 
complain they weren’t kept in- 
formed about the NSC’s actions, 
a period when the gap between 
what the government says 
publicly and what it does private- 
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Don’t sell arms to Iran, the ad- 
ministration admonishes other 
countries. The United States 
doesn’t buy the freedom of 
American hostages, the ad- 
ministration solemnly insists. It 
doesn’t help the Nicaraguan 
resistance because that would be 
against the law, officials pro- 
claim. At one point or another, 
the administration is widely 
perceived as having violated all 
of these stated policies. 

The secretary of state is sup- 
posedly the president’s principal 
foreign policy spokesman, but it 
appears that the real power 
sometimes has resided in the 
NSC, sometimes in the hands of a 
lieutenant colonel, Oliver North, 
who, his critics maintain, loved 
his country more than its pro- 
cedures. North is a national hero, 
counters President Reagan. 

Former State Department 
counselor Helmut Sonnenfeldt 
says the current crisis is uniquely 
American. No where else does 
evidence of government wrong- 
doing have the same impact that 
it does here. The media is show- 
ing interest in little else these 
days and those clouds of dust one 
sees are being kicked up by 
members of Congress scrambl- 
ing for a spot on the nightly news, 

When the French government's 
role in the blowing up of the 
Greenpeace ship off New Zealand 
was exposed last year, the scan- 
dal blew over in a few weeks. 
When the Soviet Union carries 
out secret arms deliveries, as the 
United States has in Iran, there 
are no demands for resignations, 


dignation from the legislators in 
the Supreme Soviet. 


The Iran-Nicaragua caper has 
produced an abundance of 
slogans and one-liners: 
“Payatollah,” ‘‘Gippergate”’ and 
‘What did he know and when did 
he forget it?”’ 


But in a more serious vein, the 
president’s current difficulties 
underscore an ongoing dilemma 
for the nation, as columnist 
Charles Krauthammer noted 
recently. 

“This affair is not a Reagan 
crisis nor a presidential crisis, 
but a recurring American crisis, 
rooted ultimately in the tension 
between America’s need to act 
like a great superpower and its 
unwillingness to do so,’’ he wrote. 

“Into the breach between will 
and necessity have stepped peo- 
ple willing to violate the law.” 

Krauthammer maintains that 
the executive faces a geopolitical 
crisis if it yields to congressional 
passivity (in Nicaragua and 
elsewhere) or a constitutional 
crisis if it tries to circumvent 
congressional restraints (as in 
the current situatipn). 

“One cannot sacrifice the rule 
of democracy in pursuit of even 
the most obvious and 
disinterested national objec- 
tive,’’ Krauthammer wrote. ‘But 
until we resolve whether or not to 
accept the responsibilities of a 
Superpower, we must expect 


more debacles of this sort.”

But how come, as people the 
world over celebrate the birth of 
the Prince of Peace, the fiercest 
fighting on the face of our globe 
two milleniums later is in God’s 
name? 

Sticklers for detail say no less 
than 43 wars are in progress even 
as we speak. Some are 
belligerent forces within a coun- 
try struggling for control; others 
are countries battling to 
dominate a neighbor. Indeed, 
supplying sophisticated weapons 
of destruction for aggressors or 
defenders is one of the most pro- 
fitable, secretive and insidious 


businesses on world markets 
these days (check local 
newspapers for late-breaking 
details). 


The vicious little war between 
Catholics and Protestants in Nor- 
thern Island epitomizes this 
anomaly. Dragging on since the 
early ‘70s, carving sharp divi- 
sions amongst deeply religious 
people, no end to its sporadic kill- 
ing seems in sight 

Hostilities in the Middle East — 
between Arab, Israelis, Palesti- 
nians, Shi'ites, Christians 
Moslems, you name them-— trace 
back at least to formation of the 
Israeli state. Violence in these 
lands, in the name of holy causes, 


has included invasions, cease- 
fires, truces, tortures, terrorism, 
UN peace-keeping, Six-Day 
wars, bombings, arms deals and 
hostage seizures. 

Antagonism in emerging black 
Africa is as often between rival 
tribes as between blacks and 
whites. Foreign mercenaries 
adept at atrocities keep some op- 
pressive regimes in power with 
fear. Hunger, starvation and 
forces mass migrations have 
become accepted instruments of 
national policy in the name of 
conquest. 

And three of the nine Marxist 
directors running revolutionary 
Nicaragua are supposedly men of 
the cloth. These are Catholic 
priests, no less, espousing 
Liberation Theology, a clever 
concoction marrying godless 
communism with its arch- 
enemy, Christianity. Who is con- 
verting whom in this Central 
American backyard? Do 
Catholics live their faith so pas- 
sionately that Marxists see the 
error of their materialistic 
ideology’? Or has religion lost its 
power to bring out the best in peo- 
ple, leaving atheists to fill the 
leadership vacuum? 

Why is it that civilized nations 
two thousand years after the Ser- 
mon on the Mount continue to act 
like barbarians? 

How has it come to pass that 
the most effective deterrent 
against unbridled violence for the 


last forty years has been sheer 
fear — the unthinkable threat of 
mutual assured destruction, 
a.k.a, nuclear incineration of 
most of mankind? 


One would think that after all 
this experience since the Man of 
Peace did His thing, nations 
would have learned ways of 
welcoming, rather than resen- 
ting, each other’s God-given 
diversity. 

How is it that words like peace 
and freedom and liberty and 
brotherhood have so lost their 
meaning in the free world that 
tyrants of either right or left can 
play semantic  sleight-of-hand 
and expropriate the words to 
describe their activities, which 
are the exact opposite? 

What is astonishing is that one 
nation or group of nations has 
found a way of harnessing the in- 
stincts of mankind--hatred, 
jealousy and greed — in a revolu- 
tionary cause, while the rest of 
us, believers in love and unity 
and sharing, abandon the field? 

Why is it that as standards of 
living improve, standards of con- 
duct deteriorate? Why can’t peo- 
ple of good will shake things up? 
Why can't those of us who cherish 
freedom and wish prosperity for 
our neighbors take charge and 
make the case for peaceful 
change?

It has yet to be referred to officially as such, 
but Christmas can be seen as an important feast 
day celebrating the courage and compassion of 
stepfathers all around the world. 

Think about it. Isn’t Joseph, the carpenter who 
agreed to raise a son he never conceived, a sort 
of ultimatestepfather? 

Saint Joseph has never really been accorded 
his proper place in the Christmas drama. In the 
pageantry of the holy day, he is about as stolid 
and two-dimensional as the image of him we put 
up in the Christmas creche. He appears as 
wooden and mute as the materials with which he 
plied his trade. 

The baby Jesus, of course, is the star ... the 
messiah, ‘‘the light,’’ the saviour whose coming 
was foretold in the scriptures centuries before 
his birth. Mary gets ‘‘best supporting actress."”” 
Without her, there would be no Jesus. We sing 
the praises of “‘... yon virgin, mother and child” 
in ‘Silent Night.” 

But there is never any mention of Joseph or his 
real role in the drama that supposedly establish- 
ed a new covenant between God and Man and 
washed away the sins of the world. Even the ox- 
en are given a bigger part than Joseph. At least 
they get to breathe on the newborn infant and 
keep him warm. 

Supposedly, Joseph just sort of stood there in 
the shadows of the manger, with nothing to say 
or do until, days later, he led the donkey that took 
the stars of the show, Jesus and Mary, away 
from the threat of Herod's soldiers and certain 
death. 

His presence is even less visible, if that is 
possible, in the drama that led up to the scene in 
the manger. All the hotels were filled, we are 
told. There was ‘‘no room at the inn.”’ The preg- 
nant woman and her husband were turned away 
from every door they tried. And what do we hear 
Joseph did about it? Absolutely nothing. 

He never squawked, according to all accounts. 
Never argued. Never tried any sort of pressure 
to make some space in a corner of one of the inns. 
Nor did he whip out his American Express card 
or a handful of cash in an attempt to persuade a 
concierge it would be to his advantage to make 
some minor changes so a couple of strangers 
could keep warm on a cold winter night. 

Door after door was slammed in his face, and 
Joseph just stood there and took it. Finally, he 
trudged stoically out of town to ensconse his new 
family in a small barn. 

These accounts demean the courage and com- 
passion of the man who would one day be 
canonized as ‘Saint Joseph,’’ no small honor. 
This situation might be corrected soon. Catholics 
will get a slightly different glimpse of the man

during the gospel of this year’s Christmas Eve 
Mass. 

Writing of Jesus’ family origin, Matthew ex- 
plains that Joseph, engaged to a 16-year-old 
Jewess named Mary, did not dumbly accede to 
“the party line’ when he was told his fiance was 
pregnant. He had not touched her, according to 
Matthew. 

The girl was in a dangerous position. If accus- 
ed and convicted of adultery, under the law of the 
day, she could be put to death. Apparently they 
were serious about attacking the problem of 
teenage pregnancy in those days. 

Matthew tells us, ‘Joseph, her husband, un- 
willing to expose her to the law, decided to 
divorce her quietly. Such was his intention when 
suddenly the angel of the Lord appeared in a 
dream and said to him: ‘Joseph, son of David, 
have no fear about taking Mary as your wife. It is 
by the Holy Spirit that she has conceived the 
child. She is to have a son and you are to name 
him Jesus because he will save his people from 
their sins.” 

The angel, according to Matthew, then remind- 
ed Joseph of the ancient prophecy: ‘The virgin 
shall be with child and give birth to a son, and 
they shall call him Emmanuel.” 

When Joseph, a simple carpenter, awoke from 
this dream, Matthew tells us ‘‘... he did as the 
angel of the Lord had directed him and received 
her into his home as his wife.” 

Matthew’s final line about Joseph’s dilemma 
raises some interesting questions: ‘‘He had no 
relations with her at any time before she bore a 
son, whom he named Jesus.” The way it is stated 
leaves room for speculation that Joseph and his 
young wife might have settled down to a more 
mundane married life after the big event in the 
manger. 

What Matthew points out in his gospel is that 
Joseph was subjected to a lot of the same stress 
that any man feels when he is trying to father a 
son who is not his own offspring. At certain 
times, a sort of anxiety is bound to gnaw away at 
any man in this situation. Only a courageous leap 
of faith and love can bridge the gap, obliterate an 
obvious biological fact and unite two total 
strangers as father and son. 

Joseph’s decision to stick by Mary and raise 
her son, Jesus, as his own is a tribute to the ex- 
pansiveness of all stepfathers who open their 
arms so wide they can embrace all children as 
their own. 

It's something to think about during this 
Christmas season. Maybe it's time to bring this 
man, Joseph, out of the shadows in the back of 
the manger and include him in our hymns of 
praise as the ultimate stepfather.

Mourning 
Marchenko 


To the editor 


Anatoly Marchenko, a Ukra- 
nian dissident who spent most of 
his adult life in Soviet Slave 
Labor camps for opposing the 
Soviet system recently died 
behind bars. His death, hardly 
mentioned in the American 
media, represents just one of the 
millions of Soviet citizens who 
have died in Soviet slave camps. 
Marchenkos’ ‘‘crime,”’ like many 
other Soviet citizens, was his 
desire to be free. 

In November, 1983, the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, U.S. 
House of Representatives, 
reported that the Soviet Union 
“operates the largest forced 
labor system in the world, com- 
prising some 1,100 forced labor 
camps, and that this system 
gravely infringes internationally 
recognized fundamental human 
rights.” The House Committee 
reported that there are four 
million forced laborers in the 
Soviet Union, including women 
and children, ‘forced to work 
under conditions of extreme 
hardship including malnutrition, 
inadequate shelter and clothing, 
and severe discipline.” 

Living in freedom, it is pro- 
bably difficult for many 
Americans to understand or im- 
agine a system so cruel and 
degrading as the one which exists 
in the Soviet Union. In his book, 
“My Testimony,” Marchenko 
described in detail conditions in 
the Soviet camps. In prison Mar- 
chenko was subjected to physical 
torture, extreme cold, and cons- 
tant hunger. The camps that he 
lived in were extremely crowded 
and unsanitary; clothing was of 
inferior quality, and medical 
care was lacking. Men and 
women are forced to live like 
animals as the law of the jungle 
prevails. 

Marchenko described the 
greatest evil of camp life in the 
following way: “The biggest evil 
of camp work is not that it is

And the 
wailing sounds of the fire 
engines. My heart is pounding.

It was the wake of a friend's mother, and, even though it had 
been two years, my own pain came to the surface; the feeling of 
emptiness, the void at knowing you would never pick up the phone 
to her voice, or call her to tell her something what one of her grand- 
children had done or said. 

You sometimes still experience the nonverbal feeling that you 


I can still see my Mama stan- 
ding in the middle of the street 
stark naked with my baby 
brother in her arms as the am- 
bulance took away my Daddy. I 
remember the feel of the heat 
from the burning building and 
how the rocky pavement hurt my 
cold bare feet. A black lady came 
out of a red brick house and 
wrapped a coat around my 
Mama. I held tight to Mama’s 
hand and hid under the coat... 

A student brought me back to 
the campus. I did not tell him that 
he reminded me of my son who 
was born the night of the Coconut 
Grove fire. The bomb scare was 
over. We could return to our 
classes, 

Students were gathered in the 
passageway smoking and joking. 
“Ha, ha! Someone must have 
wanted to get out of classes early 
so the bomb scare.” ‘Good 
joke,” one said as he took another 
puff, ‘‘maybe whoever did it 
didn’t study for a test.” 

I had to restrain myself from 
screaming, ‘‘Bombs are ter- 
rorism! Not a joke! Fire is not a 
joke!”’ And then I saw the sign 
that was symbolic of the whole 
bomb scare stupidity. Whoever 
put up that sign had, had it all 
ready for such an occasion, It 


must have taken hours to make 
it, all properly measured and 
gracefully designed. A commer- 
cial art student would have been 
proud. The maroon colored sign 
with embossed silver calligraphy 
lettering might have been 
suitable to advertise a happy 
musical play, or a party.

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Legal help for handicapped 


Brian’s story offers hope

NEWTON CORNER — 
Three-year-old Brian Halder 
hopes someday to lace up his 
sneakers for basketball's 
world champior 

“The doctors say he'll be 6- 
foot-9-inches when he stops 
growing,’ Brian’s mother, 
Cathy Halder said. ‘‘He’ll 
probably play for the 
Celtics.”” 

However, before he steps 
onto the parquet for Red 
Auerbach and company, 
Brian will have to overcome 
multiple handicaps. He suf- 
fers from hypotonia - a form 
of cerebral palsey which af- 
fects his speech and muscle 
functions. He is physically 
and developmentally han- 
dicapped. 

“There are a iot more 
children who are worse off 
than Brian,” Halder said. “‘It 
could be worse.” 

It was two years ago when 
Brian’s needs started were 
making it difficult for he and 
his mother to survive. 
Everytime the blue-eyed, 
brown-haired youngster saw 
a doctor it cost $25 just to 
walk through the doors of the 
hospital, according to his 
mother. “It wasn’t going 
well,”’ she said. ‘It was catch 
as catch can.”’ 

Cathy Hadler went looking 
for assistance in acquiring 
much needed social security 
benefits - particularly Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) — to pay for his stagger- 
ing medical bills. She applied 
to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration for SSI funds but 
was denied because it 
“declared Brian was not 
disabled enough. 

“TI didn’t even know they 
(the funds) were there until I 
heard about it from a friend,” 
Halder said. ‘‘Nobody tells 























you help is there. It’s not 
something that’s advertised.” 


But as fate and the net- 
works would have it, Cathy 
Hadler was at home one 
afternoon following the denial 
of funds when she saw an of- 
fer on television she just 
couldn't refuse. 

The offices of James 
Sokolove were advertising 
help to those trapped in the 
legalese concocted by state 
bureaucracies. It was just 
what Halder and her son 
needed. 

She enrolled in the office’s 
Law Project for Multi- 
Handicapped Children and 
was stunned when informed 
the legal service was free. ‘I 
couldn’t believe it,’” Halder 
said. ‘Attorneys working for 
nothing.”’ 

According to Barbara 
Clurum, the Newtonville at- 
torney who directs the pro- 
ject, help afforded to families 
with children like Brian is a 
philanthropic service. It’s an 
attempt to help a section of 
the population that for the 
most part is ignored. 

“The state does a poor job 
of coordinating services for 
children like Brian,”’ Clur- 
man said. “It creates a 
tremendous burden for the 
parents of handicapped 
children. As a society, we 
tend to make a lot of assump- 
tions about their care.”’ 

Clurman and her colleague 
Vivian Goldman reviewed 
Brian’s case and readmitted 
his application which redefin- 
ed his special status. 

“They looked at the state 
guidelines for SSI and pulled 
everything together,’ Halder 
said. The second application 
was accepted. 

Besides trying to get 
medical benefits for families 
of multi-handicapped 
children, the project works to 
train parents as advocates for 


their children, according to 
Clurum. 

“Parents who know the 
most are the parents who get 
the most for their children,”’ 
Clurman said. 

Clurman said Hadler has 
become skilled at making 
sure her son gets the proper 
care as well as benefits with 
the help of the project. ‘‘She 
knows the ropes,” she added. 

Brian started school this 
year at the Lincoln-Eliot 
which caters to special needs 
students. His mother is un- 
sure how long she’ll get supp- 
port from Clurman and the 
law project, but will continue 
to use the service as long as 
it’s available. However, 
Halder knows it won't be 
available forever. 

Clurman says the handicap- 
ped law project was funded 
for two years and is about to 
run out. She and her col- 
leagues plan to review the 
direction of the program and 
perhaps redefine the scope of 
its activities. It’s possible the 
handicapped project could 
take on an advocacy role at 
the state level as a result of 
the revision, she added. 

Instead of focusing on the 
education of parents with 
handicapped children, its 
staff might lobby for right of 
handicapped children on 
Beacon Hill, Clurman added. 

The office carries a 
caseload of 100 children bet- 
ween the ages of 3-12 and has 
an “incredible batting 
average,’’ Clurman said. Of 
the 100 cases handled, 35 have 
been resolved. And there is 
no instance in which ‘‘we’ve 
absoultely lost,’ she added. 

The project administers to 
clients throughout the state. 
Locally, Clurman said the 
project has clients in Water- 
town and Weston and works 
with the Shriver Center in 
Waltham. 


Leo Curry back to work

NEWTON = Leo Curry has won 
at least a temporary victory in 
his battle against the state’s 
mandatory retirement laws. 
Forced to give up his job two 
months ago after turning 65, 
Curry was allowed to return to 
work last week 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Doublas P. Woodlock ordered the 
city to reinstate Curry as 
foreman for the Wire Depart- 
ment while his age discrimina- 
tion suit is being decided. 

The judge’s order was con- 
tingent upon Curry’s passing a 
medical examination. Test 
results showed he was healthy 
enough to return to work and that 
his high blood pressure was not a 
cause for concern, Curry said. 

““Strange’ might to be the word 
to describe it,’’ Curry said of his 
first day back on the job. ‘I felt 
as if I'd never go back. When I 
was working, I couldn’t believe 
it.” 

But after a few days work, 
“I’m back in the swing of things 
right now,” he said. 





As foreman of the Wire Depart- 
ment, Curry is responsible for 
maintaining fire alarms and 
police call boxes as well as about 
250 miles of connecting wires 

Curry, who has been praised 
for his extensive knowledge of 
the intricate wiring, said he 
would like to continue working ‘‘a 
couple more years, if I can,”’ 

To make his return to the job 
permanent, one of two things 
would have to happen = the state 
Legislature would have to pass a 
bill exempting Curry’s Civil Ser- 
vice classification from man- 
datory retirement statutes or he 
would have to win his legal case 

That bill has been passed by 
the House, but is stalled in the 
Senate s and Means Commit- 
tee. If it is not passed by the end 
of this legislative session next 
month, supporters would have to 
refile the bill and start all over 
again. Public hearings, commit- 
tee meetings and approval by 
both chambers of the Legislature 
would be necessary for passage. 
As Curry continues his legal 

challenge, the concept of man- 
datory retirement is under attack 








Dealership parking 
violations to be probed

NEWTON -— Aldermen intend 
to revise the reviewing process 
for auto dealership license 
renewals. 

Acting on complaints that 
dealerships are continuously 
violating parking restrictions by 
parking cars on city sidewalks, 
which creates potential safety 
hazards, the Board of Aldermen 
will ask the Police Department 
for a detailed survey of parking 
violations before issuing a license 
renewal. 

The change was sparked by the 
continuing controversy over 
Newton Nissan, the West Newton 
dealership which, according to 
some residents, has flaunted city 
parking restrictions. 

The Land Use Committee last 
week unanimously renewed 
Nissan’s 1986 license with the 
stipulation that all dealerships 
undergo a public hearing and a 
police review of their parking 
violations before obtaining a 1987 
renewal, 

In addition to Nissan, 18 other 
dealerships have license 
renewals pending. 

The police department will 
devise a new computer program 
to log violations and make them 
easily accessable for aldermanic 
review. In addition, dealership 
owners will have to fill out a state 
license which is more detailed. 

There was some consideration 
of not renewing Nissan’s license 
because of the violations, but 
Assistant City Solicitor G. 
Michael Peirce told aldermen 
that parking violations may not 
be a reason to deny a license 
renewal. 

Also, Sgt. Charles McLean, 
representing police at the 
meeting, said the department 
had not received any complaints 
since the last time Nissan 
representatives appeared before 
the committee in October. 

McLean’s statement sparked 
an angry response from Vincent 
Filipone, a Newton Centre resi- 


dent who has made many com- 
plaints in the past. 

“T've called the police at least 
200 times,”’ he said. ‘‘This whole 
thing is an ad nauseam farce and 
a whitewash.” 

Another bone of contention 
among aldermen was Nissan’s 
alleged use of a Webster Street 
lot to showcase and sell vehicles.

In addition to the 
Massachusetts bill, Congress 
recently passed a bill outlawing 
forced retirements at age 70. And 
elderly advocate groups have 
argued that as medicine and 
health maintenance improves, 
people are living longer, 
healthier lives. 


At a court hearing last month, 
Woodlock noted that retirement 
laws are changing. But if Curry 
were not put back on the job 
while his case is pending, he 
might be denied the benefits of 
those changes because they are 
unlikely to be retroactive, 
Woodlock said. 


The city has argued Curry’s job 
is too stressful and dangerous for 
someone over 65. Assistant City 
Solicitor Gary Blau has noted 
that the job requires Curry to 
work during inclement weather 
on utility poles within 30 inches of 
Boston Edison power lines. 


Blau has also said the case puts 
the city in a difficult position 
because it recognizes attitudes 
and laws are changing, but it has 
an obligation to defend existing 
state statutues.

Asbestos fear prompts action

NEWTON Fears that 
municipal mechanics are being 
exposed to potentially dangerous 
asbestos fibers have led the city 
to institute ‘emergency bidding” 
procedures so it can purchase 
protective equipment quickly. 

Officials recently discovered 
that mechanics from four depart- 
ments — Public Works, Police, 
Fire and Parks & Recreation — 
may be inhaling asbestos fibers 
when repairing or replacing 
brakes and clutches on municipal 
vehicles 

The city is moving fast to pur- 
chase at least three high efficien- 
cy particulate air filter systems 
(HEPA) so that work can be per- 
formed as safely as possible. 
«Brake and clutch linings and 
blocks are composed of roughly 
4 percent asbestos, which is 
ground into tiny particles by fric- 
tion and wear. When mechanics 
teplace those parts, asbestos 
fibers fall to the ground or escape 
into the air. 


, Asbestos is a known cause of 

tung cancer, asbestosis — a fatal 
Scaring of the lungs — and 
tesothelioma — a fatal cancer in 
the lining of the chest or ab- 
domen. 
_ But working on brakes or clut- 
ches without protection does not 
greatly increase a_ person's 
Chances of getting cancer, ac- 
¢ording to Dr. Ronald Ratney of 
the federal Occupation Safety 
and Health Administration 
(OSHA). 


+ Around 200,000 of every one 
million fatalities are caused by 
cancer. Making a rough 
éstimate, Ratney said the figures 
may rise to around 200,020 per 


million for mechanics working 
without protection on auto parts 
made of asbes 

Most of the asbestos in the air 
comes from buildings that have 
been demolished or automobile 








brakes and clutches, Ratney 
said. Because of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, 


Newton's air probably has more 
asbestos than that of an average 
community, he said. 

But even the slightly increased 
risk of cancer mechanics face 
can be eliminated with proper 
equipment and procedures, mak- 
ing it important that safety 
measures be employed, he said. 
“The issue is not so much the risk 
level, but that it’s a preventable 
risk,’’ Ratney said. 

Rose Cain, head of the city’s 
Occupational Health Program, 
said the great danger is for the 
cigarette smoker who comes in 
contact with asbestos fibers. 

“Tf you smoke and inhale 
asbestos, you have a 40 times 
greater chance of coming down 
with asbestosis,’’ she said. | 


The most harmful asbestos 
fibers are so small — 5 to 10 
microns — that they are invisible, 
Cain said. Only a HEPA system 
provides reasonable assurance of 
protection, she said. 


The city expects to open bids 
from companies making HEPA 
systems this week, said Cain. Of- 
ficials are estimating the cost 
will be in the $4,000 range per 
unit. 

HEPA uses a vacuum to trap 
even invisible asbestos particles 
in an extremely sensitive filter. 
The box-like system surrounds 
the brake or clutch and has 
gloves so mechanics can make 
repairs while it operates.

“I'm not a mind reader,” he

According to committee 
members, pay raises for the cen- 
tral staff are not mandatory and 
approved solely at the discretion 
of the committee. 

“They really don’t have a for- 
malized contract. It’s more of an 
agreement we have with them,” 
board member Sally Rizzo said. 
“There is really nothing in 
writing to determine their raises 
and we're going to try to firm 
things up in the future and put 
some of it in writing.”” 





Strand recommends the raises 
of his administrative staff to the 
committee who can “approve, 
raise or lower at its own discre- 
tion,” board member Lynn 
Sullivan said, Committee chair- 
man Leonard Gentile recom- 
mends the superintendent's 
salary raise to the committee, 
she added 


“The central staff is usually 
the last group in the School 
Department to know what their 
salary raises will be,” Sullivan 
said. ‘We try to keep the raises in 
the same range as other school 
personnel that have bargaining 
units.”” 

Central staff administrators 
are not allowed to have a collec- 
tive bargaining unit under the 
Collective Bargaining Act in 
Massachusetts General Laws 
because of the “nature of their 
job descriptions,’ according to 
Asst. Supt. for Personnel Thomas 
O'Connor. 

O'Connor characterized cen- 
tral staff as ‘‘confidential 
employees who formulate 
policies and prepare confidential 
information for the purposes of 
collective bargaining.” 

In addition to Strand and Cor- 
nelius, Vincent Silluzio, assistant 
superintendent for operations 
and planning, was given a $3,100 
raise — bringing his salary up to 
$57,700. This makes Silluzio the 
second highest paid city 
employee, trailing Strand by

Mead and a city worker 
demonstrated that a mechanic 
must wear a _ head-to-toe 
disposable jump suit made of 
treated paper, a respirator witha 
HEPA filter and goggles. The 
brake or clutch is surrounded by 
a plastic bag that has gloves pro- 
jecting inward. Tools are placed 
inside and water is sprayed 
through an opening so asbestos 
particles fall to the bottom. 


When the job is done, the 
worker disposes of the suit, the 
bag and the worn-out clutch or 
brake equipment in a thicker 
plastic bag. Tools are then wash- 
ed to remove any remaining 
asbestos particles. 

Cain said the city discovered 
the possibility of asbestos con- 
tamination this June during an 
inspection of the Crafts Street 
facility. 

The city’s four Safety Commit- 
tee members — Stephen Tocci of 
the Traffic Division, Richard 
Rando of the Highway Division, 
Personnel Director Richard 
Moynihan and Halloran — later 
decided tnat a HEPA system 
should be purchased quickly. 

Because of the urgent need, the 
city instituted an emergency bid 
procedure allowing much of the 
ordinarily lengthy bid process to 
be bypassed.

NEWTON = They’re back, and 
they’re the same as ever. 

After a season-opening loss to a 
quick Boston English team

A former All-Dual County 
League fullback and captain of 
the 1982 Newton South High 
School team under current 
Lion coach Chuck Hurwitz, 
Wilcox admits that it was the 
support of coach Gehling that 
convinced her that she could 
play collegiate ball. 

“Soccer was not my strong 
sport,”’ said Wilcox, a captain 
of her high school lacrosse and 
basketball teams who still 
holds the scoring record in 
lacrosse at South, ‘‘but (Gehl- 


ing) made me believe that I 
could play college soccer.”’

“Her skills were average 
but her athletic ability was ex- 
cellent,’ Gehling said. ‘‘And 
she had those other qualities 
like toughness and game 
toughness.

NEWTON - So far, Newton 
North boys’ swim coach Chris 
Jones likes what he sees. 

“Right now, I think we are 
stronger than we were last 
year,” Jones said, comparing 
this edition with last year’s 7-2 
team. ‘‘We are very good in the 
distance and sprint events. We 
have a lot of good freshman and 
sophomores, so we have a lot of 
depth, while at the same time 
building for the future."’ 

In preperation for their first 
meet (December 19 at Milton), 
the Tigers scrimmaged Exeter 
Academy last week and fared 
very well. 

“So far, they look very good,” 
Jones said. ‘‘They are starting to 
get into shape.

“He does everything we ask of 
him,” said Jones about the owner 
of three separate Tiger records. 
“This year, he is mainly going to 
compete in the sprint events, but 
he can do it all.” 

‘Doing it all’ is what Jones 
wants all of his Tiger swimmers 
to aspire to. ‘‘I want them to be 
able to swim any event in the 
meet at a reasonable time, and 
be competitive at it,’’ the coach 
pointed out. In doing so, the team 
has been swimming less yar- 
dage, but becoming more flexi- 
ble, and perhaps Jones will even 
find an unknown pearl. 

“The big thing is the butterfly 
and breaststroke,’’ Jones said, 
regarding swimmings more 
technical events. “‘It is so dif- 
ficult to train a good backstroker 
and breaststroker, that we want 
to be ready now, in case we ever 
need them for a meet.” 

Co-captain Mike Yen is top 
returnee in the breaststroke, 
especially after finishing fourth 
in the Suburban meet. While Tim 
King, brother of North and 
Brown University swimming 
standout Katie King, will be 
holding down the butterfly duties. 

Bobby Greene will again be 
tough in the 50 freestyle and 100 
sprint (he placed fifth and sixth, 
respectively, in the league meet). 
According to Jones, he is the 


most improved returning Tiger 
swimmer. Greene, as well as 
King and Robertson, also com- 
promised the North relay team at 
the state meet. 

Jones also has experienced 
distance swimmers in junior 
Tom Robertson and sophomore 
John Fallon at his disposal. At 
last year’s Suburban meet, both 
swimmers were among the top 12 
finishers in the 500, 

Diving will be the Tigers’ big- 
gest weakness event this season. 
They only had two divers last 
year and one of those graduated, 
leaving Tim Evans as North's 
number one man, However, 
Jones said, Evans will be a force 
off the board with a large 
repetoire of high degree dives. 

Many newcomers to the North 
waters have shored up the 
squad’s depth. Freshmen Scott 
Stover and Quentin Topping are 
two of Jones’ most promising 


rookies. 
Although Brockton is the 
perennial Suburban league 


powerhouse, and both North 
Quincy and Brookline are return- 
ing strong teams, Coach Jones is

DePasquale to direct 
Lancers girls on court

NEWTON -— ‘“DePasquale”’ 
it kind of rhymes with ‘“‘basket- 
ball” if you use your imagination, 
and in the case of newly- 
appointed Newton Catholic girls’ 
hoop coach John DePasquale, 
that’s only appropriate. 

DePasquale took over as head 
man for the Lancers this year 
after spending the majority of his 
23 years on earth caught up in one 
way or another in the Newton 
Catholic basketball scene. His 
progression from fan, to player, 
to assistant boys’ coach to head 
girls’ coach represents a life of 
love for a sport and loyalty to a 
school. 

“I’ve played the game my 
whole life,” DePasquale says. ‘‘I 
first got into it when I was a kid, 
following my brother Steve who 
played for the (Newton Catholic) 
team. That brought me _ into 
sports at an early age ~ 1 started 
when I was in early elementary 
school...I haven't stopped yet.”’ 

In later years, DePasquale 
would himself be an integral part 
of the Lancers basketball squad. 
While juggling schoolwork with 
part-time employment at his 
brother’s deli, DePasquale still 
made time to follow his heart full- 
time on the basketball court 
before graduating in 1981 

Even after leaving high school, 
DePasquale felt the desire to be a 
part of the Newton Catholic 
realm. ‘The year after gradua- 
tion I approached the varsity 
coach to see if he could use any 
help with the team,’’ he recalls 
“For a couple of years | was a 
gopher, practicing with the 
team...and then finally the assis- 
tant coaching job opened up.” 

For the past several years, 
DePasquale has virtually im 
mersed himself in the Newton 
Catholic sports scene. While at 


tending Framingham State Col- 
lege, he organized junior high 
and grammar school basketball 
intramurals, he has videotaped 
both basketball and volleyball 
games, and has been assistant 
boys’ coach, 

And all the while, he’s been 
something of a local pillar at 
DePasquale’s Market, his 
brother's store, which is located 
just around the corner from the 
school and is a popular stop-off 
for Newton Catholic students. 

“T have the advantage of hav- 
ing been with the program so 
long,’’ DePasquale said. ‘Some 
of the kids I see now have been in 
the program since I was coaching 
them in grammar school." 

Last season, while DePasquale 
was assistant coach under Don 
Dabenigno, the boys’ basketball 
team posted a 16-2 season and ad- 
vanced all the way to the third 
round of the state tournament 
DePasquale said he acquired “a 
lot of my knowledge as a coach 
fromm Don Dabenigno." 

DePasquale had originally ap- 
plied for the JV boys’ coaching 
job this year, but opted for the 
varsity girls position instead. 
“I’m comfortable with this 
team,’’ he said, ‘but there’s a pro 
and con. There's more maturity 
with girls...but there’s more en- 
thusiasm with the boys.” 

DePasquale said that for him, 
a head coaching job is ideal, 
because “I love the sport, and 
I've always enjoyed the prospect 
of being in an environment where 
I’m teaching. The two together 
seem to work very well.” 

While the girls’ squad went 2-16 
last season, DePasquale is confi- 
dent he can turn the team into a 
contender for the tournament.

For homeless families, 
elderly, handicapped and 
mentally ill individuals, the 


equation does not add up to an 
easy solution 

Despite the bleak picture, 
there are some answers. While 
no one is claiming they are 
easy, there are many who feel 
there is something that can be 
done to provide shelter for 
those who need it 

Locally, housing advocates 
tout the 10 percent ordinance, 
a prime example of inclu- 
sionary zoning being con- 
sidered by communities 
across the nation, as part of 
the solution. 

If they build a residential 
project greater than 10 units, 
developers seeking an in- 
crease in the number of units 
they can build by right, ac- 
cording to the ordinance, must 
rent or lease 10 percent of 
those units to the city at a frac- 
tion of the market rate. Those 
units are then added to the ci- 
ty’s stock of subsidized hous- 
ing and rented to eligible 
families, elderly or handicap- 
ped. 

The Board of Aldermen is 
currently working on a cash 
contribution formula for 
developers building fewer 
than 10 units. 

To date, the 10 percent or- 
dinance has created 65 family 
units, 45 elderly units and one 
handicapped unit, according 
to an August, 1986, Planning 
Department report. 

Another plan being con- 
sidered by the Board of 
Aldermen is the legalization of

I think that legalizing ac 
cessory apartments would 
provide much needed rental 
housing in the city,” Alde rman 
Rodney Barker s. “The 
way we have drafted the or. 
dinance, it affects upwards of 
2,000 properties in the city.” 

There are other recommen- 
dations. One, suggested by 
Ellen Scott of the Coalition for 
the Homeless, would impose a 
tax on real estate transactions 
and interest on escrow ac- 
counts for pending real estate 
transactions 

“By combining that 
money,” she says, ‘‘we could 
create a pool of money to be 
used for the construction of 
more affordable housing. This 
state has done more for the 
homeless than any other in the 
nation, but it is still not good 
enough. We are trying to push 
for more.”' 

As they marched through 
the Statehouse recently, 
members of the 
Massachusetts Affordable 
Housing Alliance (MAHA) 
asked legislators to support a 
number of bills th y would 
increase a homeless person’s 
chances of finding affordable 
shelter, 

“Being on the waiting list for 
affordable housing is like play- 
ing the lottery,’’ MAHA 
spokesperson Barbara Mellan 
‘The chances of suc- 
ceeding are about as good 
often times. We fell 72,000 
units short of housing produc- 
tion needed in this state from 
1980-1985."

Wants Garden City to annex

NEWTON -- A group of 
residents from the southwest cor- 
ner of Brookline, echoing the bat- 
tle cry of American colonialists, 
is looking into the possibility of 
seceding from their town to join 
the Garden City. 

“The city of Newton is more 
compatible with our interests 
than the town of Brookline,” John 
Kichhorn, spokesman for the 
recently formed Citizens for Fair 


Specifically, Eichhorn said a 
recent TM vote favoring a 2 per- 
cent real estate transfer tax was 
the final motivating factor in the 
secession drive. 

“Town Meeting in November 
passed the land bank transfer tax 
over the strenuous objections of 
Precinct 15,’' said Eichhorn, who 
represents the precinct at Town 
Meeting. ‘The money will be us- 
ed to create so-called affordable 
housing, but it will do nothing to 
increase the services or benefits

Representation (CFR) said. ‘We 
want to find out if Newton is will- 
ing to annex our precinct. We 
don’t want any more taxation 
without representation.” 

Eichhorn said CFR is made up 
of nearly two dozen residents of 
Brookline’s Precinct 15. CRF 
members, he said, are 
homeowners ‘‘fed up with” what 
he called an imbalance in 
Brookline politics. 

“We are almost exclusively 
homeowners,’’ he said.

Theodore D, Mann will tie’ the 
record for the longest con- 
secutive service as the city’s 
chief executive. Since his term

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Newton’s year in review

NEWTON -— The past 12 months have 
seen the city take the offensive in the battle 
to preserve its residential and village 
character and to increase public awareness 
of the city’s precarious financial situation 

But the success of these initiatives is not 
yet assured. 

The struggle to protect Newton 
neighborhoods and village centers from too 
much commercial development spawned 
the Zoning Review Committee's (ZRC) in- 
itial rewriting of the city’s zoning or- 
dinances in 1985. 

For the past year, the aldermanic Zoning 
Amendment Committee (ZAC) has been 
refining that draft and has held a public 
hearing on suggested changes in the or- 
dinances affecting residential areas. 

But the amendment committee must 
finalize those recommendations and com- 
plete its work on commercial zoning before 
its proposals are debated and voted on by 
the full Board of Aldermen. 

That concern also led to the passage of a 
moratorium on commercial construction. 
The enactment of the limited construction 
ban in March was the culmination of a year- 
long effort by Thomas Paulini and 
members of his REZONE committee. 

Committee members gathered enough 
signatures to get the issue on the 
November, 1985, ballot. which netted a bet- 
ter than 2-1 margin in favor of the 
moratorium. 

After a strong fight on the Board of 
Aldermen, the ordinance was enacted and, 
theoretically, no new commercial construc- 
tion can begin in the city until March, 1987. 

The city’s Village Study team is also in 
the midst of developing a plan to protect the 
residential character of the Garden City. 
Last winter, Connery Associates of Win- 
chester, hired to perform the study in con- 
cert with the Economic Development Com- 
mission (EDC), visited every one of 
Newton's villages to listen to residents 
ideas on development. 

Connery shocked many residents last 
winter when it announced that under pre- 
sent zoning, 12.5 million square feet of new, 
primarily commercial building space could 
be constructed in the centers. 

In the spring, the Winchester firm said 
that figure would be reduced to around 5 
million square feet if the city adopted the 
recommendations of the ZRC. 

Its plan for the city’s development future 
would reduce the potential of future com- 
mercial development even further, Connery

Median issue gets hot

NEWTON — The Traffic Com 
mission has “‘dodged the issue 
of the median closing on Route 9 
at Woodcliff Road and passed the 
buck to the aldermanic Public 
Safety and Transportation Com 
mittee, according to Alderman 
Rodney Barker 

The public safety committee 
will hold a public hearing Jan. 12 
on whether the median should re 
main permanently closed. The 
issue has simmered for five mon 
ths, following a June 13 accident

“We have been talking,’ he 
said. “But there are many en- 
vironmental and physical con 
cerns, like how we can in 
corporate streets and sewers and 
provide schooling and other ser- 
vices.”” 

At least one alderman is also 
wary of what the potential drain 
on Newton services might be 

“T am not sure what Newton as 
a municipality would feel it has to 
gain from taking on an additional 
chunk of people and property,” 
Ward 7 Alderman Verne Vance 
said. ‘Unless in a cold dollars 
and cents analysis the amount of 
new property taxes from 
Brookline more than pays for the 
costs associated with providing 
city services, I don’t see what the 
advantage to Newton would be.” 

Vance, whose ward borders 
Brookline’s Precinct 15, pointed 
out that any secession would 
necessitate an increased strain 
on the city’s schools, public 
works, fire, police and other ser- 
vices. Vance was also concerned 
what would happen if those 
seceding to Newton did not like 
Garden City politics. 

“A few years down the line, 
would they be asking themselves 
if they should secede from 
Newton?”’ he asked. 

Skip Sesling, chairman of the 
Brookline Board of Selectmen, 
has a very dim view of the seces- 
sion drive. 

“Tt is one of the most ridiculous 
suggestions I have ever heard 
of,’ he said. “If they want to 
move to Newton, let them pick 
their houses up, put them on 
trucks and find land in Newton. It 
is stupidity.” 

Sesling said CFR members 
should concentrate on living in a 
democracy. 

“These people live in a 
democracy where the majority 
rules,’’ he said. ‘‘They are just a 


small group of conservative 
Republicans not at ease with the 
climate of Brookline polit 

Sesling reiterated Vance's con- 
cern about what would happen if 
the secession is successful 

“They don’t want to be a part of 
the process in Brookline,’ he 
said. ‘What happens if they don’t 
like what goes on in Newton? Will 
they try to secede to New Hamp- 
shire?” 

Before Precinct 15 could 
become part of Newton, 
Bichhorn said CFR would have to 
file a petition with Brookline’s 
state legislators indicating what 
the boundries are and what the 
group’s goals are. 

The next step, he said, would be 
to file a petition to get the seces- 
sion issue on the precinct’s elec- 
tion ballots. The third step, he 
said, would be for Newton's 
Board of Aldermen to approve 
the annexation request. 

“There is precedent,’’ 
Eichhorn said. ‘‘Twice in the 
mid-1800s, the same process was 
used by Boston to annex what 
was then the city of Roxbury. We 
have attorneys researching other 
possible examples,” 

Eichhorn is aware of potential 
criticism and insists the seces- 
sion drive is not ‘a publicity 
stunt.” 

“We are really serious,” he 
said. “We understand that it will 
be very difficult and that it will 
take a lot of hard work and a lot 
of money, but even if we have to 
pay more in property taxes to get 
into Newton, it will be worth it, 
because we would be getting 
more representation than we do 
now.” 

Kichhorn added that CFR is 
working on a timetable and hopes 
to join Newton ‘‘before the end of 
1989,” 

“We have a lot of work to do, 
but I think that there is a lot of 
support out there and I think we 
will be successful in terms of 
gathering signatures and raising 
money,” he said.

erase Childs’ name from the ci- 
ty’s political record books. 

Mann, who served four terms 
on the Board of Aldermen and 
four as a state representative, 
has never lost an election. 

Despite that record, he says he 
is never overconfident when he is 
running. “I always go into an 
election prepared to lose,’’ Mann 
said. 

As if in the midst of his next 
campaign, the mayor pointed to 
his record in providing human 
services — such as low income 
housing and transportation for 
the elderly — as part of the reason 
for his popularity. 

He said he also takes great 
pride in his management of the 
city’s finances, particularly in 
sustaining the city’s Triple A 
bond rating. 

The mayor, a Republican, 
seemed unwilling to define his 
success in the usual terms. 
Political parties mean little in 
Newton's nonpartisan local elec- 
tions and the terms “‘liberal” and 
“conservative’’ are too confining 
to describe his record, he said. 

He views his appeal as essen- 
tially personal. “Some people 
have told me they've taken polls 
and found out that even though 
some don’t agree with me, they'll 
support me,”’ Mann said. 

Despite this apolitical stance, 
few would deny that the mayor 
has gone against the local 
political grain in carving out his 
niche in Newton's history. The ci- 
ty was two-to-one democratic 
when he was elected mayor in 
1971, Since then, the Democratic 
margin has doubled. 

“He's a very unusual man in 
that he straddles both parties,” 
said Ward 8 Alderman Wendell 
Bauckman, a board member for 
44 years and perhaps the second 
most notable local Republican 
politician, 

Ward 3 Alderman Matthew Jef- 
ferson, a Democrat who has serv 
ed 18 years on the board, used 
familiar political terms to 
describe the mayor's popularity. 
Mann, he said, has been suc- 
cessful because of his liberal- 
Republican philosopy. 

The mayor has had to balance 
Newton's demand that govern- 
ment assist the needy with ‘‘pru- 
dent” fiscal practices, he said. 

“If you are a Republican in this 
city and you want to continue to 
be elected, you walk a 
tightrope,’ Jefferson said. 

Another factor in Mann's suc- 
cess is that, despite its over- 
whelming Democratic majority 
since the 1960s, the city has a 
Republican heritage and has, in 
fact, never elected a Democrat 


as mayor 

“The legacy left by the 
preceding Republican mayors 
8 rubbed off on him,’’ Jefferson 
said, 


The city’s tradition of non- 
partisan elections also helped the 


mayor win and hold onto his of- 
fice, according to William 
Carmen, who ran against Mann 
in 1971 and 1973. 

“If it was not a nonpartisan 
election,’ Carmen said of those 
two races, ‘‘a Democrat would 
have won either time.” 

Originally a Republican, 
Carmen had switched parties by 
1971 when- he gave Mann the 
toughest fight he would have for 
mayor. The final tally was 13,531 
for Mann to 12,579 for Carmen. 

Carmen was an alderman at 
the time whose support was con- 
fined largely to his ward, while 
Mann as one of Newton's three 
state representatives had consti- 
tuents from a third of the city. 

While Mann built his campaign 
on extremely loyal friends and 
political allies, Carmen said he 
tried to win attention by develop- 
ing issues. He proposed, for ex- 
ample, a means by which a 
developer could be found to build 
a new library for the city at no 
cost. 

Since the 1971 brawl, Mann has 
had an easier time of it. In 1973, 
he outpolled Carmen by 14,805 to 
11,352 count. The city switched to 
four-year terms after that and 
Mann in 1977 beat Peter Harr- 
ington by a 13,860 to 10,759 vote. 
In 1981, Mann drubbed 
challenger Bruce Marquis, earn- 
ing 13,854 to the challenger’s 
6,676. 

Last year, Mann ran unoppos- 
ed and garnered a 7,026 total of 
the 10,929 ballots cast. The rest 
declined to cast a vote for the 
mayor, 

The vote counts have declined 
each election since Mann took of- 
fice, a fact some observers trace 
to Mann’s apparent political in- 
vulnerability. 

“T think it’s very simple why 
the votes went down this time,” 
said Election Commissioner 
Julius L. Masow. “He had no 
competition,” 

Masow, a former chairman of 
the city’s Republican Committee 
and a Mann campaign worker in 
1971, said the mayor's popularity 
stems from a 24-hour-a-day 
dedication to the job and a will- 
ingness to include all factions in 
city government.

But Malec added, ‘‘I think 
voters have a right to be con- 
cerned when any elected of- 
ficial misses a third of the 
votes." 

Only Ward 4 Alderman 
Carol Robinson, who missed 62 
percent, and Ward 5 Alderman

percent, fall into that 
category.

“T don’t think it makes any 
difference,’ said Ward 7

those votes are meaningless.

And Ward 6 Alderman 
Rodney Barker — who missed 
13.2 percent of the votes and 
ranked 18th — said surveys of 
board performance should be 
based first on committee at- 
tendance, and second on ac- 
tual attendance at full board 
meetings. Many aldermen 
have argued that the board’s 
real substantive work is done 
in committee. 

“Frankly, this is an absurd 
way to count people on the 
Board of Aldermen,’ Barker 
said. 

The survey separated each 
non-controversial item into 
separate votes, though they 
are lumped together as one 
“first-call”’ ballot at the begin- 
ning of full board meetings. 

While items are being plac- 
ed on first call, alderman can 
decide to hold one or more for 
debate later in the evening. 

But Barker said this deci- 
sion should be made in the 
days before the meeting and 
the City Clerk’s office notified.

“That’s the kind of thing you 
do on the weekend,” Barker 
said. 

Through the survey, an 
alderman can ‘‘be late five 
minutes and miss 25 votes,”’ he 
said. 

Barker said he could recall 
missing only two full board 
meetings at the most, one 
when he was on vacation in 
England. 

The survey’s rating of Ward 
7 Alderman Verne Vance — 
who placed 19th with 19 per- 
cent missed votes — is an ex- 
ample of its flaw, he said. 

“If somebody like Verne 
Vance, who is one the ablest 
aldermen in my opinion, has a 
low record, then something is 
wrong,” Barker said. Because 
of his law practice Vance may 
be late at times, “but he 
debates the issues.” 

Ward 4 Alderman Richard 
McGrath, who has had a 100 
percent voting record in three 
years, disagrees. 

“If you’re not there on first 
call, you can’t put it on second 
call,” he said. ‘‘A lot of people 
sit and chitchat. I sit and 
listen.”” 

If an aldermen comes in late 
for first call and wants an 
issue.debated, he has to ask a 
colleague who was present to 
make the request and then 
receive a majority vote. 
Otherwise, the absent alder- 
man must ask for a suspension 
of the rules, which requires a 
two-thirds vote, McGrath said. 

The importance of first call 
was driven home to him years 
ago when while discussing an 
issue outside the aldermanic 
chamber, he missed the vote. 
On returning, McGrath found 
he could not get the support to 
open a particular item for 
debate. 

“It was very controversial.

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Teacher felt ‘appreciated’

NEWTON — Newton North 
High School teacher Mary 
Doolin, who taught English to 
Chinese students at the 
Jingshang School as part of an 
exchange program for three 
months, said she has never felt 
“so Ronen nite id 

Although the teaching techni- 
ques are vastly different between 
Chinese and American school 
systems, Doolin said the teachers 
at her host school in Beijing were 
“like sponges, absorbing every 
bit of information that they 
could.” 

Doolin, an English as a Second 
Language (ESL) teacher, 
observed and taught students 
English and shared her expertise 
with teachers through several 
workshops and lectures. 

Along with teacher Carolyn 
Henderson and four Newton high 
school students, Doolin returned 
last week from the first educa- 
tional exchange program bet- 
ween China and the United 
States. The most unique aspect of 
the exchange is that the 
American visitors lived with 
Chinese host families during 
their stay, a practice which has 
never been allowed before. 

Unlike the Newton schools, 


Doolin said the Jingshang school 
had few supplementary teaching 
materials to use aside from a tex- 
tbook selected by the state and 
used throughout China. In- 
dividual schools do not select 
their own books, materials or 
curriculum. The same cur- 
riculum is taught throughout the 
country, she said 

“There is a director of cur- 
riculum for the whole country 
rather than the way we do it, 
school by school,"’ Doolin said. “I 
can see that it will be changing 
soon as they hope to adopt more 
American teaching techniques in 
their system.”” 

The Jingshang School is ex- 
perimental and students have to 
pass difficult entrance examina- 
tions to attend. Most classes have 
approximately 48 students to one 
teacher. The desks, said Doolin, 
are snugly lined up together in 
six rows. 

“The students there are taught 
English and grammer very well, 
but I noticed little time was 
devoted to ther listening and 
speaking skills. That is where I 
concentrated my efforts,’’ she 
said. 

Doolin brought books and 
materials with her, including 
games, music and tape recor- 


dings, to share with the 
Jingshang teachers so students 
could practice their English 
speaking skills. The students 
would speak into a tape recorder 
and then listen to their own 
speech. 

“The students are so respectful 
of their teachers and education in 
general,’’ she said. ‘“‘After I 
finished my lessons they all stood 
up and applauded for me. If 
you've ever taught before, it’s a 
rare happening = and I doubt it 
will ever happen again,’’ Doolin 
said laughing. 

At first, the racial barrier bet- 
ween Doolin and the Chinese 
teachers was evident, but soon 
they came to look at each other 
as equals, Doolin said 

“These teachers were thirsty 
for more information and they 
were so willing to try new things. 
They realize improvements need 
to be made,” she said. ‘‘When I 
was leaving, one of the teachers 
said to me, ‘We used to call 
Americans foreign devils. But 
now we consider you a person 
just like us.’ I came to feel the 
very same way," Doolin said 
“When you work as closely 
together as we did, those ethnic 
and racial barriers dissolve in 
quite a beatiful way.”’

NEWTON — A proposed Jan. 2 
signing of a new long-term solid 
waste contract may not happen 
now that Vicon Inc. — a New 
Jersey based solid waste 
removal company has 
withdrawn a request to build an 
incinerator designed primarily 
for the Garden City. 

“There are serious problems,” 
Mayor Theodore Mann said. ‘“‘It 
is serious because there is a 
serious shortage of landfill in this 
state.” 

Two weeks ago, Mann said 
“technical difficulties’ were 
holding up any accord. Last 
week, he said the Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) was 
holding up licensing of the in- 
cinerator until Vicon officials 
could find a location to dump the 
ash residue of Newton’s trash. 

DEQE spokesman Ross 
Hyman said two weeks ago Vicon 
withdrew a request made in 
August to build a fourth in- 
cinerator at its Agawam facility. 

Hyman said ‘‘economics”’ were 
behind Vicon’s decision. Vicon of- 
ficials could not be reached for 








comment. 

Mann is in the process of 
negotiating a 20-year waste 
disposal contract with Vicon to 
replace the city’s current con- 
tract with the Laidlaw Corp. That 
contract expires in the summer 
of 1988 and city officials are now 
racing the clock in an effort to 


finalize an agreement to dispose , 


of the estimated 50,000 tons of 
waste generated annually. 
Vicon’s decision not to build the 
incinerator could have damaging 
implications for Newton, ac- 
cording to Melvin First, chair- 
man of the city’s Solid Waste 
Task Force (SWTF), because the 
company may not have the 
capacity to dispose of Newton’s 
waste for more than five years.

New year nets changes

CAMBRIDGE The ad- 
ministration of state Superior 
Court criminal cases in Mid- 
dlesex County will undergo ma- 
jor changes in January, ac- 
cording to court officials. 

Thomas R. Morse Jr., chief 
justice of the Superior Court, said 
that starting Jan. 5 justices sit- 
ting in the six Middlesex Superior 
Court criminal sessions will han- 
dle a given case from arraign- 
ment through disposition. 

Under the old circuit court 
method, various judges sat on 
cases at different stages. ‘The 
problem with the circuit court 
system is there is a loss of con- 
tinuity and litigants have had to 
educate a judge about the case 
each time they came in,’’ Morse 
said. 

The new system, modeled after 
the U.S. District Court system, 
has been in effect on an ex- 
perimental basis for three years 
in one Middlesex County session, 
where Judge Hiller Zobel runs 
what is known as the “Room 
List.” 

Zobel, who retains jurisdiction 
over all cases assigned to him, 
has been successful in speedily 
moving cases along, officials 
said. 

Zobel notes that cases reach 
disposition faster in his cour- 
troom than elsewhere because 
prosecutors and defense lawyers 
know there is nowwhere else to 
go. Lawyers can’t go “judge 
shopping” to see if a ‘‘better” 
disposition can be obtained, so 
they are willing to get down to the 
business of finalizing a case ear- 
ly, Zobel said. Thus, plea 
bargains and trials are arrived at

sooner under Zobel’s administra- 
tion. 

On the other hand, the success 
of Zobel’s Room List session may 
not be so much the result of the 
method of administration used as 
Zobel’s indefatigable drive, said 
some. Referring to it, one pro- 
secutor said Zobel is ‘“‘just in- 
credible.’’ Morse described him 
as being ‘‘extraordinarily able.”’ 

In Zobel’s session, on the day 
when a defendant is arraigned, a 
trial date, a pre-trial conference 
date and deadline for pre-trial 
motions are established. 

All criminal matters in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court, except 
Zobel’s cases, begin in the First 
Criminal Session where many 
pre-trial matters are ad- 
ministered including ar- 
raignments, bail hearings, cer- 
tain pre-trial motions and 
changes of pleas. About 10 dif- 
ferent judges sit in that session 
during any given year. 

Under the current system, 
cases drag on, continuences are 
the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, and a good defense lawyer 
will wait six months if necessary 
for the right judge to come along. 

One result of the current 
system is that one defendant can 
get a 10 years imprisonment 
while another, who committed a 
similar offense and who might 
even have a similar record, gets 
a suspended sentence. 

Commenting further on the 
new system, Morse said its 
drawbacks include a shortage of 
judges and a shortage of support 
personnel, particularly judge’s 
clerks. U.S. District Court judges 
have a lighter caseload than 
State Superior Court judges and 
have more resources and support

Vicon officials, there was con- 
cern about what would happen if 
Newton signed up and the fourth 
facility was not available,’’ First 
said.

“TI think these judges have been 
short changed for years and 
years,”’ Reilly said. 

Middlesex County Clerk of 
Courts Edward Sullivan said the 
system would work if resources 
and staff are increased. ‘It 
works fine in federal court. They 
have the help. We don’t have the 
help,”’ he said. 

The ‘Room List"’ method is ex- 
pected to stay at least one year in 
Middlesex County during which 
time it could be adopted in Suf- 
folk County and Worcester Coun- 
ty and other of the states larger 
counties, 

Morse said small counties are a 
special problem because a single 
trial that might run on for weeks 
ean easily impede the ad- 
ministration of cases.

Confused by these charges and 
lacking information about 
previous medical bills, the alder- 
manic Finance Committee 
requested that the city phi 
cian’s office verify health costs 
for city employees. 

The bill claimed Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital provided 
$20,310 in services for Hill — who 
suffered a heart attack on Sept. 
13 — and deducted $1,093 in in- 
surance reimbursements. The 
figure $19,206 is both typed and 
handwritten on the bill. But a 
space labeled ‘‘Pay This 
Amount” says the city owes only 
$10. 

“I'd pay 10 bucks,’’ Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle said. 

Among other things, members 
were baffled by a charge of $8,250 
for ‘0 days’’ spent in the 
hospital's intensive care unit and 
by the designation of Blue Cross 
as the provider of full insurance 
coverage. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
asked the Finance Committee to 
recommend the full Board of 
Aldermen appropriate $19,206. 

But after Alderman Paul Colet- 
ti cited two recent instances in 
which the city was asked to pay 
questionable medical bills, Quinn 
agreed that the city physician’s 
office should take a look at 
charges for Hill’s medical care.

Increased accidents at the in- 
tersections with Dedham Street 
spurred the city to request 
als from the state Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW). 

The street has been plagued 
with potholes caused by drainage 
problems. City Engineer Paul 
Giunta said the resurfacing pro- 
ject will go out to bid in early spr- 
ing in the hopes that construction 
can begin over the summer. 

“That road is so heavily travel-

The new, tougher drunk-driving law 
comes at the most appropriate time 
possible. More than any other period, 
the holiday season puts all of us at risk 
from drivers who get behind the wheel 
after partying or loading up at some 
bar. 

Massachusetts sorely needed just 
what is now on the books — license 
suspensions at the earliest point 
detection and jail sentences beginning 
with second offenders. Judges have a 
more specific mandate dealing with 
the guzzlers. Lawyers have fewer 
openings to get clients off lightly. 

The convicted driver is going to lose 
his or her license for 45 to 90 days; a 
second offender will be going to jail 
for seven to 14 days. License loss up to 
five years is in the law, and up to 15 
years in jail in a vehicular homicide 
case. Refusal to take a Breathalizer 
test brings an automatic 120-day 
license suspension. 

This latter section faces an SJC 
challenge on constitutional grounds 
because it allows random driver 
checks leading to breath and blood 
testing. There may be merit in what 
critics say, but even they are looking 
with favor on the full package other- 
wise. 


Getting the message across is the 
important factor, with deterrence 
looming larger than ever. Effective 
enforcement and prosecution furnish 
the mopping up process. The best ap- 
proach is to get to the driver with car 
keys at a place where he is tempted to 
take that extra one for the road. 


Authorities will be seeking ways to 
spend a half million dollars provided 
for administrative improvements to 
implement the new law. Our sugges- 
tion is that informational material be 
prepared which spells out drunk driv- 
ing penalties and require that it be 
posted in all places where alcoholic 
beverages are being sold. 


For a summing up, a reaction by 
Boston Rep. DiMasi is worth 
repeating. DiMasi, who led the House 
effort, said it this way: “It will not 
automatically solve the problems of 
drunk drivers in this state, but it will 
let people know that if they drink too 
much and get behind the wheel of a 
vehicle we’re not going to be tolerant, 
we’re not going to look the other way 
any more.” 

Agreed. 


Hosts to pay for heavy hand

A guest is served drinks, then drives. There is an 
accident, an injury, sometimes a death. Who is 
responsible? 

According to the Massachusetts Supreme Court, 
and courts and legislatures in at least 14 other 
states, the host can be sued if it can be proven he 
“knew or should have known that his guest was 
drunk..."” 

Although few such lawsuits have materialized in 
those 15 states, the touchy question of a host’s 
responsibility is still before courts and legislatures 
elsewhere. 

“It's a volatile issue that hits close to home,” said 
Tom Smith, an associate director with the 
American Bar Association who led a study on legal 
questions surrounding drunken driving, ‘Many 
people serve alcoholic beverages in their home and 
a social host law would make them potentially 
liable.” 

The issue came to national attention two years 
ago with a ruling by the New Jersey Supreme 
Court. 

In the case, Kelly v. Gwinnell, a couple served the 
equivalent of 13 drinks to a guest in less than two 
hours, then let him get in his car and drive away. 

The guest's car struck another car while trying to 
pass on a curve. The driver of the second car suf- 
fered a broken ankle and jaw. She sued both the in- 
toxicated driver and his hosts. 

The court said the hosts bore responsibility for 
the accident, outlining specific criteria that would 
permit similar lawsuits. 

‘Where the social host directly serves the guest 
and continues to do so even after the guest is visibly 
intoxicated, knowing that the guest will soon be 
driving home, the social host may be liable for the 
consequences of the resulting drunken driving,” the 
court said. 

Other state courts have also ruled in favor of 
some type of host liability, Courts in Minnesota, 
Towa and California extended so-called dram shop 
laws, rules governing Jicensed sellers of alcohol, to 
private citizens. Those decisions were later over- 
ruled by the state legislatures. 

Courts in Wisconsin, Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
limited their rulings to the serving of alcohol to 
minors. 

In Illinois, Georgia, Colorado, it was the 
legislatures that acted, passing laws that also limit 
social host suits to cases involving minors. Loui 
siana and Indiana have laws on the books permit- 
ting suits for the excesses of adult guests 
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The court rulings and legislative action brought 
new public debate to the issue of drunken driving. 

“It's a difficult question that cuts both ways,” 
said David Horowitz, a Los Angeles superior court 
judge who participated in the ABA study. “The 
public wants to stop driving under the influence and 
at the same time, they don’t want to be held to some 
possible liability if they do serve someone who ends 
up in an accident.”” 

An Associated Press-Media General poll taken 
last year found that while those questioned favored 
tough measures against drunken driving, 65 per- 
cent felt hosts should not be liable for a guest’s later 
actions. 

But so far, the expected onslaught of lawsuits has 
failed to materialize. A New Jersey legislative com- 
mission studying the impact of Kelly v. Gwinnell 
found no evidence of a significant increase in cases. 

Jury Verdict Research Inc., a private Ohio com- 
pany, found only a few social host suits among the 
2,500 cases it reviews each month from around the 
country, 

“As of now, there is not a big flood of these 
cases,” said Jeanine Fisher, an assistant research 
director.

ear of such lawsuits prompted the legislatures

decisions that favored host liability. 

“The people were not excited about having liabili- 
ty extended to them,” said Tom Mann, an Iowa 
state senator who sponsored legislation exempting 
hosts from the state’s dram shop act. ‘We felt that 
act was not meant for those who provide drinks at a 
social occasion who may not have the same trained 
eye as a bartender.” 

Lawmakers in other states, including Idaho, 
Oregon, New Mexico, Rhode Island and Maine, 
have passed legislation defining a host's respon- 
sibility. In many cases the action came in response 
to the liability insurance crisis of the past two 
years.

One-party government may be 
costing Massachusetts taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
year. 

That's what the recent critique 
on consultant contracts really 
adds up to. 

While retiring state auditor 
John J. Finnegan can hardly be 
faulted for bringing out a report 
indicating perhaps widespread 
management abuses within the 
commonwealth’s executive 
branch, his holding the criticism 
until after last month’s state elec- 
tion raises serious political ques- 
tions. 

If Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
were not a fellow Democrat, 
would the auditor have brought 
forth the considerable less-than- 
flattering document before the 
Nov. 4 election in which the head 
of state breezed to reelection? 

Nobody was more aware than 
Mr. Finnegan that release of his 
finding would hardly help the 
Dukakis cause and could well 
cost the Massachusetts governor 
a slew of votes. Being the 
Democratic loyalist that he sure- 
ly is, the auditor was not about to 
do something that might 
displease or alienate members of 
his party. 

If the report was not finished in 
time for the election, why wasn’t 
it? Surely it must have been ob- 
vious to Finnegan months ago 
that his aides were on to 
something that the voters of the 
state should know about when 
they went to the polls. Thus, as 
embarrassing as his findings 
might be to Mr. Dukakis or 
anyone in or out of state govern- 
ment, the auditor should have 
speeded up the process. 

The report’s issuance a month 
after the election is substanially 
less impressive than its conclu- 
sions, which in fairness to Fin- 
negan, are anything but timid 

Certainly if the auditor were a 
Republican or independent, he 
would not have hesitated to bring 
out an unflattering report 
Perhaps it might serve the public 
interest better were the auditor 
from a party different from the 
governor, 

This suggests a_ possible 
change in the state consitution to 
provide either for two auditors - 
one from each party, as in Con- 
necticut - or filling the office with 
a tenured certified public accoun- 
tant selected through civil ser- 
vice, without regard to party ties 
or political popularity. Auditing 
government accounts is really all 
the people’s business and should 
not be shaded by partisan con- 


siderations. 

The state auditor's report on 
consultants suggests that, as well 
intentioned as governor and 
members of his administration 
may be, certain job-filling prac- 
tices smack of patronage. 

There is nothing wrong with br- 
inging specialists into state 
government as_ consultants, 
under personal-service con- 
tracts, for a limited period. Such 


nor, especially a governor from 
the party of the vast majority of 
them, for doing something 
similar, if not identical, to what 
they do. 

For the sake of a more open 
government, the state’s ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches 
should get together to end or 
radically reduce the use of con- 
sultants for jobs that probably 
should be filled by regular

temporary workers have been 
around for a long time and many 
perform essential services. 


But the more than 200 percent 
increase in consultant costs, 
from $126 million in 1975 to $384 
million, as spotlighted in the Fin- 
negan report, has to be dis- 
quieting to those concerned with 
holding state spending down. 

Particularly questionable is 
the practice of hiring people 
through personal-services con- 
tracts, in what the auditor 
describes as “deliberate dodge”’ 
to avoid adding regular state 
employees, 

If more people are legitimately 
needed, the governor and his 
aides should not hesitate to seek 
authorization for the jobs. As the 
auditor’s report infers, the ad- 
ministration should have been 
“forthright in requesting more 
state employees’ when it could 
be justified. 


While it is uncertain whether 
any laws have been broken 
through use of the so-called 03 
consultant contracts, that surely 
is a matter that should be looked 
into. Ordinarily the legislature 
could be expected to jump in and 
launch such a probe. It should be 
noted, however, that state 
lawmakers have made generous 
use of consultants. Legislators 
could hardly criticize the gover- 





employees. 

One way to deal with this might 
be to require advance publication 
of all special contracts and the 
amount of pay involved. 

The extensive use of con- 
sultants to perform what in sorne 
instances are routine functions 
could hardly have gone on 
without the governor's 
knowledge and approval. And 
presumably the once sharp critic 
of patronage saw nothing wrong 
with it. 

The auditor’s report, involving 
a half-dozen separate state agén- 
cies, leaves little doubt that 
abuses uncovered may not be 
isolated cases. And as the fin 
dings suggest, Massachusetts 
has a state personnel system 
“riddled with waste, abuse, and 
possible fraud.” 

Those are serious criticisms 
and should not be allowed to fad« 
away. What might be useful is a 
special blue-ribbon investigative 
panel, similar to the one that pro- 
bed the awarding of stale 
building constuction conracts 
several years ago. That commis 
sion’s work led to changes in 
state law that overhauled the pro- 
cess for choosing those who 
design and build structures for 
the commenwealth.

City takes offensive 
to retain its character

NEWTON = The past 12 
months have seen the city take 
the offensive in the battle to 
preserve its residential and 
character and to in- 
public awareness of the 
8 precarious financial situa- 








city 
tion. 

But the success of these in- 
itiatives is not yet assured. 

The struggle to protect 
Newton neighborhoods and 
village centers from too much 
commercial development 
Spawned the Zoning Review 
Committee's (ZRC) initial 
rewriting of the city’s zoning or- 
dinances in 1985. 

For the past year, the alder- 
manic Zoning Amendment Com- 
mittee (ZAC) has been refining 
that draft and has held a public 
hearing on suggested changes in 
the ordinances affecting residen- 
tial areas. 

But the amendment commit- 
tee must finalize those recom- 
mendations and complete its 
work on commercial zoning 
before its proposals are debated 
and voted on by the full Board 
of Aldermen. 

That concern also led to the 
passage of a moratorium on 
commercial construction. The 
enactment of the limited con- 
struction ban in March was the 
culmination of a year-long effort 
by Thomas Paulini and 
members of his REZONE com- 
mittee. 

Committee members gathered 
enough signatures to get the 
issue on the November, 1985, 
ballot, which netted a better 
than 2-1 margin in favor of the 
moratorium. 

After a strong fight on the 
Board of Aldermen, the or- 
dinance was enacted and, 
theoretically, no new commer- 
cial construction can begin in 
the city until March, 1987. 

The city’s Village Study team 
is also in the midst of develop- 
ing a plan to protect the residen- 
tial character of the Garden Ci- 
ty. Last winter, Connery 
Associates of Winchester, hired 
to perform the study in concert 
with the Economic Development 
Commission (EDC), visited 
every one of Newton’s villages 
to listen to residents ideas on 
development. 

Connery shocked many 
residents last winter when it an- 
nounced that under present zon- 
ing, 12.5 million square feet of 
new, primarily commercial 
building space could be con- 
structed in the centers. 

In the spring, the Winchester 
firm said that figure would be 
reduced to around 5 million 
square feet if the city adopted 
the recommendations of the 
ZRC, 

Its plan for the city’s develop- 
ment future would reduce the 
potential of future commercial 
development even further, Con- 
nery announced this fall. 

Connery and the EDC are now 
compiling those recommenda- 
tions and expect to return to 
each village for more citizen 
comment this winter. 


The city’s ability to manage 
its existing zoning regulations, 
as well as enforce the state’s 
building code, came under at- 
tack from two Chestnut Hill 
landlords. 

Shirley and Leon Jaffe argued 
they were unfairly pr 
by the city for having 
family house in a single-family 
zone on Winthrop Street 

The Jaffes appealed their 1985 
conviction for criminal zoning 
violations all the way to the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court, 
where they lost this summer. 

At the same time nirley 
Jaffe bombarded the city’s 
Building Department with over 
300 complaints of alleged zoning 
and building code violations 
they claim have gone un- 
prosecuted by the Building and 
Law departments. 

Some of those complaints 
have been resolved and the city 
has successfully prosecuted a 
handful of the rest. The Law 
Department, however, has 
refused to act on most of them, 
saying the complaints lack suffi- 
cient evidence. 

Meanwhile, the Jaffes have 
vowed to sue the city for selec- 
tive enforcement of zoning laws 
against them. 

For Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
the key issue was not zoning, 
but the city’s fiscal health which 
he said is deteriorating. To get 
this message across, his office 
prepared a five-year fiscal 
forecast showing the city faces 
future budget deficits unless it 
cuts services or finds new 
sources of revenues. 

Since it is illegal in 
Massachusetts for a community 
to operate at a deficit, the city 
would presumably have to take 
one of those two alternatives. 

But at least one group was not 
listening to the mayor’s 
message. The Newton Tax- 
payer’s Association is attemp- 
ting to force the city through a 
voter referendum to cut fiscal 
1989 property taxes by $2.5 
million. If they get enough 
signatures, the association’s 
proposal will be decided in the 
1988 elections. 

Collective bargaining 
agreements with some of 
employee unions also added to 
the financial pressures facing to 
the city. 

Negoatiations with some 
municipal unions resulted in 
raises of five percent or more 
annually. Such settlements, 
Mann and other city officials 
have said, put the city on a col- 
lison course with Proposition 
242, which limits the annual in- 
crease in property taxes to 2% 
percent. 

One of the major fiscal battles 
last year pitted Mann and Police 
Chief William Quinn against the 
rank and file of the city’s police 
and fire departments. 

During a protracted two-year 
dispute, highlighted by an “‘in- 
formational picket” in Newton 
Corner that backed up traffic on 
Washington and Galen Streets 
as well as the Massachusetts 
Turnpike, public safety workers 
argued for salary increases in 
line with two consecutive one-

year, 7 percent increases given 
to teachers. 

The mayor, however, prevail- 
ed, and police and fire personnel 
were given a 23 percent raise 
over four years. 

Another obstacle to an agree- 
ment between the city and 
public safety employees was the 
introduction of drug testing 
language into the bargaining 
sessions. 

Many members of the Police 
Department vehemently ob- 
jected to any drug testing 
language, but the rank and file 
of both departments finally 
agreed to accept drug testing. 

In addition to Proposition 242, 
the mayor pinned the blame for 


_ the city’s precarious fiscal posi- 


tion on cuts in federal funds and 
insufficient state aid. As presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association, Mann 
rallied communities from 
throughout the commonwealth 
to change the state aid formula. 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
eased the financial crunch a bit 
when he increased state aid to 
cover at least 90 percent of the 
money each community lost 
because of the death of Federal 
Revenue Sharing. 

But Mann has stressed there 
is no guarantee the governor 
will repeat this performance. 

The mayor carried his fight 
for fiscal restraint to the School 
Committee when he cut its fiscal 
1987 budget request by $1.3 
million. A compromise resulted 
when he later agreed to fund 
some of those cuts out of the ci- 
ty’s capital improvement plan. 

But as tense as Mann’s rela- 
tions with the School Committee 
were, they were mild in com- 
parison to his struggles with the 
Board of Aldermen. 

At times, he accused some

aldermen of deliberately and 
needlessly holding up legislative 
approval of some of his most 
important initiaties. 

The board held up approval of 
funds to renovate the Crafts 
Street maintenance garage after 
the project came in over bid and 
some aldermen argued an en- 
tirely new facility needed to be 
built. 

Aldermen eventually approv- 
ed the funding, but virtually the 
same scenario occurred when 
Mann tried to get board backing 
of a leaf-composting facility at 
the Rumford Avenue landfill. 
After the aldermanic Finance 
Committee delayed the item, 
Mann went ahead with the pro- 
ject, funding it from his yearly 
operational budget. 

The leaf-composting program 
was intended to be only one part 
of the city’s three-pronged ap- 
proach to trash disposal. Of- 
ficials hope to sign a 20-year 
contract with a firm that has a 
waste-to-energy incinerator and 
they want to reduce the city’s 
amount of solid waste by recycl- 
ing of paper, metal and glass. 

But negotiations with Vicon 
Inc., one of the three companies 
recommended by the Solid 
Waste Task Force, have stalled 
because it has withdrawn a re- 
quest from the state for permis- 
sion to build a new incinerator. 
Based on preliminary estimates, 
Vicon offer of $54 million over 
the 20-years was the least ex- 
pensive of those firms. 

Mann is still negotiation with 
Vicon and is looking for other 
companies capable of handling 
the city’s trash for 20 years. 

Last year also saw two major 
legal challenges against the 
Board of Aldermen, 

The first, brought by attorney 
Mark While on behalf of Newton 


Equity Partners, successfully 
charged that aldermen failed to 
make a decision on a proposed 
Auburndale condominium com- 
plex within the state-mandated 
90 day limit. 

Though the board eventually 
voted to deny the petition, White 
contended that the action oc- 
cured more than 90 days after 
the matter was assigned a 
public hearing. 

Under state law, the board + 
must vote on a petition within 90 
days after the public hearing or 
the petition is automatically 
passed. The vote was taken in 
the early morning hours of the 
91st day, but a Land Court judge 
ruled in White’s favor. 

Boston College recently sued 
the city in an effort to challenge 
the site plan approval process. 

State law holds that a 
municipality can require only a 
site plan from an educational in- 
stitution in return for granting a 
building permit. A site plan lists 
the dimentional, landscaping 
and set-back limitations of a 
proposed building. 

BC has claimed that because 
aldermen attached specific use 
restrictions to the site plan ap- 
proval for an addition to Put- 
nam House, on the school’s 
Newton Centre campus, they 
overstepped their jurisdiction.

NEWTON = Aldermen have 
asked Public Works Commis- 
sioner James Hickey to poll 
residents of streets targeted for 
the installation of high-pressure 
sodium lighting. 

The lights, installed by Boston 
Edison, are a nuisance to sore 
residents and aldermen, 

“These things are springing up 
like spring flowers,” Alderman 
Rodney Barker said. ‘‘If I see 
them go up in my neighborhood, I 













them out.’ 

Barker said the bright yellow 
glow given off by the lights is not 
appropriate for residential 
neighborhoods because it is too 
intense. In addition, he complain- 
ed that lights on Clark Street 
were recently installed without 
neighborhood input. 

“As far as I know, no one was 
contacted,” he said. “You could 
imagine my horror when I drove 
around Ward 6 and saw that the 
lights were installed.” 

Barker asked Hickey why the 
city did not wait until the comple- 

































tion of the Urban Design and 
Beautification Committee’s 
(UDBC) advisory report before 
installing the lights. In addition, 
Clark Street residents Larry 
Levine and Mark Metzger asked 
Hickey why the new lights were 
put up without neighborhood or 
aldermanic input. 

“This city has continued to act 
with arrogance and disregard 
toward the neighborhood,’’ Met- 
zger said. 

“This will only increase the 
speed at which cars travel down

our street,’’ Levine said. ‘“‘Once 
drivers percelve that Clark 
Street is a better street to drive 
fast on, they will.”’ 

Hickey explained that Boston 
Edison is responsible for install- 
ing the lights and that the power 
company maps out installation 
plans well in advance. 

“TI think arrogance and 
disregard are terms being used 
very loosely,’ Hickey said. “I 
understand that the UDBC is 
looking at the economic and 
aesthetic impact of the high- 








pressure sodium lights. I talked 
to the committee chairman, 
Glenn Morris, about it.” 


Hickey pointed out that 
residents responding to a ques- 
tion about sodium lighting on a 
survey included in the 1983 city 
census overwhelmingly favored 
the new lights. 


He said those answering 
lighting questions preferred the 
output, color and reduced glare 
offered by high-pressure sodium 
lights. He added the sodium 
lights are cheaper to operate 
than the mercury vapor lights 
they replace. 


“They are twice as bright for 
half the cost,”’ he said. 


Metzger and Levine, however, 
pointed out that the survey asked 
about Needham, Watertown and 
Centre streets, which are not con- 
sidered residential. 


Hickey said he sympathized 
with the neighbors’ concerns and 
would undertake a survey of 
streets Boston Edison has 
targeted to see if there is any 
resident opposition. 


New French pregancy drug attacked

A local anti-abortion group is 
calling it ‘chemical warfare” 
against children in the womb 
while a pro-choice group sees it 
as a “promising” alternative for 
women who want to control their 
bodies’ reproductive systems. 

What’s causing the stir is a re- 
cent report, detailing a new 
French drug that can safely end a 
pregnancy in at least 85 percent 
of women who take it within at 
least 10 days of missing a 
menstural period. The drug 
blocks the effects of pro- 
gesterone, a hormone that is 
needed by the uterus to support 
the development of fertilized 


eggs. ; 

Now called RU 486, the drug is 
expected to be marketed soon in 
Europe as an alternative to 
surgical abortion. It is not 
available in the United States. 
But experts predict it will be in- 
troduced here if proven suc- 
cessful in Europe. 

“This is a devastating develop- 
ment,” said Daniel Avila of the 
Newton-based Massachusetts 
Citizens for Life group. ‘In the 
past they’ve dismantled and 
assaulted the womb to kill the 


child. Now they’ve developed a 
technique that amounts to 
chemical warfare and no matter 
which way it’s done we think it’s 
morally abhorrent.”” 


Susan Newsome, public affairs 
director for Planned Parenthood 
of Massachusetts, said, ‘We 
believe this is another option for 
women and it should be available 
for people who want to use it. It 
looks promising but we will just 
wait and see.”” 


She said the choice of whether 
or not to have an abortion will 
still remain difficult for women. 
“Just because the technology 
changes, it doesn’t change the 
decision-making process,’ she 
said. 

“The big question is whether 
this will be used only when a 
women knows she’s pregnant or 
as a matter of birth control. And I 
set don’t know the answer to that 
yet.” 

Avila and Newsome questioned 
the side effects of the drug, which 
was reported to have cause 
heavy uterine bleeding in 18 per- 
cent of the women tested. None of 
the women needed a transfusion 
to stop the bleeding, according to 
researchers. The drug is also 
reported to have caused painful 


uterine contractions, nausea and 
fatigue in 25 percent of the 
women when the abortion oc- 
curred. 

Dr. William Crowley of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
told the Associated Press, “It’s a 
potentially enormous impact on 
society to have a medically in- 
duced abortion that is safe and ef- 
fective.” 

Citizens for life member Dr. 
Joseph Stanton of Needham said, 
“What was destroyed in these 
French experiments is exactly 
what each of us once was in our 
earliest development. It is an in- 
dividual and unique life that is 
ended for convenience.” 

He said pharmaceutical com- 
panies will label the drug as a 
“fertility control’? chemical 
when it is actually a 
sophisticated form of abortion. 
Newsome predicted the drug 
would be available in the United 
States in five to 10 years and only 
after tremendous controversy 
and public debate. If the drug 
was banned from this country, 
“it would be really unfortunate 
for those who would want to use 
it. And I don’t know who that 
would be yet,”’ she added. 

Newsome called the com-

on the womb, a “clever slogan 
that sounds like the stuff we 
heard when the birth control pill 
came out.

Avila and his group plans to 
mount a campaign to stop the 
drug from being introduced in 
this country. ‘‘No matter how you 
kill an unborn child it’s wrong,” 
he said. “We will battle this pill in 
the same way we battled any 
other form of abortion.” 

Avila cautioned the public in 
hailing the French drug as a 
“miracle drug.” He said other 
items initially hailed as 
breakthroughs, including the 
Dalkon Shield, DES and 
Estrogen, have proven to be 
dangerous to the user. 

If brought to the United States, 
Stanton believes the drug will 
add to the imbalance between 
young and old, straining the 
Social Security system and socie- 
ty’s ability to care for an ever- 
aging population. 

Before endorsing the drug, 
Newsome said Planned Paren- 
thood will ‘‘take a wait and see 
attitude,’ making sure it poses 
no health dangers to the user. 


Lights draw residents’ outrage | City looks at

NEWTON -— City workers who 
smoke may have to step outside 
City Hall in the future if they 
want to light up. 

City officials, in the wake of 
Surgeon General C. Everett 
Koop’s recent report on the 
dangers of passive smoke, are in 
the process of revamping depart- 
mental smoking policies. 

“We are discussing the issue of 
no smoking at City Hall,’’ Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann announced. 
“We want to decide if there 
should be no smoking, especially 
in the wake of the surgeon 
general's report.” 

Koop recently said those who 
smoke endanger non-smokers 
because the second-hand smoke 
from their cigarettes pollutes the 
air. 

“The right of a smoker to 
smoke stops at the point where 
his or her smoking increases the 
disease risk in those occupying 
the same environment,” Koop 
said in a New York Times article. 

Mann, who quit smoking many 
years ago, said City Nurse Rose 
Cain will develop a plan to limit 
smoking at City Hall. 

“T am starting to look at the 
kinds of policies that can be im- 
plemented,” Cain said. ‘There 
are a lot of factors that have to be 
looked at.”” 

One major factor, Cain said, 
will be the battle between the 
rights of non-smokers and 
smokers. 

“There is a human rights issue 
here,’’ she said. ‘“‘We have to 
come up with a workable plan, 
because it will not be accepted if 
we do not address those issues.”’ 

Cain said she suggested the 
mayor consider revamping the 
smoking policies after reading 
Koop’s report. While she said it is 
too early to comment on specifics 
of a new policy, Cain said any 
plan must include programs to 


help those who smoke quit. 

Currently, Mann said each 
department developes individual 
smoking policies. In the ex- 
ecutive office, Mann said, only 
one of six employees smokes and 
if anyone in the office objects, 
that employee cannot smoke in 
the office. 

Planning Director Barry Can- 
ner said that all Planning Depart- 
ment employees must agree to 
let a smoker puff away.

million books, periodicals, and 
rare manuscripts. The CLSI 
system will use the Sinoterm III 
terminal for Chinese character 
data entry. The research 
library’s ,000 volume, _all- 
Chinese circulating collection, 
serves the business and govern- 
ment community in Beijing — the 
Garden City’s sister city. 

An earlier configuration is used 
by the U.S. Library of Congress 
and other university libraries to 
catalog materials in four 
alphabets (Roman, Chinese, 
Japanese and Korean) from one 
keyboard. 

The National Library of China 
began constructing a new facility 
in 1983 to house its collection, 
which currently is stored in eight 
different locations. The new 
building will have one and one-

half million square feet or 140,000 
square meters of floor space, 
almost tripling its current size. 
Wang Guangzeng, 
engineer of the. automation 
Development Department, ex- 
plained that he and the National 
Library of China’s selection com- 
mittee had visited a number of 
automation vendors in Japan, 
Canada and the United States. 
CLSI will provide the library 
staff with their initial training in 
Chinese at the company’s cor- 
porate offices.

South stops Cohasset to win tourney 


North quintet captures consolation

NEWTON = Inside the Newton 
North gym, at this weekend's 
Holiday basketball tournament, 
there were plenty of giving hosts, 
gracious guests, brokenhearted 
youngsters, and even a visit from 
the Grinch, 

On Friday night, the Cohasset 
Skippers defeated the host 
Tigers, 51-48. It was the reigning 
Division 3 champions’ 54th 
straight win against 
Massachusetts opposition. Vic- 
tory number 55, in Saturday’s 
final against Newton South, 
would have tied the 30 year old 
State mark for consecutive vic- 
tories. 

But the grinchey Lions, whose 
hearts were three sizes too small 

-or is it too big ?— were not in 
the spirit of the season. Overcom- 
ing an eight point deficit late in 
the third quarter, South used 
tough defense, and 10 fourth 
quarter points by guard Randy 
Collins, to win the tournament, 
77-69. 

Newton South earned their 
final invitation by disposing of 
pesky Charlestown, and one-man 
gang Calvin Jones (38 points), 90- 
85, Friday night. Down by one 
after three quarters of sloppy 
play, the Lions hit 12 of their 15 
free throws in the final period to 
clinch it. Gary Grossman led 
South with 19 points. 

Cohasset in their bid for the 
record, and trip to the champion- 
ship match, did away with an 
equally sloppy North squad. 
Brilliant Cohasset junior guard 
Pryan Edwards scored at will, 
and controlled the tempo of the 
entire game. His 26 points paced 
the Skippers on offense, and their 
full court pressure on defense 
gave North fits all night, as they 
led by 11 at half, nine after three, 
before winning by three. 

In Saturday’s consolation 
game, Charlestown’s Jones hit 


for 32, but he was matched by 
North's Darrin Toon (22 points 
and 6 blocks in three quarters), 
as the host team came away with 
a strong 90-78 decision. North(3- 
2) used their heads to break the 
press for the entire game, while 
the offense clicked down low 
Four other Tigers, including 
David Rooney’s sweet 16, scored 
in double figures. 

The championship game was a 
seesaw battle from the opening 
tap. Cohasset’s Edwards, scored 
12 of his 32 points in the first half, 
and the Skippers led at intermis- 
sion 33-30. 

Although Edwards was the 
game’s high scorer, he was con- 
tinually harrassed by the man-to- 
man pressure applied by Lions 
T.J Rhone, Jeff Brewington, and 
Lawrence Ollivierre. The trio 
contested all of the smooth 
Cohasset junior’s shots. 

The second half opened with 
more of the same. Edwards stole 
a pass, and went the distance for 
the easy two. He then returned to 
the Lions’ den to throw in a one- 
handed, one-pump, drive off of 
glass for two more. However, the 
South’s Reggie Stewart was mat- 
ching Edwards blow for blow, 
scoring the first nine Lion points 
of the half, and pulling his squad 
within two. 

The Skippers were true to their 
undefeated form, and after a 
Mike Smith jumper finished a six 
point run, with a minute and a 
half to go in the period, Cohasset 
had a 49-41 lead, its biggest of the 
night. But before the buzzer 
would sound, South squeezed in a 
Collins three point play, Stewart 
jumper, and Rhone lay-up, and a 
two point Skipper lead. 

Seconds into the last stanza the 
Lions’ Scott Taylor inside move 
tied the score, once again. The 
teams exchanged buckets, before 
a Taylor block led to a Stewart 
leaner, and a lead South would 
never relinquish. 

With Lion Mark Loughlin (11 





points) on the foul line, and their 
win streak on the line, Cohasset 
called a time-out with 5:24 to 
play, and South ahead 57-55. 

Not only did Loughlin hit the 
two freebies, but he also stole 
Cohasset’s downcourt pass, tak- 
ing it himself all the way, for a 
six point Lion lead. Twice more, 
Cohasset came away empty 
down the floor, and twice more 
South added coal to their stock- 
ing, as Stewart’s pull-up eight 
footer, and Collins’ three point 
play the Lions were making the 
game a rout. 












The Lions held the lead at 69-60, 
with 2:27 to play, and seemed to 
have the trophy firmly in their 
grasp, only until Edwards weav- 
ed more of his special magic.

NEWTON When _Lincoln- 
Sudbury, the two-time Division 3

pastimes for our endless leisure 
time. 


It didn’t work out that way, 
particularly where women are 
concerned. Although surrounded 
by electronic gadgets, today’s 
American woman is likely to 
devote as many hours a week to 
housework as her mother and 
grandmother before her. 

Even in the microchip age, it 
appears, a woman's work is 
never done. 

“A food processor's not going 
to save you a lot of time in every 
instance,” said Wanda Olson, a 
University of Minnesota exten- 
sion specialist who studies the 
impact of home appliances on 
housework. ‘You have to wash 
and clean it after every use. It 
doesn't take care of itself.”” 

“New technologies require new 
responsibilities,’ agreed Patrice 
Adcroft, editor of Omni 
magazine. Somebody has to 
scrub the pasta machine, 
rotisserie and convection oven, 
“and it’s usually not the man who 
takes care of them. 

“Our homes have become 
more luxurious, with amenities 
people would not have been able 
to imagine 50 years before. 
They'd never be able to imagine 
a dishwasher or a microwave. 
But home is still the woman's 
charge,"’ Ms. Adcroft said. 

Changing tastes in home design 
also have contributed to the

Cooking was once 
an invisible process performed in

But in recent years gourmet 
cooking has become a statement 
of status and creativity, and the 
kitchen evolved into a high- 
visibility center for socializing.

Keeping it presentable requires 
some effort,’ Ms. Olson said. 
&- The boom in affluence and con- 
sumerism after World War II 
also complicated housework, Ms. 
Adcroft noted. Advertisers ex- 
horted women to strive for 
whiter-than- white standards of 
cleanliness that no previous 
generation had practiced, and 





the postwar flood of consumer 
goods made comparison shopp- 
ing a must. 

The time saved by new 
household technology was simply 
channeled into new housekeeping 
burdens. 

Nor have technical advances 
helped make all family members 
more competent, self-sufficient 
and less dependent on mom’s 
housekeeping expertise. The 
reason is obvious to Ms. Adcroft 
said. 

“Men are lazy. If men can get 
someone to do something for 
them, they will. They’re very 
gracious about taking.” 

In “More Work for Mother” 
(Basic Books, $17.95), historian 
Ruth Cowan predicts household 
work will almost exclusively be 
women’s work for generations to 
come. 

Today’s dual-career families 
adopt virtually the same sexual 
division of household labor as 
their ancestors, men responsible 
for lawns (symbolic remnants of 
fields of waving grain) and 
women responsible for cooking, 
cleaning and child care, she 
observes. 


Men still feel a deep-seated 
reluctance to do chores tradi- 
tionally assigned to women, Ms. 
Olson said. 

“Changing centuries-old fami- 
ly structures takes years and role 
models; you don’t just turn over 
a new leaf,’’ she said. But men 
are willing to use new devices 
without longstanding female 
associations. 

“Microwaves are sex-neutral,”’ 
Ms. Olson said. ‘‘Everyone will 
use the microwave to heat up 
food and not think they’re doing 
chores.”’ 

Reports 
creases in men’s participation in 
housework are misleading, Ms. 
Cowan cautions. In the 1950s the 
press touted suburbia’s ‘‘New 
Husbands” who were taking up 
such hitherto feminine duties as 
diapering babies and cooking 
barbecues. The topic resurfaced 
in the late '70s, in a spate of 
magazine articles and TV reports 
about the new breed of liberated 
male ‘‘house-husbands.”” 

Ms. Cowan finds a lot of wishful 
thinking behind such beguiling 
reports, but little sociological 
substance. She notes that when 


A penny for nail definition

Q. — I am constantly confused 
by the designations of “penny” 
for nails. I know this has 
something to do with the weight 
of the nails you could get in 
England years ago for a certain 
amount, I’m not as interested in 
what it’s all about as I am in 
determining what the designa- 
tions mean. For example, what 
is a 10-penny nail, the one I hear 
most mentioned? 


A, — A 10-penny nail is 3 in- 
ches long, whether it be a com- 
mon nail or a finishing nail. 
However, when you buy com- 
mon nails by the pound, there 
are about 65 of them in a pound, 
whereas there are about 125 
finishing nails in a pound of 10- 
penny nails. Your best bet is to 
ask the dealer the probable 
number of nails in a pound, 
regardless of which size you are 
buying. While you are at it, ask 
him if he has a chart or 
reference table showing the 
sizes and other data about nails 


Q. — J will be putting up 
gutters and downspouts around 
the outside of my roof, How far 


apart should the downspouts be? 


A. ~ Generally, about 1p teet 
apart. But you will have to 
decide whether that distance 
should be shortened or lengthen- 
ed. The most important thing is 
to see that the gutters are 
slanted to permit the water to 
drain into the spouts. Wherever 
possible, the spouts should be at 
corners, but there are times 
when one will be needed 


elsewhere, The general rule is 
that the gutters should slant 
away from the valleys of the 
roof. 


Q. — Iam buying a house 
and want to install shutters at 
the front windows. They will be 
fake shutters, I merely want to 
screw them into the siding 
rather than install hinges. Is 
this OK? 


A. — Yes. That's the way 
most shutters are put up these 
days. In such cases, the shutters 
serve merely as decorative sym- 
bols on traditional houses, You 
can get them in various kinds of 
materials and they aren’t 
necessarily ‘‘fakes."’

New year brings radical changes to state courts

CAMBRIDGE -- The ad- 
ministration of state Superior 
Court criminal cases in Mid- 
dlesex County will undergo ma- 


jor changes in January, ac- 
cording to court officials. 
Thomas R. Morse Jr., chief 


justice of the Superior Court, said 
that starting Jan. 5 justices sit- 
ting in the six Middlesex Superior 
Court criminal sessions will han- 
dle a given case from arraign- 
ment through disposition, 

Under the old circuit court 
method, various judges sat on 
eases at different stages. ‘The 
problem with the circuit court 
system is there is a loss of con- 
tinuity and litigants have had to 
educate a judge about the case 
each time they came in,’’ Morse 
said. 

The new system, modeled after 
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the U.S. District Court system, 
has been in effect on an ex 
perimental basis for three years 
in one Middlesex County session 
where Judge Hiller Zobel runs 
what is known as the ‘Room 
List.” 

Zobel, who retains jurisdiction 
over all cases assigned to him 
has been successful in spee 
moving cases along, officials 
said. 

Zobel notes that cases reach 
disposition faster in his cour- 
troom than elsewhere because 
prosecutors and defense lawyers 
know there is nowwhere else to 
go. Lawyers can’t go ‘judge 
shopping” to see if a ‘‘better” 
disposition can be obtained, so 
they are willing to get down to the 
business of finalizing a case ear- 
ly, Zobel said. Thus, plea 
bargains and trials are arrived at 
sooner under Zobel’s administra- 











The tricks played 
by intelligent minds

CAMBRIDGE — From a home 
erected on a rooftop to an in- 
flating weather balloon that gave 
a new lift to the Harvard-Yale 
football rivalry, students at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology have been plotting 
pranks in a long-standing tradi 
tion. 

As a spontaneous and purpose- 
ly anonymous activity, the 
number of practicing pranksters 
at MIT is hard to measure. But it 
is generally estimated that 
among MIT’s 10,000 students, 
several hundred hack or plot 
pranks regularly. 

“It’s a very snotty thing to say, 
but we’re all some of the smarter 
people in the world,’’ said a 
sophomore from Toms River, 
N.J., who was among 28 people 
involved in the latest prank: 
building a small house on top of 
the university’s Great Dome in 
September. 

“If you ever let an intelligent 
mind sit for five minutes, you 
have to come up with something 
strange,”’ said the student, who 
asked that he be identified only 
as Jack. 

“The Home on the Dome,” 
complete with mailbox and 
welcome mat, was erected over 
night. 

“When we finally got done ... 
was very exhilarating, 
adrenalin-flowing,’’ the New 
Jersey sophomore said. ‘We 
cheered for about 10 minutes.”” 

The first entry in the archives 
of pranking at the MIT Museum 
is a photograph taken in 1926, It 
depicts two male students per- 
ching an automobile at the edge 
of a dormitory roof, 

Other pranks filling MIT lore 
include tales of a cow that found 
its way to a campus rooftop, a 
trolley welded to the tracks, giant 
icicles grown from dormitory 
bathrooms and students’ 
bedrooms reconstructed on the 
frozen Charles River. 

But aficionados still are 
waiting for someone to outdo the 
pranksters who planted a 
weather balloon under the turf at 
Harvard Stadium and caused it 
to swell up out of the ground dur- 
ing the 1982 Harvard-Yale foot- 
ball game. 

In contemporary MIT ver- 
nacular the word for prank is 
“hack,”’ not to be confused with 
computer tinkering. And such

James Gang set to 
ride over Broncos

FOXBORO — Come Tuesday 
morning, no one was heralding 
the free-wheeling return of the 
James Gang — least of all New 
England running back Craig 
James. 

But the Patriots game-winning 
drive in the waning minutes of 
Monday night’s thriller against 
Miami has to bode well for fans 
longing for a return to the glory 
of 1985. 

Starting on their own 14 with 
6:44 left, the Patriots methodical- 
ly drove the length of the field in 
12 plays — 10 of them on the 
ground — en route to nailing down 
the AFC East championship. 
James carried the ball seven 
times for 33 yards. 

Overall, New England rushed 
for 126 yards in the 34-27 victory — 
their best production in the last 11 
games. And while these figures 
pale beside last year’s earth- 
shaking ground game, it signifies 
a return from the living dead for 
the Pats beleaguered rushing of- 
fense — which tiptoed its way to 
an 85 yard average to finish dead 
last in the NFL. 

And just in time. When the 
Patriots roll into Mile High 
Stadium on Jan. 4, they’ll be fac- 
ing a Denver defense that feasts 
on running backs. Three- 
quarters of the way through the 
season, the Broncos had yielded 
just 284 yards per game to rank 
third in the AFC. Even more im- 
pressive is their run defense, 
ranked second in the conference 
at 85.5 yards per game. 

For New England to have any 
success in the playoffs, much less 
repeat of 1985’s post-season 
miracles, they are going to have 
to whip their beleaguered runn- 
ing game into shape over the next 
two weeks. 

The Patriots survived on the 
pass all season long, but playoff 
success means getting back to 
basics. Five yards and a cloud of 
dust. Especially in Denver, 
where the January climate com- 
pares favorably with a Soviet 
work camp. 

Hardly the spot to be throwing 
the ball 50 times a game. 

There is another critical reason 
the Pats must seek a return to the 
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run: The key to beating the Bron- 
cos is keeping quarterback John 
Elway off the field. And ac- 
cording to James, the only way to 
do that is run the ball. 

“T liked what I saw of the runn- 
ing game,’ Eric Dickerson’s 
former running mate at SMU 
said following Monday night’s 
game. “I believe the running 
game is back where it has to be.”’ 

James said two weeks of wat- 
ching the Patriots offense from 
the sidelines due to a knee injury 
led him to believe the running 
game was returning to form. 

“The offensive line opened the 
holes and got the back around the 
corner a couple of times,” he 
said. ‘‘I could see it coming.” 

At this point, coach Raymond 
Berry is refusing to answer ques- 
tions about the New England 
quarterback situation. Savvy 
veteran Steve Grogan was the 
catalyst for the team’s return to 
form against Miami, coming off 
the bench for an injured Tony 
Eason, 

Grogan’s experience — he call- 
ed his own plays throughout the 
game, the only QB in the NFL 
this year to do so — is over- 
shadowed only by his ability to 
rally a flagging Patriots offense. 
It takes courage (and a pair of 
bad knees) to stand patiently in 
the pocket awaiting receivers to 
break free. It means you’re going 
to get hammered after releasing 
the ball. But that’s Grogan’s 
game. And he plays it to perfec- 
tion. 

Eason is maintaining he will be 
healthy in plenty of time for the 
Denver game. And most of 
Eason’s teammates expect him 
to be calling the signals while 
Grogan calls the plays from the 
sidelines. 

But there is no discounting 
Grogan’s inspirational qualities 
... or his mental toughness, 

“I don’t know if Steve has 
something special or if we just 
believe he’s something special,’”’ 
said offensive guard Ron Wooten. 
“He just has the knack of pulling 
us together. Not just the offense 
but the entire team. He’s 
magical.” 

And for the Patriots, the magic 
starts Jan. 4in Denver.

BOSTON = Welcome to the 
most civilized city in America, 
and if you lock the doors and win- 
dows we'll head south, through 
the ‘‘Combat Zone.”’ 

Racism? Unemployment? 
Traffic tieups? Boston has those 
problems but civilly. Hey, we're 
talking about a community 
started in the 17th Century, 
before Father Serra was even a 
settler much less a candidate for 
sainthood.

There is a school across the 
river from Boston called Har- 
vard, which might best be 
described as the Stanford of the 
East. Only it treats football like a 
spinster aunt. The game’s okay if 
it doesn’t get in the way. 

Harvards use this philsophical 
stance with Baty as proof their 
institution is better academically 
than Stanford. There’s not a 
whimper of protestation it may 
be better athletically. 

Baty’s response is to hold up a 
finger. No, not that finger, the in- 
dex finger, as in ‘‘We're No. 1.” 
Which, according to a recent poll 
of universities is where Stanford 
was rated in the classroom. No. 
2? Ta, ta! Harvard. 

“That poll has made them very 
defensive,” said Baty, who with 
his catches and blocks this 
autumn is very offensive. 

“T’ve come in contact with a lot 
of Harvard people the last few 
months, and they’re quite nice. 
But when they find out I 
graduated from Stanford they 
often take little digs at the school. 
I'll tell you this. I can hold my 
own in a discussion.” 

And on the field. Baty was an 
eighth-round pick in last spring's 
NFL draft, going so low perhaps 
because some of the scouts didn’t 
go to either Harvard or Stanford. 

Baty’s time in the 40-yard dash 
was slow, something like a week 
and a half.

The greatest receiver in New 
England history is having his 
greatest year and it’s rubbed off 
on the Patriots. 

His 30-yard touchdown grab 
with 44 seconds left Monday night 
gave the Patriots a 34-27 victory 
over Miami, the AFC East title 
and a playoff berth as they seek 
to defend their conference cham- 
pionship. 

“That could have been the last 
game of the season for us,” 
Morgan said Tuesday. 
“Everybody was up for it. We 
knew we were going to have to 
beat Miami if we wanted to con- 
tinue to do what we've been do- 
ing.” 

A loss to the Dolphins would 
have left the Patriots tied with 
the New York Jets for the AFC 
East lead. Both would be 10-6, but 
the Jets would win the division ti- 
tle with a better conference 
record. New England wouldn't 
even get a wild-card berth. 

“Miami was in our way,” 
Morgan said. “Our backs were 
up against the wall.” 

Opposing defensive backs have 
been up against the wall when 
they've tried to stop Morgan this 
season. He was fourth in the NFL 
with 84 catches and second with 
1,491 receiving yards. 


He erased his career highs of 58 
catches and 1,029 receiving yards 
and club records of 66 catches, by 
Derrick Ramsey in 1984, and his 
own yardage mark of 1,029 set in 
1981. He also scored 10 
touchdowns to set a team career 
record of 58 and had nine games 
with more than 100 receiving 
yards. 

He increased his own club 
career marks to 435 receptions 
for 8,692 yards. 

Despite making the catch that 
put the Patriots into the playoffs, 
Morgan said that after 10 seasons 
in the NFL he doesn’t consider 
himself a hero. 

“T put all that stuff out a long 
time ago,” he said. “I’m just hap- 
py we're winning as a team.” 


Morgan credits an off-season 
operation on a little finger that 
had hurt for several years and a 
weight loss that increased his 
speed for his success this season. 
He made two spectacular 
touchdown catches against the 
Dolphins. 

He grabbed a 22-yard pass 
from Tony Eason between two 
defenders for the game’s first 
touchdown, then was guarded

“At the time, you just don’t see 
that (the catches are difficult to 
make),’’ he said. ‘You don’t 
think about it. It was just a thing 
where the ball was up there and I 
saw I had a chance to go get it 
and I just went and got it.” 

It wasn’t that simple on the 
winning drive that covered 86 
yards in 12 plays. Ten of the first 
11 plays were runs. 


“They were expecting us to run 
the ball and to control the clock, 
let the clock run down and kick a 
field goal,’’ Morgan said. 

He lined up on the right side 
and Thompson didn’t bump him

“Ts it tough living with the fact 
that people expect you to do great 
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things all the time?” he was ask- 
ed this year.

So maybe no one represents 
this year’s Patriots more than 
Fryar. If Fryar had something to 
prove going into the season, so 
did the Patriots. Ever since the 
drug problems surfaced after the 
Super Bow! there was all sorts of 
speculation the Pats had shot 
themselves in the foot again.

The NFL playoffs without the 
Dallas Cowboys, Miami Dolphins 
and Pittsburgh Steelers might 
seem like a game without an of- 
ficials’ huddle. Those things just 
don’t happen. 

This season they will. And the 
Los Angeles Raiders also will be 
watching the playoffs on televi- 
sion this time 

The balance of power in the 
ne has shifted to places like 
, Washington, Foxboro, 
anal East Rutherford, N.J. The 
teams with the best regular 
season and postseason records 
since the 1970 merger, former 
powerhouses like the Dolphins, 
Cowboys and Steelers, are either 
out of contention or on the verge 
of it. 

“We worked hard and played 
hard but we just didn’t get 
results,’’ Dallas Coach Tom Lan- 
dry said. ‘I’ve never had a team 
in this situation — one that rated 
so high early, then went into a 
slump like this. I guess if you stay 
in this business long enough, it 
will happen to you.”” 

And to Miami. The Dolphins 
entered this season with a 168-63- 
2 record since 1970, the best in 
football. But this year their 
pourous defense and inconsistent 
offense culminated with their 34- 
27 loss to New England in the 
season finale at the Orange Bowl. 
Zap. Out of the playoffs. 


“With the exception of the Mon- 
day night game with the Jets, 
whenever we had to confront 
something head on, we haven't 
gotten the job done this year,”’ 
Coach Don Shula said. ‘You 
can’t consider yourself a playoff 
caliber team if you can’t get the 
job done in the games that are 
important to you.” 

Not all has been for naught. 
Next year, the Dolphins move in- 
to a new stadium. But for the 
final three games of the season 
Miami was simply playing for 
pride, Shula said. 








“We're not working for just 
next week but for next year,”’ he 
said. ‘Hopefully, we can come 
out of this year with a better 
prepared team than we came into 
the year with.”’ 

While Miami and Dallas have 
the two best NFL records since 
the merger, the Steelers have 
taken the most championships. 
But it has been almost seven 
years since Pittsburgh won its 
fourth Super Bowl. The Steelers 
were 7-9 last season, 6-10 this 
year. Chuck Noll’s team is in a 
rebuilding stage, and the founda- 
tion has crumbled since Terry 
Bradshaw, Franco Harris, Joe 
Greene, Lynn Swann and Jack 
Lambert retired. 

“You can always alibi,’’ Noll 
said. ‘‘But what you have to look 
for, and live with, is the reality of 
where you are. If you want people 
to function in a fantasy world, 
you get nowhere. All it does it 
take you downhill.”’ 

Pittsburgh lost its first three 
games and won only one of its 
first seven; five losses have been 
by six points or less. 

“This team made some im- 
provements since the beginning 
of the season. The start of the 
season was a disaster. We had 
some people wiped out, and I 
think we have improved. But you 
want to see that demonstrated in 
victories, which hasn’t been done 
enough,”’ Noll said. 

“Any loss, whether it’s close or 
a blowout, is bad. It’s still a loss. 
Your measure is the fact that the 
game was lost. There is no such 
thing as a moral victory,” he 
said. 

Two weeks ago, after the 
Raiders beat San Diego in over- 
time and Denver lost to the New 
York Giants, it appeared the AFC 
West race would go down to the 
final week. But then Los Angeles 
stumbled against Philadelphia, 
Denver beat Cincinnati and the 
Broncos had a two-game lead 
with three weeks left.

The Fridge cools down

CHICAGO — America called him The Refrigerator. Teammates 
called him The Endorser. And everybody called his agent for a piece 
of the action. 

William Perry’s market value has dwindled along with his playing 
time on offense, but there are no complaints from the genial giant. 

Endorsements, appearances and “Fridge Fever”’ in general have 
“died down,” the second-year Chicago Bear acknowledged, ‘‘but I 
don’t worry about it. 

Instead, Perry worries about the Bears chances in the playoffs this 
year. On Jan. 4, Chicago will take on either the Los Angeles Rams or 
the San Francisco 49ers. Either way it will be a test of Perry's con- 
centration. 

But Vince Tobin, the defensive coordinator who inherited Perry 
and the rest of last season’s top-rated National Football League unit 
from the acerbic Buddy Ryan, says his prize second-year lineman 
will be ready. 

“He's always handled the attention well, and in that respect, I don’t 
think he'll change because there’s less,” Tobin said. ‘He listens, and 
he’s playing defense with the same incentive he had last year. He 
wants to be an excellent football player.” 

More concentration on defensive skills, Tobin reasons, can only 
mean a better defender. 

“He's strong, he has great lateral quickness and a low center of 
gravity. He was very good against the run from the start,”’ Tobin 
said. ‘‘He’s got to pick up his pass rush, but more than anything, he’s 
got to be conditioned to play hard on every play.” 

Asked what he needs to work on, Perry echo 
each and every down like it was my last.” 

On some occasions, offensive linemen have tried to make it his last. 
Holding seemed to be the favored blocking scheme against Perry last 
season. This season, it seems to be chop blocks aimed at his knees. 

The concentration on producing a better defender probably has 
resulted in a less marketable commodity, concedes Perry's agent, 
Jim Steiner of St. Louis.

To make matters worse, the incentives in Per contract that last 
season kept his weight in the range acceptable to the coaching staff - 
said to be between 310 and 320 pounds — aren't working as well this 
time around. 

So Coach Mike Ditka pulled him from the goal-line offense after the 
Houston game and didn’t reinstate him until last wek at Atlanta — a 
five-week hiatus directly linked to ballooning weight estimated to be 
as high as 340 pounds, 

Bears’ spokesman Bryan Harlan said the return to the offensive 
unit came after Perry slimmed to ‘330-ish.” 

Not that the weight problem is anything new. 

When he arrived at training camp last season, Ryan looked 
askance at the rookie who had weighed as much as 360 pounds at 
Clemson, where his uniform pants were actually two sewn together. 

After watching the club's No. 1 pick wilt in the late-summer heat, 
Ryan labeled Perry ‘‘a wasted draft choice.”’

NEW YORK — It used to be ax- 
iomatic that a sports league gain- 
ed credibility and became suc- 
cessful only when it had a cham- 
pionship team in the Big Apple. 
The New York Yankees certainly 
advanced this theorem. 

In pro football, it reached its 
apotheosis with the New York 
Giants, whose elevation to an 
NFL title in 1956 coincided with 
the sport’s emergence as the 
darling of that burgeoning 
medium, television, And for 
seven more years that synergism 
was important to pro football's 
growth as a national phenomenon 
while the Giants played in five 
additional championship games. 

Then the New York Giants 
went into a decline of 20 lean 
aching the playoffs only 
s a wild card entry. (The 
New York Jets, meanwhile, 
never became a regular NFL 
contender despite the 1968 team’s 
upset victory in Super Bowl III.) 
Still pro football flourished 
through the Green Bay, Miami, 
and Pittsburgh dynasties — right 
down to the current Chicago 
Bears. 

Put that Big Apple theorem on 
hold. 

But recognize that the New 
York Giants are again a force in 
professional football. They have 
reached the post-season playoffs 
for the third year in a row. And 
the NFC East powerhouse has to 
be considered a bona fide con- 
tender for the Super Bowl, which 
would be its first shot at the NFL 
title since 1963. 

There is nothing spectacular 
about the turnaround of the 
Giants. 

Defense, built around the 
awesome talents of linebackers 
Lawrence Taylor and Harry Car- 
son, is the key to their 
resurgence. Ina recent stretch of 
six games, all won by the Giants, 
the winning point margins were 
7, 3,3, 2,3 and 4. In none of them 
did the other team score more 
than two touchdowns. 

“Defensive teams go down to 
the wire for championships,” 
says George Young, the general 
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All-Pro running back Joe Morris keys Giant offense 


manager of the Giants since 1979 
and the architect of the defense- 
minded roster. In the 1986 col- 
legiate draft, the first six players 
chosen by the Giants were for 
defense. ‘We had to improve our 
special teams,” notes Young, 
“and defensive players perform 
better on special teams.”” 

Yet the Giants have shown a 
unique ability to generate points 
in perverse situations. The New 
Orleans Saints had them down, 
17-0, but succumbed to a Giant 
rally, 20-17. Against the 49ers in a 
Monday night game, the Giants 
went off at halftime thoroughly 
subdued, again trailing 17-0. A 
memorable comeback produced 
a 21-17 victory. That prodded 
head coach Bill Parcells to gush, 
“The second half against the 
49ers was the best we've played 
that I can remember.” 

Parcells attributes the team’s 
renaissance to attitude. 

“They’re tough and they don’t 
quit,’”’ he says. “‘We haven't been

‘Draft Mike’ campaign

Local Democratic officials and 
past campaign coordinators for 
Gov. Michael §. Dukakis say a 
newly-formed organization that 
is trying to push the governor into 
a run for the presidency in 1988 
will only make Dukakis’ decision 
more difficult. 

But one Dukakis backer in 
Watertown said he is surprised 
that the governor’s political 
handlers aren’t embracing the 
budding grass-roots movement. 

“Draft Mike’’ spokesman and 
founder Paul Sanford announced 
last week that the organization 
would be raising money to 
finance a national media cam- 
paign aimed at convincing 
Dukakis to enter the chase for the 
Democratic nomination. 

«.‘* Sanford and Dukakis’ 
political aides Draft Mike 
was organized without prior 
knowledge or approval from the 
governor or anyone connected 
with his campaign. 

Dukakis is planning a late 
January trip to Iowa, site of the 
first party caucus, and has said 
he will not decide whether to run 
before the end of February. 

The governor's staffers say 
Draft Mike is premature, and 
some local Dukakis activists are 
disturbed by the organization. 

“It might turn (the governor) 
off” from running, said Leonard 












Zakim, who has coordinated 
Dukakis’ gubernatorial cam- 


paigns in Newton and Brookline. 
“He considers it to be a very 
private decision, and he has to 
make his own decision first. It 
probably doesn’t help at all.” 
Dukakis’ Waltham coordinator 
for his 1982 and 1986 guber- 
natorial races, Bob Guinto, said 
it puts added pressure on the 
governor to make a decision 
sooner than he may want to.

Mention the word ‘‘radioactivi- 
ty” and most people immediately 
think of an invisible death ray, 
gigantic mushroom cloud or 
glowing reactor on the verge of 
meltdown. 

But the destructive or 
dangerous byproducts of radia- 
tion represent only a small 
of the applications 

since a French 
st named Becquerel 
discovered radioactivity 90 years 
ago. 

Today, 18 businesses and in- 
stitutions in Waltham, Water- 
town and Newton are licensed by 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion (NRC) to use miniscule 
amounts of radioactive materials 
for research and development, 
industrial or medical purposes. 

All of the local licensees have 
excellent safety records, ac- 
cording to Karl Abraham, NRC 
public affairs officer for Region 
1, which includes the 11 Nor- 
theast states and the District of 
Columbia. 

Of the 18 local businesses and 
institutions subject to federal 
regulations involving low-level 
radioactive material, half are 
located in Waltham. Another five 
are based in Newton and four 
operate in Watertown, 

NRC inspectors visit the 
licensees periodically, depending 
on the amount and type of 
nuclear material they use. 

‘As one would expect in the 
Route 128 area — the heart of high 
technology on the East Coast, 
most of the NRC's local licenses 
apply to firms involved in 
research and development. 

The remaining licenses are 
split among medical facilities 
like Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
WalthamWeston Hospital & 
Medical Center and the Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver Center, educa- 
tional institutions like Brandeis 
University and Boston College or 
federal agencies like the Army 
Corps of Engineers in Waltham 
and the Army Materials & 
Mechanics Research Center 
(AMMRC) in Watertown, 











‘The AMMRC’s research and 
dévelopment license, which re- 
quires NRC inspection every 
three years, was granted for a 
nUclear reactor that created the 
neutrons used to test military 
products. 





The reactor was shut down 16 
years ago to make way for a 
neutron radiography system that 
tests the ability of certain 
materials to withstand the 
fadioactive bombardment 
galeashed by nuclear explosions
